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AN ADDRESS TO MEDICAL STUDENTS. 


In the making of an ideal medical practitioner three 
elements must take part. Iersonal qualities, general culture, 
and technical knowledge must all be successfully blended 
if the career of a member of our profession is to be as 
useful to his fellow creatures and to himself as it un- 
doubtedly should be. The value of personal qualities and 
general culture is too obvious to need exposition, and we 
have chosen on this occasion to play the part of guide 
and instructor through the somewhat tangled and over- 
loaded course of study required by the various authorities 
to perfect the student in technical knowledge. 

On Jan. 1st, 1892, most important changes were intro- 
duced both into the curriculum of medical study and 
into the professional examinations, and every student 
who has been registered since the above date has been 
compelled to submit to an additional year of study. The 
number of students who are working under the new scheme 
of study laid down by the professional corporations on 
the recommendations of the General Medical Council is now 
sufficiently large to make it desirable that we should dwell in 
Aetail on the methods of work which a student should 
pursue. The first step is the passing of a preliminary exami- 
nation in the subjects of general education, including mathe- 
matics, English, Latin, and one additional language or logic. 
‘This examination may be passed at any one of the numerous 
scheduled bodies and cannot be considered as in any way 
too difficult for an average schoolboy. As the subjects 
are those which are taught in every school, it should be 
passed by the pupil during or at the end of his school 
life. An important proviso has lately been introduced by 
the General Medical Council, by which the whole of the 
subjects incladed in the examination must be passed at the 
same time, and this wil! undoubtedly improve the educa- 
tional level of the present and future medical student. Even 
now the standard is below that which should be demanded 
from aspirants to a liberal profession, and any endeavour 
to check the overcrowding of the profession would have 
been more satisfactory if it had been carried out in this 
manner, and at the beginning of the candidate’s career, 
rather than by making regulations which only affect the 
later stages of his student life. An exception as to 
difficulty must be made in the case of the matriculation 
examination of the University of London as a portal to 
professional degrees. It is generally admitted that this is 
too severe, and that many excellent students, who gain high 
marks in some subjects, fail in one or more of the others. 
Hence special preparation is almost always necessary, and 
‘this is so well recognised that the schools or institutions 
which are most successful at this examination have special 
classes in which the candidates are prepared for it quite 
a 7 the regular routine of the general school educa- 


tion. Mechanics and chemistry are not taught in the 
majority even of high-class schools, and these are essential 
parts of the London matriculation. The pupil must there- 
fore be taught specially, either in the school or outside, so 
that the examination is a test rather of the ‘‘ coaching ’”’ 
ability of his teachers than of his general educational 
knowledge. An apparent familiarity with many subjects 
is required, whilst a good and accurate knowledge of any 
one is of but little advantage. It would be well if the 
University of London were to follow the suggestion made in 
the report of the Royal Commission, and ‘‘allow a con- 
siderable variety in the extent and character of this entrance 
examination according to the various forms of University 
study on which the student is about to enter.’ An en- 
trance examination suitable for those entering on a curri- 
culum of study in arts, laws, or literature is not equally 
adapted to the student of medicine or science, unless such 
an examination be of an absolutely elementary character, 
and then it is of but little value. 

As soon as the preliminary examination has been passed, 
the student should apply to be registered by the General 
Medical Council, and for this he must produce evidence that 
he has commenced medical study. He must either have 
entered at a medical school or be the pupil of a private 
practitioner. The course of professional study now extends 
over five years after registration, so that no time should 
be lost between the passing of the preliminary examination 
and this registration, which is purely formal and official. 
Chemistry and physics, practical pharmacy, and elementary 
biology may be studied before registration, but if studied 
then will only lighten the curriculum. The pupil should 
secure his registration and then pass on to his scientific 
studies. 

The five years’ curriculum does not materially affect 
the candidates for medical degrees at any of the uni- 
versities, but it has necessitated a complete remodelling 
of the course of education laid down for the general 
practitioner by the professional corporations. Scientific 
studies have lately acquired much more prominence and 
should occupy the first year of the student’s work. In 
addition to those subjects mentioned above, elementary 
anatomy should be passed in the first year, and for 
entrance to this examination instruction for six months at 
a recognised medical school is required. ‘This regula 
tion of the Conjoint Examining Board in England destroys 
the non-technical character of the education laid down 
for the first year, which, as at the Universities, should be 
exclusively devoted to general science. Caemistry, physics, 
and elementary biology would well suffice for the first year’s 
curriculum. Practical pharmacy should be relegated to a 
date when the student is learning medicine and therapeutics, 
otherwise it becomes a mere cram of preparations and 
doses. Elementary anatomy is entirely unnecessary if the 
subsequent examination in human anatomy is fairly 
thorough. The requirement of a six months’ instruction at 
a recognised medical school must send many youths to the 
centres of medical education, when it would be far better if 
they spent the first year as a pupil to a general practitioner 
or at a provincial hospital. They would then acquire an 
insight into the routine daily work of our profession, and 


if this should prove to be distaste‘ul to them they could 
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withdraw with very little sacrifice of time or money. A 
lifetime of regret might often be escaped if the student 
had an opportunity of appreciating the practical side of our 
daties even when he was mainly occupied with the general 
sciences which must be studied so early in his career. We 
think that the year which must be devoted to chemistry, 
physics, and elementary biology would be better spent in the 
country than at a medical school, provided the proper 
scientific teaching could be secured there. This scientific 
work need in no way debar the student from an acquaintance 
with elementary medicine and minor surgery, and an 
adaptation of the old pupilage to the new conditions would 
be an unmixed boon. ‘The scientific examination should 
be passed before the commencement of the second winter 
session, otherwise the student's progress will be materially 
delayed, and a five years’ curriculum will pass on into a 
six years’ one, or be even still more lengthened. 

In the second winter session the student enters on the 
study of the technical sciences on which his after pro- 
fessional knowledge must be founded, and the whole of 
this year should be devoted to anatomy and physiology. 
Materia medica and pharmacy are often studied in the second 
summer session ; but all will allow that a year is not too 
much for the study of the two great and fundamental 
sciences of anatomy and physiology. It would be advisable 
if, as in the curriculum at the Universities, two years were 
given up to them; but, as laid down by the regula- 
tions of the Conjoint Examining Board in England, it is 
practically incumbent on the student to conclude his ana- 
tomical and physiological studies at the end of the second 
year, in order to spend his third and fourth years in the 
acquisition of the theory and practice of medicine and 
surgery. 

During the third and fourth years, therefore, the student 
must attend systematic lectures on medicine, surgery, 
midwifery, pathology, therapeutics, forensic medicine, and 
public health, and, on the assumption apparently that good 
text-books can supplement lectures, only one short course on 
either of these subjects is required. But text-books, however 
well written, cannot be eflicient substitutes for really good 
lectures. The personal influence of the teacher is all-impor- 
tant. It is much to be regretted that the lecture-system has 
been somewhat degraded from its high estate mainly by the 
lecturers themselves. A dull routine, a want of proper pre- 
paration, too often an absolute disregard on the part of the 
lecturers of the value of the study of the art of elocution, and 
a carelessness about the needs of the student are the faults 
that have led to the undue depreciation of lectures in medical 
teaching. A really eloquent and capable lecturer on any 
subject will command a large and attentive class, whilst he 
who merely drones away an hour will quickly find his class- 
room empty ; indeed, if compulsory attendance on lectures 
were not insisted on by the licensing authorities, many 
lecturers would be afforded a valuable object - lesson. 
Systematic practical instruction in medicine, surgery, and 
midwifery, clinical lectures, and practical work as surgical 
dresser and medical clerk must be included in the same 
period. Attendance at demonstrations in the post-mortem 
room and the performance of operations on the dead 
subject are essential in the education of the future 
practitioner, and if these be neglected at the proper time 


the loss of opportunity for their efficient study will be 
constantly deplored when the medical man has passed on 
from the period of his studentship to his life-work. The 
Conjoint Board allows the student to postpone his clinica) 
and practical instruction in diseases of women and his 
attendance on labours until his fifth year; but we should 
strongly recommend him to include them in his third and 
fourth years’ work. At the end of the fourth year the student 
should pass in medicine, surgery, and midwifery, but many 
will probably postpone the latter until the final examination. 
Under the term ‘‘ medicine’’ medical anatomy, pathology, 
pharmacology, therapeutics, forensic medicine, and public 
health are included, and we may incidentally point out that 
the number of written questions in the examination paper 
is as small as the subjects are extensive. ‘The system of 
taking this third examination in three parts at different 
times has led practically to a disassociation in the candi- 
date’s mind of the principles underlying these practical 
arts. He passes in medicine, and forgets medicine ; 
studies surgery until the next examination, and forgets 
surgery; and finally, passing in midwifery three months 
later, has lost the connected idea that his future daily work 
should always present. Moreover, this division of subjects 
leads to examinations in fads and crotchets rather than 
to an endeavour to insist on an all-round thoroughness, and 
it is in this latter respect that the examinations at the 
Universities are in general so much superior to those ruled 
by the corporations. 

The fifth year must be devoted to clinical work in 
medicine and surgery and gynzcology (if not previously 
attended). Special work at ophthalmic surgery, at infec- 
tious fevers, and mental diseases now finds its place, and 
we might point out that during this year other specia 
diseases, such as those of the throat, ear, and skin, may 
be advantageously studied. The methods of bacteriological 
science, and the other requirements for a public health 
diploma, should receive attention during this year, even 
though the final examination may only embrace clinical 
medicine and surgery. But of the position that bacteriology 
has gradually come to occupy in every medical educational 
scheme we have spoken elsewhere in this issue. 

It will be gathered from the above remarks that the system 
of education enjoined by the Conjoint Examining Board 
in England is absolutely iron-cased with regulations and 
absolutely inelastic. The examinations at the Universities 
allow, within limit, a fair range of personal freedom, and as. 
there will now be but little difference in the length of the 
curricula a university career will be selected by a large 
proportion of students, and especially by those who start 
with a well-equipped and liberal general education. The 
recent alterations will probably tend to lessen the number 
and perhaps increase the social status of the profession some- 
what; but this very improvement necessarily leads to a doubt 
whether those of our professional brethren who devote 
their lives to the relief of the sick poor in overcrowded 
cities, and more especially in the remote country districts, 
will be as numerous, unselfish, and self-sacrificing as 
the present and past generations have always been. And 
it has often been among these members of our professicn 
that general culture as well as technical skill has been 
cultivated to the highest extent. 
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But, as we began by stating, in addition to general 
eoulture and technical skill, personal qualities have 
always to be considered before the medical profession 
is selected as a life-work; and, as a word of adnioni- 
tion, we cannot here do better than reproduce the precepts 
as to the choice of a medical attendant laid down by 
one of the oldest and wisest members of our profession. 
‘Choose a man who is personally agreeable, for a daily 
visit from an intelligible, amiable, pleasant, sympathetic 
person will cost you no more than one from a sloven 
or a boor, and his presence will do more for you 
than any prescription the other will order. Let him 
be a man of recognised good sense in other matters, 
and the chance is that he will be sensible as a _practi- 
tioner. Let him be a man who stands well with his 
professional brethren, whom they approve as honest, able, 
and courteous. Let him be one whose patients are willing 
to die in his hands, not one whom they go to for trifles and 
leave as soon as they are in danger.’’ No better advice can 
be given to a patient, and no better type of an ideal member 
of our profession, than that drawn so forcibly by the old 
master can be placed before the young practitioner.

THE STUDENT'S LIBRARY AND ITS USE. 

ALL who follow the medical profession must be students 
for ever—students as much in the fifth year of their 
curriculum as in the first ; students as much at the end of 
their life’s work as when confronted with their earliest 
patients. From every case for the real physician and the 
genuine surgeon a lesson has to be drawn : perhaps a new 
point arises, perhaps only a point confirmatory of what has 
been previously familiar ; but in either instance something 
worth knowing has to be learned. And this is at once the 
reat difference between book-learning and the learning that 
is the outcome of practical observation. To a certain extent 
the need for book learning may be finite, and to a great 
extent this need is modified by the idiosyncrasy of the 
individual. But no man from the moment that he embarks 
on the medical profession can dispense with observation, or 
the results of observation. This need is never finite. A 
certain quickness in the detection of and a certain facility 
in the reading of the meaning of symptoms and signs, and 
the influence of family history and environment, are given to 
some in an extraordinary degree ; but most certainly should 
any man, being gifted in this fortunate manner, presume to 
think lightly of, perhaps to forego, some of the routine of 
observation, in the end he will be the worse off for his 
talents. He will make errors, and will speedily know himself, 
and others will as speedily know him, for a superficial and 
unreliable, albeit occasionally brilliant adviser. For book- 
learning there is a substitute—practical work ; for practical 
work there is no substitute. 

And this difference between book-learning and the learning 
that is the outcome of practical work and of the use of all 
opportunities for observation precisely defines the right 
method of using books. They are to be employed in what- 
ever way will best assist in practical work. They are means 
to this end only. But all cannot employ books in the same 
way. Their use must vary immensely with the bent of the 
student’s mind and the habits of work which he finds most 


readily conduce to the sure and speedy acquisition of know- 
ledge. So that in the selection of a text-book, always a 
matter of great importance to the student, not only the 
large number and variety of works render the choice exceed- 
ingly difficult, but infallible advice cannot be given ; for good 
counsel to one man will be less valuable to another. In 
the appended lists of the standard text-books we have 
endeavoured by brief general remarks to divide up the books 
more or less into three classes—-two comprising books specially 
designed to assist the student in his examinations, being 
elementary or comprehensive works required respectively for 
pass or honour examinations ; while the third class includes 
books of reference not designed to be exhaustively read by 
anybody but rather to be consulted as a second or elucidatory 
opinion where anything in the text-books proper seems 
obscure or incomplete. But the use that the student 
will be able to make of these three classes of books 
will vary entirely with his order of mind. To one man 
the small elementary book may be well nigh sufficient 
reading. He will be able to use it as the skeleton of his 
knowledge and will endow it with tissues and life from 
his personal observation, by practical courses in his school, 
by clinical work in the wards, and by thoughtful attendance 
at lectures. This is the student into whose work books do 
not largely enter. But inasmuch as it is easy to examine 
fairly and thoroughly upon book-work, while it is difficult 
to lay down proper standards and discover adequate tests 
for the appraisement of practical work, the result of 
examinations must more or less depend upon the ability of 
the student to answer somewhat in text-book language 
questions framed somewhat upon text-book lines. ‘here- 
fore it will be well for the student whose practical order of 
mind enables him, as it were, to write his own text-book by 
grafting his practical work on to an elementary manual, to 
revise his knowledge before entering for an examination by 
the light of a first-class text-book. ‘his is the best and 
most feasible way of combining’ books and practical and 
clinical work for the formation of a medical education, Dut 
it is not in the power of every student to obtain an educa- 
tion in this manner. Practical work is easier to some men 
than to others, and lectures mean more to some men than to 
others. The receptive man will benefit by teaching which 
only arouses opposition in the critical man. The reading of 
a large text-book by the critically-minded man—the man 
whose first impulse on hearing a fact is to doubt it or the 
deductions from it—may very often be the best way in which 
such a man can gain a knowledge of his subject. He gets an 
all round look at it, and though he may not entirely under- 
stand everything that he reads, he will obtain a general 
familiarity with his topic, and see the fallacy of the objec- 
tions which rise in his mind. The bald statements for which 
alone the small manual can find room would arouse in him 
nothing but opposition, and he will be well advised to go 
straight to the big book where the explanations are included 
with the facts. But he must supplement his wider range of 
reading with as honest and as earnest a course of practical 
work as his less literary fellow-students. When confronted 
with his examination he will find, as hundreds of the most 
promising students of medicine have found to their consider- 
able discomfiture, that practical work is absolutely necessary 
that without it book-work is as nothing, that even to pass 
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in the written part of the examination (for which he feels so 
amply equipped) will be almost impossible unless his know- 
ledge is fortified and made alive by some measure of practical 
experience, and, lastly, that no amount of book-work will 
ever enable him to answer questions by word of mouth. 

The short notes upon well-known text-books which follow 
will enable the student to ascertain the scope of each work, 
and, with the assistance of advice from his lecturer, he will 
be able to decide which book is most likely to suit him—that 
is, which book will best enable him to obtain full benefit 
rom his practical work. He will not be able, perhaps, to 
decide this point at once : if he is just beginning his career 
he cannot know for certain in which direction difficulties will 
assail him. Bat those are the points we desire to make for 
his information and encouragement : firstly, all good sound 
text-books have their place, for knowledge presented in one 
form to one man is more easily digested if presented in 
another form to another man; secondly, he must not be 
disheartened if books, or a particular book, seem to mean 
more to a fellow-student than they doto him. It is natural 
that this should be so. If one student finds it diffi- 
cult to follow the arguments of the larger treatises 
it is more than possible that to him all sorts 
of practical work will come as an illuminant. If 
another man finds that practical work wearies him and 
puzzles him, although he is earnestly, honestly, and con- 
scientiously desirous of going through his proper course and 
learning all that it should teach him, it is quite possible that 
what he requires is a general grasp of his subject, a sort of 
broad outline of it which would give a meaning to the 
details that he finds it so wearisome to acquire. It is un- 
necesary to say that our list of books might be considerably 
extended. It would be so if we had designed to make it 
exhaustive. But we do not suggest that the books which we 
mention are the only ones the student can read with advan- 
tage. His regular course of reading will, be dictated 
properly by advice from the lecturers at his school, and, in 
a measure, by the prevalent fashion at that school. We 
have only intended to place before him succinct information 
that shall guide him in his choice, while pointing out to him 
that all educational books are but a means to an end, and 
that end is practical knowledge.

Quaain’s is the more scientific work 
and is, indeed, the most advanced and comprehensive 
treatise on the subject in the English language, if not in 
all languages.

The volume on Embryology by 
Professor E. A. Schiifer is the clearest and best history of 
development with which we are acquainted. The work is 
now published in separate parts.

The number of text-books on Medicine is so large, and 
their general excellence so high, that it is impossible to make 
a selection with which no one could find legitimate fault. 
It must always appear that some books as good or 
better than the specified list have been omitted. We do 
not for a moment pretend that this is the best possible list, 
but the student who is guided by these books will be in 
very good hands. 

In systematic medicine the book which for depth and 
thoroughness occupies the foremost place is the work on 
the ‘‘Principles and Practice of Medicine,’’ by the late 
Dr. HILToN FaGGeE and Dr. It is a book which 
must be studied by all who are preparing for the higher 
qualifications, and its unconventional and practical style 
makes it an easy work to remember. In QuAIN’s Dictionary, 
which has just been admirably brought up to date, will be 
found articles which may be required to supplement the 
reading of Fagge’s Principles; and the same may be said 
of the System of Medicine, edited by Dr. RussELL REYNOLDs, 
which contains contributions of perennial value from master 
hands. It is so many years since this system appeared 
that a new edition of it would now mean to all intents 
and purposes a new book; but there are articles in 
REYNOLDS’ ‘‘System’’ which cannot be overlooked. As less 
extensive in range, and therefore more useful to the general 
student, may be ranged the works of Drs. OsLER, BRISTOWE,

Roperts, and F. TAyLtor. Each of these standard worke 
is so excellent that the student who confines his reading te 
one or the other will gain as full a knowledge of the prin 
ciples of medicine as may be desired, whether for purposes 
of examination or for practical use in after-life. Ona line 
with these may be placed the well-arrange1 Dictionary of 
Medicine edited by Dr. J. K. FowLer. It would not only 
be invidious but useless to draw distinctions of merit here. 

Lastly, books of smaller scope, but accurate and trast 
worthy within their limits, are those of CARTER and 
CHARTERIS. To the beginner in medical study these book« 
may be read in connexion with lectures on the subject, but 
the student must not be content with them for complete 
knowledge. ‘Their authors have not designed to issue com- 
prehensive treatises. 

Besides the foregoing systematic treatises there is a large 
and increasing number of books on clinical medicine—some 
dealing with the whole subject of diagnosis, others witk 
separate portions of this wide subject. Amongst the former 
may be recommended the work recently published by Dr. 
Jupson Bury, the manual edited by Dr. FINLAYSON, the 
smaller work of Drs. GIBSON and RUSSELL, or the favourite 
of many generations of students, and pioneer in this class of 
literature, Dr. FeNwick’s ‘‘Guide.’’ Upon Auscultation there 
is no better guide than Dr. GEE's work ; whilst upon Uriaary 
Examination &c. there are many compendia of varied 
range and style, any one of wich may be put to good use 
by the clinical clerk. We cannot attempt to single out by 
name the various useful monographs that are at the student’ 
disposal ; he will be well advised to follow the fashion of hie 
school in this matter.

BACTERIOLOGY AND THE MEDICAL CURRICULUM. 


WHENEVER the addition of a new subject to the curriculum 
of a medical student is suggested it is very properly pointed 
out that the present day medical student has already a 
sufficient amount of work to do in the time at his dis- 
posal, even under the conditions afforded by the five 
years curriculum. At the same time it must be borne in 
mind that every advance made in the domain of pure 
science must be accompanied or followed by correspond- 
ing modifications in the practice of medicine and surgery, 
so that it may be necessary from time to time to recon- 
sider and revise the course of study in order that the 
student may be trained to apply to the greatest advan- 
tage the latest knowledge obtained for the welfare of 
his patients. Bearing this in mind, and taking into con- 
sideration the enormous advances, or, at any rate, the 
great modifications, that have been suggested for the 
prevention and treatment of disease as the outcome of 
bacteriological investigation, it is now almost imperative 
that those who are engaged in the teaching and study 
of medicine should consider the position of bacteriology 
in medical education with regard (a) to students proper, 
and () to those students of more mature years known as 
post-graduates. 

We think that the time has nearly come when it 
will be insisted upon that every medical student should 
receive not only some systematic instruction in the prin- 
ciples of bacteriology, but, more important still, should be put 
through a thorough, if short, course of practical laboratory 
instruction, in which the theories propounded in the class- 
room may be clearly illustrated. It may be asked, What is to 
be gained by the adoption of such a course? Apart from any- 


thing else, surely the precision and accuracy requisite for the 
successful carrying out of bacteriological experiments afford 
the best kind of technical and mental training, for the 
slightest error in manipulation or fault in julgment may 
render useless weeks of accurate work. Then, again, 
when a stadent comes to study surgery, especially the 
treatment of wounds, operative or accidental, he will find 
that he knows more concerning the true principles of anti- 
septic treatment if he has enjoyed a week’s work in a 
bacteriological laboratory than he can pick up in six months’ 
ward work, even under the most skilled and experienced 
teachers. There are so many points to be mastered 
concerning the actual operation or the nature of 
the wound, so many side issues to draw off the 
attention from the main principle, so much mechanical 
work to do in connexion with the actual dressing, 
that the fundamental principle on which so much of 
the success of the treatment depends is apt to be lost 
sight of. But if a student be placed in a bacteriological 
laboratory with a few gelatine tubes, a few pure cultures, 
and a microscope an opportunity is offered to him of 
grasping the fact that in a tube containing gelatine, 
protected only by a thin layer of cotton wadding, there 
can be no development of organic life so long as this 
plug remains in situ; but that when a similar tube is 
inoculated with any single kind of organism, having seen 
the seed-tube, he is able to prognosticate with the utmost 
certainty what will be the nature of the growth and of the 


4 changes that will take place in the gelatine as soon as the 


inoculation has been made and the cotton-wadding plug 
reinserted. The student has before him a concrete fact. He 
knows that if the anthrax bacillus is sown the anthrax 
culture will make its appearance in the gelatine—there is 
the characteristic naked-eye growth, there are characteristic 
changes in the gelatine, whilst the microscopic appearances 
are also readily recognisable. From this it is but a step to 
an understanding of the fact that in order that the anthrax 
bacillus may appear in the blood of an animal the seed 
of the anthrax bacillus must be introduced from outside. 
When this is associated in his mind with the definite 
symptoms that characterise the disease the student has laid 
the foundation of a knowledge of antiseptic surgery which 
consists in keeping out specific organisms from the culti- 
vation grounds that are offered by open wounds ; and he 
has also grasped the principles that underlie the study of 
infective diseases, their causation, and their prevention. If 
not yet essential, it would be at least an exceedingly good 
thing if every student received a short course of instruction 
in practical bacteriology ; and, although this wou!d naturally 
fall under the head of practical pathology, the subject has 
such wide and intimate connexions with, and bearings on, 
other parts of the curriculum that it might with almost 
equal propriety be claimed by the chemist, the biologist, 
the physiologist, the hygienist, the surgeon, and the 
physician. 

The medical practitioner is confronted at every turn by 
problems which, without some knowledge of bacteria, of 
their life history, and of their effects on the human 
organism, he is unable to obtain a satisfactory solution ; and 
nothing has been more striking in the evolution of modern 
medicine and surgery than oo intimate relation that

every day is being more and more closely traced between 
specific bacteria and specific forms of disease. Although, 
as we have already said, it may be impossible for the 
student to devote any lengthened period to the study of 
bacteriology, he should at any rate give it sufficient attention 
to enable him to have at his fingers’ ends a certain 
amount of the technique ready for instant application. 
Many of the medical schools in the kingdom have already 
recognised this fact, and in London alone there are now 
several well-equipped bacteriological laboratories where a 
thorough course of instruction can be obtained by the 
medical student. Guy's Hospital, University College Hospita), 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, for example, have all acquired 
special facilities for carrying on this work; buat there is 
still much room for the more general teaching of the subject. 
In the large university medical schools, especially in 
‘Oxford, Cambridge, Victoria, Darham, Edinburgh, Aberdeen, 
and Glasgow, the subject is more or less thoroughly taught, 
but not in all cases so practically as is desirable. Bacterio- 
logy, however, is a subject of comparatively recent growth, 
and many men who have left their student days behind but 
a year or two had no opportunity of acquiring even the most 
elementary knowledge of the subject, and now feel that 
it is necessary to make good this deficiency. For pre- 
ventive medicine may be said to become truly objective when 
bacteria are recognised as the cause of disease ; and there 
can be little doubt that the great success that has been 
attained in this country in connexion with our sanitation 
departments has been largely due to the fact that—some- 
times unwittingly, but always very surely—our medical 
officers of health have aimed at bringing under control all 
those conditions that are favourable to the growth of micro- 
organisms. Dirt being matter in the wrong place, sanitary 
dirt may be looked upon as bacteria in the wrong place ; and 
it is now the object of every sanitarian to bring these 
bacteria into their right position, receiving their aid 
in the disintegration of dead organic matter, but pre- 
venting them from developing in all places where their 
presence might be harmful. And how can the medical 
man, as the guardian of the country’s health, be more fitly 
employed? 

Post-graduation courses in bacteriology have, therefore, 
been in great demand for some years. They have always been 
successful wherever well conducted, and the demand for this 
kind of instruction is still increasing. In Berlin, Paris, and 
Vienna most admirably conducted courses are always 
going on, but the demand for places in them has become 
so great that graduates and students have to wait 
sometimes months and even years before they can be 
admitted. In London there are facilities for such study 
at King's College, where there is a regular class of 
instruction; also in the other medical schools above 
mentioned ; whilst facilities for original investigation are 
offered at the laboratories of the Conjoint Board of the 
Royal Colleges of Physicians of London and Surgeons of 
England and at the British Institute of Preventive Medicine. 
Bacteriology, though somewhat neglected in this country 
hitherto, is gradually coming to take its proper position. 
That it will be popular with students is certain, as it is not 
only a subject of great value, but also one of extreme interest 
and even fascination. 


BRITISH QUALIFICATIONS ABROAD. 


As a very considerable number of medical men for one 
reason or another decide to leave the British Islands and to 
settle in practice in some other country, and as the conditions 
under which men holding British qualifications are permitted 
to practise differ widely in different countries, an epitome of 
such information on the subject as we have been able to obtain 
concerning the regulations in force in various countries cannot 
fail to be of use in the Students’ Number of THE LANcET. It 
will be remarked that in British colonies generally little diffi- 
culty need be anticipated beyond having to furnish proof of 
the possession of a bond-fide diploma entitling the holder to 
registration in Great Britain and perhaps the payment of a 
fee. To this rule there are, however, as will be seen, excep- 
tions—viz., British Columbia and Ontario, where an examina- 
tion is necessary. It must be remembered, however, that 
these regulations are constantly changing, and generally in 
the direction of increased stringency, so that any prac- 
titioner thinking of settling abroad would be well advised 
to write direct to the authorities of the country or State to 
which he proposes to go for the latest information. It is 
well, too, to get diplomas and certificates of registration 
endorsed by the consul in England before sailing. This will 
sometimes obviate difficulties as to identification. 

BRITISH COLONIES. 

Antigua.—No formality is required. 

Australia.—In all the Australian colonies the Medical 
r Board must be first communicated with and the diplomas 
produced. It is generally necessary also to produce some 
evidence that the applicant for registration is really the 
person referred to in the diplomas, and the Board may take 
means of satisfying itself on this point. There is in some of 
the colonies a fee of £1 1s. to pay. In Western Australia the 
Board may examine and register an unqualified man. 

Barbadoes.—Application has to be made to the Medical 
Assessors. Fee 5s. 

Bermuda.—The Governor in Council gives permission to 
practise on the production of diplomas. There is no fee. 

British Columbia.—Diplomas have to be produced to the 
Medical Council, Victoria, with satisfactory proof of identi- 
fication, and an examination must then be passed in: 
(1) Anatomy, (2) Chemistry, (3) Physiology, (4) Patho- 
logy, (5) Materia Medica, (6) Medical Jurisprudence, 
(7) Theory and Practice of Medicine, (8) Clinical Medicine, 
(9) Surgery, (10) Clinical Surgery, (11) Obstetrics and 
Diseases of Women and Children. Candidates must obtain 
75 per cent. of the marks in each of the last three subjects. 
A fee of $100 is required before the examination, half of 
which is returned in case of failure. Examinations are held 
in January, May and September. 

British Guiana.—Application has to be made to the Secre- 
tary of the Medical Board. Qualifications which have not 
been registered in Great Britain may be recognised. 

British Honduras.—No formality is required. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Colonial Medical Committee 
examines the diplomas of applicants. The Colonial Secre- 
tary will then grant a licence to practise. There is no fee. 

Ceylon.—Practice is free. 


Dominica.—No formality is required. 
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Gibraltar.—Diplomas must be produced to the Governor. 
There is no fee. 

Grenada.—Application has to be made to the Clerk of the 
Colonial Secretary. There is thena delay of a fortnight. 
The fee is £1. 

Hong-Kong.—The Medical Board examines the qualifica- 
tions of applicants. A declaration has to be made before a 
magistrate. The fee is $5. 

India.—Practice is free. 

Jamaica.—The Registrar-General acts as Medical Registrar. 
A declaration has to be made before a Justice of the Peace, 
and the diplomas are initialled by him. The fee is £1. Un- 
qualified persons can be examined by the Medical Council. 
Fee £11 11s. 

Malta.—A fee is necessary. 

Manitoba.—Application should be made to the Registrar 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons. The fee is 
about $5. 

Mauritius.—No fees are required. 

Natal.—There isa Medical Board, to which body applica- 
tion must be made and a copy of a declaration before a 
magistrate produced. The fee is £1 15s. 

New Brunswick.—The Council of Physicians and Surgeons 
are applied to and the diplomas and certificate of registra- 
tion in Great Britain submitted tothem. A fee of $10 is 
charged. 

Nenfoundland.—No restrictions. 

New Zealand.—There is no Medical Board here. The 
official to whom application must be made is the Registrar 
of Births, Marriages and Deaths of any of the chief towns. 
The diplomas must be produced, and a copy certified to by a 
Justice of the Peace must be left with him. An advertise- 
ment must also be inserted in the New Zealand Gazette. The 
fees amount to £1 5s. 

Nova Scotia.—Application has to be made to the Provincial 
Medical Board, Halifax, and proof of registration in Great 
Britain presented. The fee is $25. 

North-West Territory.—The Lord Lieutenant is Registrar. 
Fee $5. 

Ontario.—Diplomas have to be presented to the Royal 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, Toronto, and an examina- 
tion passed. The fee appears to be $50. There is also a 
small annual subscription. 

Prince Edward's Island.—The Board of Examiners examine 
the diplomas and charge a fee of 30s. 

Quebec.—Practitioners must become members of the Col- 
lege of Surgeons and Physicians. No examination is required 
from holders of a British qualification. There appears to be 
a fee of $20and an annual payment of $2. 

Sierra Leone.—Practice is free. 

Straits Settlements.—Practice is free. 

St. Lucia.—Application has to be made to the Chief Clerk 
in the Government Office. There is no fee. 

St. Vincent.—Application has to be made to the Registrar 
of the Medical Board. Fee £5. 

Tasmania.—Here there is a Court of Medical Examiners, 
whose duty it is to examine the diplomas of applicants. The 
fee is not mentioned in the statute. 

The Bahamas.—No formality is required. 

Tobago.—No formality is required. 

Trinidad.—The Secretary and Treasurer of the Medical 


Board act as Registrar. Applicants have to prove their 
qualifications, and also to show that they bear a good 
character. All registered persons are members of the 


Medical Board. There is no fee. 


FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

Turning now to the question of practice in foreign countries, 
it must of course be evident that in them more difficulties 
are likely to be thrown in the way of a British practitioner 
than in the colonies. Indeed, in the majority of the more 
important countries an examination of a tolerably strict 
character has to be passed before applicants, however well 
qualified, can obtain leave to practise. 

Argentina.—A severe examination, conducted in the 
Spanish language, must be passed at one of the two medical 
schools, Buenos Ayres and Cordova. It is said that at the 
latter school the scientific requirements are lighter, but the 
fees heavier, than at the former, where they amount to $350 
paper currency. Before passing the examination a foreign 
medical man may, if he pleases, obtain without difficulty a 
temporary licence to practise in some locality where there is 
no fully licensed practitioner. 


In Austria it is necessary not merely to pass the examina- 
tions for the degree of Doctor of Medicine of an Austrian 
University, but to become an Austrian subject. Practically 
speaking, Austrian territory, which of course includes the 
Tyrol, seems to be shut off from foreign practitioners. One 
case has occurred in Hungary, where an Englishman who was 
engaged as surgeon to some works where a number of 
English were employed was allowed to pass an examination 
by means of papers which were translated. 


In Belgium the Government is authorised, on the advice of 
a jury, which has the power of granting the diploma of 
Doctor or Pharmacist, to give permission to applicants who 
have obtained a diploma abroad entitling them to practise 
in their own country, but no permission can be given to 
practise medicine unless the original diploma authorises the 
holder to practise medicine, surgery and midwifery. 

Bolivia.—There appears to be no examination. 
medical faculty in the University of Sucre. 

Brazil.—An examination has to be passed, but it may be 
conducted in Portuguese or French. It is said to be less 
severe than some of the other South American examinations. 
There are faculties of medicine in Rio de Janeiro and Bahia. 
The recent political troubles may possibly have produced 
some change in the medical requirements. 


There is a 


Chile.—A severe examination must be passed, conducted 
in the Spanish language, in the University of Santiago. The 
examiners are mostly Germans and the requirements are as 
nearly as possible the same as those of the German 
Staats-exramen. 


Colombia.—There appears to be no examination. There is 
a medical school in the University of Bogéta. 

Costa Rica.—No formalities required. 

Denmark and the Danish West Indies.—The regular 
examinations must as a rule be passed, as in the case of 
native medical students, and these are conducted in the 
Danish language. In some cases, however, an exception is 
made on special application when the applicant wishes to 
practise in the West Indies, when the examination might 
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be allowed to be conducted in French or in English, and in 
these cases it would be less severe. 

Dutch Guiana.—A State Examination, as in Holland, is 
required. 

Eeuador. —No requirements. 

In France the diploma of Officier de Santé, which is that 
which has been commonly taken by English practitioners, 
is now abolished, and all foreigners, whatever may be their 
diplomas, are obliged to pass at least the two final examina- 
tions required for the M.D. degree, which is said to be as 
difficult as the M.D. of London. 

French Guiana.—The medical laws are analogous to those 
in France. 

In Germany the State Examination, which is severe, must 
as a rule be passed. Occasionaliy exemption may be obtained. 

In @reece there is an examination, but it may be passed in 
English or French. 

Guatemala,—No requirements. 
and Medical School in the capital. 

In Italy qualified men who confine their practice to their 
own countrymen are not interfered with, though, in order to 
practise generally, the M.D. of an Italian University must be 
obtained. 

Mevico.—Strictly speaking, a degree from one of the univer- 
sities is required, but a good deal of laxity is permitted. 
In the country districts the Mexican practitioners are them- 
selves very frequently quacks, and so an Englishman is not 
interfered with. In towns arrangements are sometimes 
made which in this country would be considered as ‘‘cover- 
ing.’’ In order to obtain a degree one of the provincial 
universities should be selected, and the candidate should be 
provided with letters to persons in authority. 

Nicaragua,—No restrictions. 

Norway.—The King has the power of granting the privilege 
of practising to persons who, though they have passed no 
examinations in Norway, have proved that they possess the 
necessary knowledge. This is understood to imply having 
passed examinations abroad equivalent to those of the 
University of Christiania, where, it may be remarked, the 
minimum course occupies seven years. 

In The Orange Free State, although there is said to be a 
very conservative feeling towards foreigners, it is believed that 
British practitioners would, if properly accredited, obtain 
permission to practise. 

Paraqguay.—An examination, said to be of a very simple 
character, has to be passed. The chairman of the Board of 
Examiners is an Englishman, Dr. Hoskins. The British 
Consul, too, is an English medical man. 

Peru.—Application should be made to the dean of the 
Medical Faculty, Lima, who, after verifying the diplomas 
obtained in Europe, will arrange for the candidate’s examina- 
tion. Five examinations are required and they correspond 
in general to those of the Paris Faculty ; the pharmaceutical 
preparations which have to be known are those of the 
French Codex, and the medical jurisprudence is also 
French. There is a very thorough clinical examination, 
but plenty of time is allowed, and books, and even the 
patient’s case-register, may be referred to, so that there 
is no attempt to ‘‘catch’’ or to unnecessarily puzzle a 
candidate. The examination is of course in the Spanish 

language, but no very profound knowledge of it is required. 


There are a University 


A candidate must understand what is said and be able to 
make his meaning intelligible in that language, but the 
examiners will permit him to explain himself in French or 
English. It is not absolutely necessary to take the degree 
of Doctor, but it is best to do so in the case of desiring to 
join any of the medical societies. The fees amount to 
about £40. 

In Portugal a State Examination must be passed at one of 
the medical schools. This requires a good knowledge of the 
vernacular, but it is incumbent on those who wish to practise 
in Portugal or Madeira. 

In Roumania there is a vivd-voce examination. 

In Russia the State Examination for Vrach (medical practi- 
tioner) has to be passed. When the applicant holds a 
foreign M.D. of high value, the Minister of Education may 
permit the examination to be confined to reading and defend- 
ing a somewhat elaborate dissertation or thesis. 

Salvador.—No restrictions. 

Spanish Honduras.—No restrictions. 

In Spain recognition can usually be obtained for British 
diplomas, but there is frequently considerable delay. Appli- 
cation should be made through the British Minister. 

Sweden.—F¥oreign practitioners, in order to obtain a licence 
to practise, must pass through the course of study and the 
examinations required of natives, and the Royal Medical 
“ministration states that the only relaxation that can be 
accorded is that which rests with the chancellors of the 
universities, who have the power of making a certain 
reduction in the time of clinical study. 

In Switzerland British practitioners are now obliged to pass 
the State Examination, which is conducted in French or 
German, at one of the Swiss universities. 

In Turkey, including Syria, there is an obligatory examina- 
tion at Constantinople which may be passed in English, with 
a fee of £4 10s., and there is frequently a good deal of delay. 

Uruguay.—An examination (or rather a complete series of 
examinations) conducted in Spanish at the University of 
Monte Video is required, and a fee of $300 paper currency, 
which is double the sum required from a native. 

Venezuela.—Nominally an examination at one of the two 
medical schools, Caracas and Maracaibo, is required, but 
practically there is nothing to hinder an English medical man 
from practising. 

UNITED STATES. 

Alabama.—An examination by the State Medical Board or 
one of the County Boards is required. This lasts about a 
week, and 75 per cent. of the marks in each subject are re- 
quired to be obtained. 

Arizona.—Diploma to be registered by County Recorder. 

Arkansas.—Diploma to be registered by the State Board of 
Examiners or one of the County Boards. 

California.—Diploma to be registered by one of the Boards 
of Medical Examiners. Fee $5. 

Colorade.—Registration of diploma by State Board of 
Medical Examiners. 

Connecticut.—No requirements. 

Delaware.—Registration of diploma by a County Clerk. 

Florida,—Examination required before one of the eight 


district Beards of Medical Examiners. 
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Georgia.—Diploma to be registered in the office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court. 

Idaho.—Diploma to be recorded at the County Seat. 

Illinois.—Diploma to be presented to the State Board of 
Health. 

Indiana.—Diploma to be registered by the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of the County. Fee 314. 

Iowa.—Diploma to be registered by the State Board of 
Medical Examiners. 

Kansas. —No requirements. 

Kentucky.—Diploma to be registered by the State Board of 
Health. 

Louisiana.—Diploma to be presented to the State Board of 
Health and endorsed and afterwards registered by a County 
‘Clerk or Justice of the Peace. 

Maine.—No requirements. 

Maryland.—Diploma to be presented to the State Board of 
Health, Baltimore. The fee is $10. 

Massachusetts.—No requirements. 

Michigan.—Diploma to be registered in the County Clerk’s 
“Office. 

Minnesota.—-Examination required before the State Board 
of Medical Examiners, St. Paul. Candidates whose diplomas 
are more than five years old are considered ‘‘old practitioners”’ 
and are not required to obtain more than 35 per cent. of the 
marks in anatomy and some other subjects, but their general 
average must be 65 per cent. There are examinations in 
January, April, July and October. The fee is $10. 

Mississippi.—Examination required before a County Board 
-of Medical Censors. 

Missouri.—Diploma to be registered by the State Board of 
Health, City of Jefferson. Fee $1. 

Montana.—Diploma to be presented to the State Board of 
“Medical Examiners. 

Nebrasha.—Diploma to be registered by the County Clerk. 

Nevada.—Diploma to be filed by the County Recorder. 

New Hampshire.—No requirements except of a formal 
character. 

New Jersey.—Examination before the State Board of Medical 
Examiners, Jersey City. The Examination is in writing and 
occupies two days ; 335 per cent. of the marks are required 
‘in every subject, and a general average of 75 per cent 
Fee $15. 

New York.—The only body entitled to license applicants is 
‘the University of the State of New York, Albany. An exami- 
nation, lasting four days, is required. This embraces Ana- 
tomy, Physiology, Hygiene, Chemistry, Surgery, Obstetrics, 
Pathology, Diagnosis, Therapeutics (including Practice) 
and Materia Medica. Examinations are held in New York

times a year. Seventy-five per cent. of correct answers are 
required in all subjects, and all subjects must be passed at 
the same examination. The fee, which must be paid in 
advance, is $25. 

North Carolina.—Examination by the State Board of 
Medical Examiners ; 80 per cent. of the marks are required 
‘to be obtained. A temporary licence can be obtained whilst 
waiting for the examination. A fee of $10 is required.

Registration of Medical Students.—The following are the 

General Medical Council’s Regulations in reference to the 

istration of students in medicine :— . 

very medical student shall be registered in the manner 
prescribed by the General Medical Council. No medical 
student shall be registered until he has a prelimin 
examination as required by the General Medical Council, 
and has produced evidence that he has commenced medical 
study. The commencement of the course of professional 
study recognised by any of the qualifying bodies shall not 
be reckoned as dating earlier than fifteen days before the 
date of registration. The registration of medical students 
shall be placed under the charge of the branch registrars. 
Every person desirous of being registered as a medical student 
shall apply to the branch registrar of the division of the 
United Tieton in which he is residing ; and shail produce 
or forward to the branch registrar a certificate of his poring 

sed a preliminary examination as required by the Gener 

edical Council, and evidence that he has commenced medical 

study. The branch registrar shall enter the applicant's name 
and other particulars in theStudente’ Register, and shall give 
him a certificate of such registration. Each of the branch 
registrars shall supply to the several qualifying bodies, 
medical schools, and hospitals, in that part of the United 
Kingdom of whick he is registrar, a sufficient number of blank 
forms of application for the registration of medical students. 
The several! qualifying bodies are recommended not to admit 
to the final examination for a cualification under the Medical 
Acts any candidate (not exempted from registration) whose 
name has not been entered in the Medical Students’ Register 
at least forty-five months previously. This does not apply 
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to the case of students under the old Regulations, the modi- 
fication in whose registra ion is mentioned below. The 
questions of antedating and exceptional recognition of 
Preliminary Examinativas not on the Council’s list are now 
dealt with by the Studeats’ Registration Committee, which 
meets in May and November and reports all such cases to 
the Council. 

The Preliminary Examination in General Education,

Professional Education.—1. ‘*The course of professional 
study after registration should occupy at least five years, 
conditionally.”

Act (1858), provided that the first year may be passed at a 
University or Teaching Institution, recogaised by any of 
the Licensing Bodies, where the subjects of Puaysics, 
Chemistry, and Biology are taught.”

Attendance on a Practical Course 
should be carefully ascertained and certified. By a Prac-

8. “In order to promote a practical system of Clinical 
Teaching, the Regalations should specify ‘ Hospital Practice 


with Clinical Instruction.” Ample time should be sed 
aside for Hospital Work, and means should be taken to 
ascertain regularity of atvendance in the Wards and Out- 
— Departments. Every candidate for the Final Pro- 
essional Examination at the end of the fifth year should 
be required to give evidence that he has had suflicient 
opportunities of practical study.”

17. Seeing that the practice of different authorities 
varies on the question whether a student who fails to satisfy 
the Examiners in each of the several subjects of Medicine, 
Surgery, and Midwifery should be referred on all of them, 
or only on those in which he fails, the Council recommends 
that some general principle should be adopted with reference 
to this question ; and suggests that a percentage of not less 
than 60 marks on each of any two subjects—supposing thad 
the pass requirement be 50 per cent —should exempt from 
re-examination in those two subjects.”

Sur- 
gery, including Surgical Anatomy and Clinical Surgery ; (xi ) Midwifery, 
including Diseases peculiar to Women and to new-born Children ; 
(xii.) Theory and Practice of Vaccination ; (xiii.) Forensic Medicine ; 
(xiv.) Hygiene ; (xv.) Mental Disease.” 

*.* It is to be understood, as regards the above-mentioned subjects, 
that the Council offers no opinion as to the manner in which the 
subjects should be combined or distributed for purposes of teaching or 
one) — stated times during the first four years of the 
course of study all students must pass such intermediate examinations 
as will test their proficiency in the successive earlier branches of 
medical education, and, while tending to promote a due sequence in the 
medical studies, will also tend to lighten the final examination of matters 
which can properly be spared from it.”

OF THE 
MEDICAL EXAMINING BOARDS IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


UNIVERSITY OF OXFORD. 


THERE are two degrees in Medicine, B.M. and D.M., and 
two degrees in Surgery, B.Ch. and M Ch. 

The B.M. and B.Ch. degrees are granted to ; those 
members of the University who have passed the Second 
Examination. Graduates in Arte(B A. or M.A.) are alone 
eligible for these two d _ In order to obtain the 
degrees of B.M. and B Ch. the following examinations must 
be passed :—1. Preliminary subjects : Mechanics and Paysics, 
Chemistry, Animal Morphology and Botany. 2 Profes- 
sional. (a) First Examination: Subjects—Organic Che- 
mistry, unless the candidate has obtained a first or second 
class in Chemistry in the Natural Science School ; Human 
Physiology, unless he has obtained a first or second class in 
Animal Paysiology in the Natural S-ience School ; Human 
Anatomy, and Materia Medica with Poarmacy. (/) Second 
Examination: Subjects—Medicine, Sargery, Midwifery, 
Pathology, Forensic Medicine with Hygiene. The approxi- 
mate dates of the examinations are as follows :—Prelimi- 
naries—Mechanics, Physics and Chemistry, November and 
June; Animal Morphology and Bovany, December and 
March ; Professional (First and Second B.M.), June and 
December. 

The degree of D.M. is granted to Bachelors of Medicine of 
the University—(1) who took the degree of B.M. previously 
to the end of Trinity Term, 1886, provided they have speno 
three years in the practice of Medicine after taking that 
degree, and have composed a dissertation on some medical 
subject approved by the Regius Professor of Medicine, before 
whom it must be read in public ; (2 who took the degree of 
B. M. subsequently to the end of Trinity Term, 1886, provided 
they have entered their thirty-ninth term and have com- 
posed on some medical subj-ct a dissertation which is 
approved by the professors ia the Faculty of Medicine and 
examiners for the degree of B.M. whose subject is dealt 
with. A book published within two years of the candidate's 
applicatioa for the degree may be substituted for a disserta- 

on. The degree of M Ca. is granted to Bachelors of Sargery 
of the University who have entered their twenty-sevent 
term, who are members of the surgical staff of a recognised 
hospital, or have acted as Dresser or House Surgeon in such 
a hospital for six months, and who have passed an examina- 
tion in Sargery, Surgical Anatomy, and Surgical Operations. 
This examination is held annually, in June, at the end 
the Second B.M. Examination. 

The First Examination for the degrees of B.M. and B.Ch. 
may be passed as soon asthe Preliminary Scientific Exami- 
pation has been completed. The subjects of this examina- 
tion may be presented separately or in SS or 
in any order, provided Aaatomy and Paysiology be passed 

ther. 
The may be passed after the com- 
letion of the first. 
Scholarships 4c.—Sholarships in some branch of Natural 
Science (Coemistry, Paysics, Biology) of the average 
valae of £80 per annum, tenable for four years and 
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renewah!e under cervain conditions fora fifth year, as well as 
Exhibitions of a less annual value, are awarded after com- 
petitive examination every year by some, from time to 
time by other, Colleges. Notices of vacancy Xc. are published 
in the University Gazette. In February there is competed 
for annually, by those who, having obtained a first class in 
any school (Moderations or final), or a Scholarship or Prize 
open to general competition in the University, have passed 
all the examinations for the degree of B.M., one Radcliffe 
Travelling Fellowship. It is tenable for three years, and is 
of the annual value of £200. The examination is partly 
scientific, partly medical. The holder must travel abroad 
for the purpose of medical study. A Rolleston Memorial 
Prize is awarded once in two years to members of the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge of nob more than ten 
years’ standing for an original research in some Biological 
—_ including Physiology or Pathology. 

More detailed information may be obtained from the 
University Calendar; the Examination Statutes, 1894, 
which contain the official schedules of the several subjects 
of examination in both Arts and Medicine; from the 
Student’s Handbook to the University; from the Regius 
Professor of Medicine; from the Professors in the several 
departments of science. 


UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE. 


The student must enter at one of the Colleges, or as 
a@ non-collegiate student, and keep nine terms by 
residence in the University. He must pass the Previous 
Examination in Classics and Mathematics, which may, and 
should if possible, be done immediately on coming into 
residence in October, or, what is better, obtain exemption 
through the Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination 
Board or the Cambridge Local Examirations, before com- 
mencing residence. He may then devote himself to medical 
study in the University, attending the hospital and the 
medical lectures, dissecting &c. Or he may, as nearly all 
students now do, proceed to take a degree in Arts, either 
continuing mathematical and classical study and passing 
the ordinary examinations for B.A., or going out in 
one of the Honour Triposes. The Natural Sciences 
Tripos is the most appropriate, as some of the subjects are 
practically the same as those for the first and second M.B. 
examinations. 

For the degree of Bachelor of Medicine (M.B.) five years 
of medical study are required. This time may be spent in 
Cambridge or ab one of the recognised Schools of Medicine. 
The first three or four years are usually spent in 
Cambridge, the student remaining in the University 
till he has passed, say, the examination for the 
Natural Sciences Tripos and the first and second examina- 
tions for M.B. Cambridge being now a complete School of 
Medicine, all the requisite lectures and hospital practice 
may be attended here, and many students remain to attend 
lectures and hospital practice until they have passed the 
first part of the third examination for M.B. The supply of 
subjects for Dissection, Practical Surgery, c., is unusually 
abundant. 

There are three examinations for M.B. The jirst in 
Chemistry and other branches of Physics, and in Elementary 
Biology. These parts may be taken together or separately. 
The second in Human Anatomy and Physiology, and in Phar- 
maceutical Chemistry. These may be taken together or 
ay The third may also be taken in two parts— 
viz., (1) Principles and Practice of Surgery (with Operative 
and Clinical Surgery) and Midwifery and Diseases of 
Women, and (2) Pathology, Principles and Practice of 
Medicine, Elewents of Hygiene, Medical Jurisprudence and 
Mental Diseases. The examinations are partly in writing, 
partly oral, and partly practical, in the hospital, in the dis- 
secting-room and in the laboratories. An Act has then to 
be kept in the Public Schools, by the candidate reading an 
original dissertation composed by himself on some subject 
—— by the Regius Professor of Physic. 

As Operative and Clinical Surgery now form parts of the 
third M.B. examination candidates who’ have passed both 
parts of that examination are admitted to the degree of 
Bachelor of Surgery (B.C) without separate examination, 
and without keeping an Act. 

The degree of Doctor in Medicine may be taken three 
years after that of M.B. or four years after that of M.A. 
An Act has to be kept, consisting of an original Thesis 


and an extempore Essay has te be written on some subject: 
relating to Physiology, Pathology, the Practice of Medicine 
or State Medicine. 

For the degree of Master in Surgery (M.C.) the candidate 
must have passed all the examinations for B.C. He is 
required to pass an examination in Surgical Anatomy and 
Surgical Operations, Pathology and the Principles and 
Practice of Surgery, and to write an extempore Essay on & 
Surgical Subject. Before he can be admitted to this 
examination two years at least must have elapsed from 
. time when he completed all required for the degree of

The Matriculation Examination.—Candidates for any 
degree in this University must have passed the Matricula- 
tion Examination. No exemption either from Matriculation 
or from subsequent examinations is allowed on account of

examinations take place twice in each year—on the second 
Monday in January and the second Monday in Jane; and 
may be held not only at the University of London but also,. 
under special arrangement, in other parts of the United 
Kingdom or in the colonies. Every candidate must, not 
less than five weeks before the commencement of the 
examination, apply by postcard to the Registrar for a form 
of entry, which must be returned not less than four weeks. 
before the commencement of the examination, accompanied 
by a certificate showing that the candidate has completed 
his sixteenth year, and by his fee for the examination.

certificate from the Registrar-General in London or from 
the superintendent registrar of the district, or a certified 
copy of the baptismal register, is required in every case in 
which it can possibly be obtained. In other cases a declara- 
tion of the candidate’s age, made before a magistrate by his. 
arent or guardian, or by the candidate, if of full » will 
accepted. As candidates cannot be admitted after the 
list is closed, any candidate who may not have received a 
form of entry within a week after applying for it should 
communicate immediately with the Registrar, stating the 
exact date of his application and the place where it was 
posted. Every candidate must pay a fee of £2, and if he 
withdraws his name, or fails to present himself at the 
examination, or fails to pass it, the fee shall not be returned’ 
to him, but he shall be allowed to enter for any subsequent 
matriculation examiuation upon payment av every such 
entry of an additional fee of £1, provided that he comply with 
the other regulations. Candidates must show a competent 
knowledge of: 1, Latin.

The Preliminary Scientific (M.B.) Examination.—Pro- 
fessional studies pursued before the whole of this examina- 
tion has been passed will not count towards the four years’ 
course required for the M.B. degree. The examination takes 
place twice in each year, once for Pass and Honours, com- 
mencing on the third Monday in Jaly, and once for Pass can- 
didates only, commencing on the third Monday in January. 
Every candidate must, not less than five weeks before the 
commencement of the examination, apply to the Registrar 
for a form of entry, which must be returned not less than 
four weeks before the commencement of the examination, 
accompanied by the candidate’s fee of £5.

General Biclogy comprises a knowledge of the 
elements of zoological (vertebrate or invertebrate) and 
botanical morphology and physiology of the structure and 
life history of the amceda and of the phenomena of develop- 
ment. Candidates sball be allowed to enter for the es 
examination or for either section. Candidates who present 
themselves for the two sections together shall be credited 
with either section in which they may have passed, 
although they may have failed to pass in the other, 
but no such candidate shal! be placed in the Honours 
List. Candidates must bear in mind that the standard 
of attainment for the Honours examination is much 
higher than that for the Pass examination; and they 
should therefore exercise due caution in waking their 
choice, to which they will be required to adhere.

Candidates for the First Exam‘nation who have passed the 
First Examination of the Conjoint Board in England, and 
candidates who hold a qualification from a recognised 
Licensing Body in the Uxited Kingdom, will be exempt 
from the First Examination of the University, except in the 
subjects of Chemistry and Physics. Candidates who have 
passed the First and Second Examinations of the Uni- 
versi' y will be exempt from First aud Second Examinations 
of the Conjoint Board. 

For the degree of Bachelor in Surgery (B.S.) every can- 
didate must have pass+d the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor in Medicine of the University of Darham, and must 
have attended one course of lectures on Operative Sargery, 
and one couree on Regional Anatomy. Candidates will be 
required to perform operations on the dead body, and to give 
proof of practical knowledge of the use of surgical instru- 
ments and »ppliances.

practice. 

The subjects of examination are :—Principles and Prac- 
tice of Surgery, Sargical Pathology, Surgical Anatomy, 
Sargical Operations, Clinical Surgery. 

For the degree of Doctor in Medicine ( M.D.) candidates 
must be of not less than twenty-four years of age, and must 
satisfy the University as to their knowledge of Greek. In 
ease they shall not have passed in this subject at the 
Preliminary Examination in Arts for the M.B. degree they 
must present themselves at Durham for examination in ib 
at one of the ordinary ¢xaminations held for this purpose 
before they can proceed to the higher degree of M D. 
They must also have obtained the degree of Bachelor in

Four degrees in Medicine and Surgery are conferred by 
the Victoria University—viz., Bachelor of Medicine and 

Sachelor of Surgery (M.B. and Ch. B.), Doctor of Medicine 
(M.D.), and Master of Sargery (Cb.M ). 

All candidates for degrees in Medicine and Sargery are 
required—(1) to have matriculated in the University ; and 
(2) to pass (either dcfore or after matriculation) an exami- 
nation called the Eatrance Examination in Arts, or to have 
passed such other examination as may be recognised by the 
University for this purpose.* 

Degree of Bachelor of Medicine.—B -fore aimission to the 
degree of M.B. candidares are required to present certificates 
that they wi!l have attained the age ot twenty-one years 
on the day of graduation, and that they bave pursued the 
courses of study required by the University Kegnlations 
during a period of not less than five years subsequently to 
the dace of their registration by the Genera! Medical Couneil, 
two of such years having been passed in a college of the 
University, and one year at least having been passed in a 
college of the University subsequently to the date of pass- 
ing the First M.B. Examination. All candidates for the 
degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Sargery 
are required, after matricalating, to satisfy the examiners 
in the several subjects of the fullowing examinations : the 
Furst Examination, the Second Examination, and the Final 
Examination. 

The First Examination.—The subjects of examination 
are as follows :—(1) Chemistry ; (2) Elementary Biology ; 
(3) Paysics. Candidates must have attended during at 
least one year courses both of lectures aud of laboratory 
work ip each of the above-named subjects. 

The Second Examination.—-The suojects of examination 
are as follows :—A : (1) Anatomy; (2) Physiology, including 
Physiological Chemistry and Histology; B: (3) Materia 
Medica and Pharmacy. Candidates may pass in A or B 
separately. Candidates presenting themselves in A alone, 
or in B alone, and failing to satisfy the examiners, must 
— themselves again in the same subjects or in A and 

togethe-. 

The Final Examination.—The subjects of examination 
are as follows :—(1) Paarmacology aad Therapeutics. (2) 
General Pathology and Morbid Anatomy. (3) Forensic 
Medicine and Toxicology, and Pablic Health. (4) Obstetrics 
and Diseases of Women. (5) Surgery, Systematic, Clinical 
and Practical. (6) Systematic and Clinical, 
including Mental Diseases and Diseases of Children. 

Candidates may either present themselves in all the six 
subjects of examination on the same occasion, or may pass 
the examination in two parts, the first part consisting of 
to or three of the subjects (1), (2) and (3), the second part 
of the remaining subjects. 

Candidates who fail to satisfy the examiners in a first 
part must either present themselves again in the subjects 
as selected or in all the six subjects of examination. 

Candidates for a final part of the examinations must have 
completed the fourth winter of medical study, in accordance 
with the regulations of the University. 

Candidates for a second part of the examination, or for 
the whole examination, must have completed the /i/th year 
of medical study, in accordance with the regulations of the 
University. 

Degree of Doctor of Medicine.—Candidates are not 
eligible for the degree of Doctor of Medicine unless

B -fore commencing his medical studies each student must 
pass a preliminary examination in (1) Eoglish, (2) Lvtin, 
(3) E'ementary Mathematics, and (4) Greek or French or 
German : Provided always that, in the case of a candidate 
whose native language is not Eaglish, an examination in 
the native language of the candidate may be substituted 
for one in either French or German, and an examination in 
apy other classical language for one in Latin or Greek. 

No one is admitted to the degrees of I} schelor of Medicine 
and Master in Surgery who has pot been engaged in Medical 
apd Sargical study for five yeare. N» course of lectures 
will be allowed to qualify uniess the lecturer certifies that 
it has embraced at leaso one hundred lectures, or fifty 
lectures, in conformity with the requireme: t+ of this section. 
Three months’ courses on Materia Medica, Pathology, and 
Midwifery do not qualify. 

Candidates for the degrees of M.B. and C.M. mus} have 
attended for at least three years the medical and surgical 
practice either of the Royal Infirmary, Elinburgh, or of a 
geveral hospital elsewhere which accommodates not fewer 
than eighty pitients and possesses a distioct staff of 
physicians and surgeons. They must have attended Clinical 
Surgery during a course or courses extending over no} less 
than nine months. These courses may be conducted by the 
professor of clinical surgery, or by professors or lecturers 
appointed for the purpose vy the University Cart, or by 
the ordinary surgeons of the R>ya! Infirmary, E ‘ioburgh, 
or of a general hospital defined and recognis:d as herein- 
before provided, and shall consist of regular instraction at 
the bedside, along with clinical lectures. A similar course 
of clinical medicine during @ course or courses ex tending over 
not less than nine months is reqaired. The candidate must 
have attended a course of instruction in Mental Diseases of 
such duration, ard so apportioned between lectures, demon- 
strations, and clinical instruction, as the Senatus, with the 
approval of the University Court, may from time to time 
determine, The candidate must have attended a course of 
twenty-five meetings on Practical Pharmacy in a university 
or recognised school of medicine, or have dispensed drugs 
for @ period of three months in a hospital or diapensary, or 
in an establishment recognised by the Paarmaceutical 
Society. The candidate must have attended, for at least six 
months, by apprenticesbip or otherwise, the out-practice of & 
hospital, or tne practice of a dispensary, or of a physician or 
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surgeon, or of a member of the Londoa or Dublin Societe 
of Apothecaries. He must have acted as clerk im the

Next, with respect to the places and institutions at which 
the studies of the candidate may be prosecuted, the following 
regulations have effect:—Two of the five years of medicai 
study must be spent in the University of Edinburgh. The 
remnining three years may be spent in any university of 
the United Kingdom, or in any Iadian, Colonial, or Foreign 
university recognised for the purpose by the University 
Court, or in such medical sebools or under such teachers as 
way be recognised for the purpose by the University 
Court. Of the subjects of stady, sixteen in number—viz., 
Avatomy, Practica! Anatomy, Chemistry, Practical Che- 
mistry, Materia Medica, Physiology. Practical Physiology, 
Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, Diseases of 
Women, Pathology and Practical Physiology, Physics, 
Bovany, Zoology, and Medical Jarisprudence—not less than 
eight must be taken in the Universiry of Edinburgl or in 
some other university of the Unired Kingdom, or ia some

UNIVERSITY OF GLASGOW. 

The University of Glasgow is both a teaching and an exa- 
mining body, but only candidates whose course conforms 
to Glasgow regulations can be admitted to examination. 
Within certain limits provision is made for accepting in- 
struction given by recognised medical schools and teachers, 
but eight of the subjects other than clinical must be 
taken in this or some other recognised University entitled 
to confer the degree of M.D., and at least two years of the 
course must be taken in Glasgow University. Under the 
new regulations four degrees, open both to men and women, 
are conferred : M.B. — Ch.B. (always conjointly), M.D. 
and Ch.M. A Preliminary Examination must be passed in 
(1) Englich, (2) Latin, (3) Elementary Mathematies, and 
(4) Greek, or French, or German, with possible options to 
students whose vative language is not English in the case 
of the fourth subject, and on passing the Preliminary Exa- 
mination candidates must register as medical students in the 
books of the General Medical Council. For the degrees 
of M.B. and Co.B. a curriculum of five years is required, 
in each of the first four of which the student must 
attend at least two five months’ course’, or alternatively 
one five months’ course and two courses of two and a 
half months. The minimum of attendance in the firs 
four years includes five months’ courses in the follow- 
ing subjects :—Anatomy, Practical Anatomy (iwo courses), 
Chemistry, Materia Medica and Pbysio- 
logy, Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, and 
Diseases of Women and Infants, and Pathology ; and courses 
of two and a half months in the following :—Practical Che- 
mistry, Pbysies, Botany, Zoology, Practical Physiology, 
Practical Pathology, Medical Jurisprudence and Public 
Health. Candidates must attend at least three years the 
Medical and Surgical Practice of a recognised hospital 
accommodating at least eighty patients and having a dis- 
tinct staff of physicians and surgeors. Ab least nine 
months’ hospital attendance is required on both Clinical 
Sargery aud Clinical Medicine, and the student must have 
acted as clerk in medical and dresser in surgical wards, 
and must have had six months’ out-deor practice ; he must 
also have attended a course of Men'al Diseases and of Prac- 
tical Poarmacy (twenty-five meetings), must have been 
properly instructed in Vaccinatior at a public vaccination 
station, and must have attended at least twelve cases of 
labour, or three months of the practice of a Lying-in Hos- 

ital, six cases being personally conducted. The University 
{s also empowered to require further study in Post-Mortem 
Examinations, Fevers, Diseases of Coildren, Ophthalmology, 
and other specia! subjects. A candidate may be exempted 
from attendance and examination in Botany, Zoology, 
Paysics and Chemistry, if he holds a degree in Science or 
Arts embracing these subjects granted by a British or other 
recognised University. 

There are four Professional Examinations, the first com- 
prising Botany, Zoology, Piysics, and Chemistry, to be 
taken after the completion of the included courses (candi- 
dates being at liberty to take two subjects at a time); the 


subjects may be admitted to examination therein at the 
firsv period of examination after they have completed their 
attendance on the necessary classes. Candidates who have 
passed their examination in the first division of these 
subjects may be admitted to examination in the second 
division at the end of their third year. Candidates who 
have passed their examinations in the subjects comprised in 
the first and second divisions may be admitted to examina- 
tion in the third division at the end of the fourth wfater 
session. Candidates who have passed their examinations 
in the subjects comprised in the first, second, and third 
divisions may be admitted to examination in the fourth or 
final division when they have completed the fifth year of 
study.

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is given by professors of the University and other physicians 
and surgeons. Clinical instruction on Fevers is given ab 
Belvedere Hospital, and students have access to the Eye 
Infirmary aud Royal Asylum, Gartnavel. (Queen Margaret 
College, hitherto conducted as a separate institution for the 
higher education of women, has now been made over to the 
University, and in it medical classes for women are con- 
ducted under University professors and other lecturers 
appointed by the University Court, whilst for clinical 
instruction lady students are admitted to the Royal 
Infirmary. 

Barsaries and prizes to the annual amount of about £670 
are appropriated to medical students, and Scholarships and 
Fellowships to the annual amount of about £1600 may be 
held by medical students who have gone through the Arts 
course. 

For the next two or three years, only the degrees of MB. 
and C.M. under the previously existing regulations can be 
granted, as it will require that time to enable students to 
reach the final stage and graduate as M.B. and Ch.B under 
the new regulations.

UNIVERSITY OF ABERDEEN. 


The curricula for the several degrees conferred are nearly 
the same as in the Universities of Edinburgh and Glasgow. 

Professional Examinations will be held twice in each 
year—namely, in March and July, directly after the close of 
the winter and summer sessions, 

The fees for graduation are the same as in the University 
of Edinburgh. Matriculation fee, including all dunes, for 
the winter and summer sessions, £1 ls.; summer session 
alone, 10s. 6d. 

Besides the Royal Infirmary, students have the oppor- 
tunity of attending the following institutions: General 
Fever Hospital ; Sick Children’s Hospital ; General Dispen- 
sary, and Lyiug-in and Vaccine Institutions daily ; Royal 
Lunatic Asylum ; Eye Institution, in which is given clinical 


instruction on Diseases of the Eye, and on the application 
of the Ophthalmoscope for their diagnosis. 

A diploma in Public Health is granted by the University 
to graduates in Medicine of a University in the United 


Kingdom only, after a special examination. The diploma 
can be entered on the Register of the General Medical 
Council. 

Application for farther information should be addressed 
to the Secretary of the Medical Faculty. 

The degrees of BSc. and D.Sc. are granted, after 
examination, in one of several specified departments of 
Science, to be selected by the candidate. For regulations 
apply to the Secretary of Science Faculty. ° 


UNIVERSITY OF ST. ANDREWS.® 


Two degrees in Medicine are granted—namely, Bachelor 
of Medicine and Master in Suorgery (M.B., C.M.), and 
Doctor of Medicine (M.D.). The curricula for these degrees, 
and the regulations under which they are conferred, differ 
from those of the University of Edinburgh only in the par- 
ticulars noticed below. 

The degree of Doctor of Medicine may be conferred by the 
University of St. Andrews on any registered medical prac- 
titioner above the age of forty years whose professional 
— and experience are such as, in the estimation of the 

Jgiversity, to entitle him to that degree, and who shall, on 
examination, satisfy the medical examiners of the sufficiency 
of his professional knowledge ; provided always that degrees 
will not be conferred under this section on a greater number 
than ten in any one year. The examinations are held yearly 
about the end of March. Candidates must lodge with the 
Dean of the Medical Faculty the following certificates, along 
with application for admission to examination :—1. A cer- 
tificate of age, being a baptismal certificate or an affidavit. 
2. Holograph certificates from at least three medical men 
of acknowledged reputation in the medical profession or 
in the medical schools, recommending the candidate to

A satis- 
factory examination, written and rird rece, must be passed 
in the following departments—viz., Materia Medica and 
General Therapeutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Practice of 
Medicine and Pathology, Surgery, Midwifery and Diseases 
of Women and Children. 

No one will be received as a candidate for the degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine and Master in Surgery unless two 
years at least of his four years of medical and surgical study 
shall have been in cne or more of the following universities 
or colleges—viz., the Universities of St. Andrews, Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, Edinburgh, Oxford and Cambridge; Trinity 
College, Dublin ; Queen’s College, Belfast ; Queen’s College, 
Cork ; and (Queen’s College, Galway. 

Subject always to the condition here specified, the studies 
for candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and 
Mastery in Sargery will be under the following regulations : 
The remaining years of medical and surgical study may be 
either in one or more of the universities aud colleges above 
specified, or in the hospital schools of London, or in the 
school of the College of Surgeons of Dablin, or under such 
private teachers of medicine as may from time to time 
receive recognition from the University Court. Attendance 
during at least six winter months on the Medical or Surgical 
practice of a general hospital which accommodates at least 
eighty patients, and during the same period on a course of 
Practical Anatomy, may be reckoned as one of such remain- 
ing years. 

Every candidate for examination for the degree of M.B. 
and C.M. is required to lodge a declaration of age, a state- 
ment of his course of study, his inaugural dissertation aad 
all his certificates with the Dean of the Medical Faculty, 
on or before the 25th of February in each year. 


UNIVERSITY OF DUBLIN (TRINITY COLLEGE). 


Matriculation.—All students in the School of Physic in- 
tending to practise Physic must be matriculated, for which 
a fee of 5s. is payable. No student can be admitted for the 
winter course after Nov. 25th. 

Previous Medical Examination.—Candidates for degrees 
in Medicine, Surgery and Midwifery are required to pass 
anu examination in Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, 
Descriptive Anatomy and Institutes of Medicine (Practical 
Histology and Physiology) previously to their degree exa- 
mination.

Six months’ Dis- 
sections, three months’ Laboratory Instruction in Chemistry, 
three months’ Practical Histology, three months’ study of 
Mental Diseases, and one month’s instruction in Vaccina- 
tion are required. Any of the above-named courses may be 
attended at any medical school in Dablin recognised by the 
Provost and Senior Fellows.

Doctor in Medicine.—A Doetor in Medicine mus) be M.B. 
of at least three years’ standing, or have been qualified to 
take the degree of M.B. for three years, and must read a 
thesis or undergo an examination before the Kegius Pro- 
fessor of Physic, in accordance with the rules and statutes 
of the University. Total amount of fees for this degree, £13. 

Bachelor in Surgery.—A Bachelor in Surgery must be a 
Bachelor in Arts, and have spent five years in the study

Master in Surgery.—A Master in Sargery must be a 
Bachelor in Surgery of the University of Dablin, of not 
less than three years’ standing, and must produce satis- 
factory evidence of having been engaged for not less than 
tw» years from the date of bis regisuration in the study, 
or study and practice, of his profession. He must then pass 
an examination in the following subjects:—l. Clinical 
Surgery.

Professional Examinations. —There are four Examinations, 
called hereia the Fir:t Examination, the Se-ond Examina- 
tion, the Third Examination, and the Final Examination, 
each being partly wrionen, partly oral, and parcly practical. 
These examinations will be held in the months of January, 
April, July, aud O:stober, unless otterwise appoit t-d 
Every candidate intending to present himeelt for examina- 
tion is required to give notice in writing to Mr. F G. 
Hallet*, Secretarv of the Examining Board, Examipation 
Hall, Victoria E ubankment, W.C., fourteen clear days 
before the day on which the examination commences, 
transmitting at the same time the required certifica'es.

Professional Education.—\, Candidates who commence 
medical study /cfore Jan. Ist, 1892, must have been en- 
gaged in professional study during forty-five months from 
the date of registration as medical students by the General 
Medical Council, which period shall include not less than 
four winter sessions’ attendance at a recognised medical 
school. 2. The candidate must produce certificates or other 
satisfactory evidence of having attended the following 
separate and distinct courses of instruction: Anatomy, one 
course, during at least six months; Practical Anatomy, 
twelve months ; Chemistry, one course, six months ; Prac- 
tical or Analytical Chemistry, one course, three months ; 
Materia Medica, one course, three months; Physiology, one 
course, six months; Practice of Medicine, one course, six 
months ; Clinical Medicine, nine months ; Principles and 
Practice of Surgery, one course, six months; Clinical Sur- 
gery, nine months ; Midwifery and the Diseases of Women 
and Children, one course, three months ; Medical Jurispru- 
dence, one course, three months; Pathological Anatomy, 
one course, three months. The six months’ courses 
delivered in Scotland must consist of not fewer than 
100 lectures. The three months’ courses must consist 
of not fewer than fifty lectures. The number of lectures 
certified as attended at any schocl not situated in Scot- 
land should not be less than three-fourths of the total 
number of lectures delivered in a course. 3. The candidate 
must also produce the following certificates :—(~) Of having 
attended nod less than six cases of labour, three of these 
to be conducted personally under the direct superintendence 
of the practitioner who signs the certificate, who must be 
a registered medical practitioner. (+) Of having attended, 
for three months, instruction in Practical Pharmacy ; the 
certificate to be signed by the teacher, who mnst be a member 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, or the 
superinteadent of the laboratory of a public hospital ‘or dis- 
pensary, or a registered practitioner who dispenses medicines 

to his patients, or a teacher of a class of Practical Pharmacy. 
(c) Of having attended for twenty-four months the Medical 
and Surgical practice of a public general hospital contain- 
ing on an average at least eighty patients available for 
Clinical instruction and possessing distinct staffs of phy- 
sicians and of surgeons, (d¢) Of having attended for six 
months (or three months, with three months’ hospital clerk- 
ship) the practice of a public dispensary specially recognised 
by any of the above authorities ; or the out-patient practice 
of a recognised general hospital, or of having acted for 
six months as pupil to a registered practitioner who either 
holds such a public appointment, or has such opportunities 
of imparting practical knowledge as shall be satisfactory to

REGULATIONS FOR CANDIDATES COMMENCING STUDY 
after JANUARY IsT, 1892. 


The curriculum lasts for five years; the fifth year should be 
devoted to clinical work at one or more public hospitals or 
dispensaries. Six months of the fifth year may be passed by 
the student as a pupil to a registered practitioner possess- 
ing such opportunities of imparting practical knowledge as 
raay be deemed satisfactory by the Committee of Manage- 
ment. Toe student’s regularity of attendance in the wards 
and out-patient departments of the hospitals and at the 
post-mortem examinations should be duly ascertained and 
noted on the certificate. 

Candidates shall be subjected to four Professional Exami- 
nations : 

Kirst Examination.—The First Examination shall embrace 
the following divisions of subjects—(1) Physics, (2) Che- 
mistry, (3) Elementarv Biology. The fees payable for 
admission to the First Examination shall be—for the whole 
Examination, £5; for each division separately, £2 10s. 

Second Examination.—The Second Examination shall 
embrace the following snbjects :—Elementary Anatomy 
aod Paysiology including Histology ; and candidates may 
be admitted to this Examination ab the end of the second 
year of medical study.

ROYAL COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS AND ROYAL 
COLLEGE OF SURGEONS IN IRELAND. 


Two sets of regulations are at present in force, under 
which examinations take place for the conjoint diploma of 
these bodies. The older regulations, under which students 
who commenced their studies before Dec. 3lst, 1891, may 
be examined, have appeared in our Soudents’ Nomber in 
previous years, and will be found on pp. 477 and 478 of our 
second volume of 1888. . The following regulations are 
obligatory on all students commencing on or after the date 
already mentioned :— 


PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION AND REGISTRATION. 
Every candidate for the Conjoint Examinations of the 
Colleges shall produce evidence—(z) cf having, before 
entering on medical studies, passed a Preliminary Exami- 
nation in general education recognised by the (::neral 


Medical Council ; and (+) of having been registered by that 
Council as a Student in Medicine. Each candidate Letese 
receiving his diplomas must produce a registrar’s certificate 
or other satisfactory evidence that he has attained the age 
of twenty-one years. 

Preliminary Examination.—-The subjects for examination 
are identical with those prescribed for the Preliminary 
Examination by the General Council of Medical Education 
and Registration. 


PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATIONS. 


Every candidate is required to pass four Profe:stonal 
Examinations—abd the end of the first, second, fourth and 
fifcb years of bis professional studies. No candidate shall be 
admitted to the Final or Qaslifying Examination within 
three months of his rejection at the Final or Qaalifying 
Examination by any other licensing body. All examina- 
tions shall be conducted as far as possible by demonstration 
of objects placed before the candidates. 

First Professional Examination.—Every candidate is re- 
quired, before admission to the Firs) Professional Exami- 
nation, to produce evidence—(1) of having passed in the 
subjects of the Preliminary Examination ; (2) of havin 
been registered as a medical student by the Gen 
Medical Council; and (3) of having attended a course of — 
(az) Demonstrations and Dissections, (/) lectures on Theo- 
retical Chemistry, winter courses ; (c) Practical Chemistry, 
three months’ summer or winter course; (¢) Elementary 
Biology ; (e) Physics. 

Note.—Buology aud Physics may be studied elther before 
or after registration ab institutions recognised for the 
purpose by the Colleges. 

(7) Practical Pharmacy—(1) evidence of attendance for 
three months in the compounding department of a clinical 
hospital, which hospital shall have satisfied the committee 
of management that its means of instruction are sufficient, 
and shall return to the committze the names of its students 
at the commencement of the course, together with a record 
of their attendance at its close ; or (2) evidence of attend- 
ance on a course of Practical Pharmacy in a recognised 
medical school, the course to consist of not less than twen 
demonstrations; or (3) evidence of having served a 1 
apprenticeship of three years, or of having acted as paid 
assistant for not less than one year, in the establishment of 
a Licentiate apothecary or of a registered pharmaceutical 
chemist. The fee for this examination is £15 15s. 

The subjects of the First Professional Examination are 
the following :—1. (a) Chemistry ; (>) Physics. 2. Prac- 
tical Pharmacy. 3. Elementary Biology. 4. Anatomy- 
viz., Bones, with attachments of Muscles and Ligamente— 
Joints. Candidates may take this examination as a whole 
at one time or in four parts, but no portion earlier than the 
end of the first winter session. 

Second Professional Examination.—Candidates are not 
admissible to this examination before the erd of their 
second winter sessioa. Every candidate is required, before 
admission to the Second Professional Examination, to pro- 
duce evidence of having passed the First Professional 
Examination ; also certificates of having attended—(1) a 
medico-chirurgical hospital for nine months; (2) Demon- 
strations and Dissections for six months; (3) Practical 
Histology for three months; (4) Lectures on (2) Anatomy 
for six months ; (2) Physiology for six months ; (-) Materia 
Medica for three months. Materia Medica may be deferred 
to the third year. The fee for this examination is £10 10s. 

The subjects of the Second Professional Examination are 
the following:—l.

Third Professional Examination. — Candidates are not 
admitted to this examination before the end of their 
fourth winter session.

(d) Milwifery, including Diseases peculiar to Women and to 
New-bera Children, for six months. Satisfactory evidence 
must be produced of attendance in fever wards in connexion 
with the hospital attendance in either the third or a subse- 
quent year. ‘The fee for this examination is £9 9s, 

The snbjects for the Third Professional Examination are 
the following:—(1) Medicine; (2) Surgery; (3) Pathology ; 
(4) Therapeuties; (5) Public Health and Forensic Medi- 
cine. candidate must present himself, in the first instance 
at least, in Medicine, Surgery and Pathology. Should he 
pass in either Medicine or Surgery he shall get credit 
therefor, even if he have failed in other parts of the 
examination 

Final Professional Examination. — Candidates are not 
admissible to this examination before the end of their filth 
year of medical study. Every candidate is required before 
admission to produce evidence—-(1) of having passed the 
Third Professional Examination; (2) of having attended— 
(1) Clinical Instruction in Ophthalmre and Aural Surgery for 
three months ; (2) a midwifery hospital or maternity, if nob 
taken in the fourth year, for six months; (3) Vaccination, 
if not taken in the third or fourth year; (4) Clinical In- 
struction in Mental!

SOCIETY OF APOTHECARIES OF LONDON. 

Every student purposing to study Medicine must pre- 
viously pass a l’relimioary Examination in Arts qualifying 
for registration as medical student. 

The examination to be passed for the Diploma in Medicine, 
Surgery and Midwifery, which is registrable under the pro- 
visions of the Medical Act, 1886, are Primary and Final, all 
being written, oral and practical. The Primary Examina- 
tions are held quarterly on the firs) Wednesday and on the 
Monday, Wednesday, and Thursday of the same week in 
the moaths of January, April, July, and October. The Final 
Examinations are held monthly, and consist of—(1) the 
examination in Surgery on the second Wednesday and follow- 
ing days; (2) the examination in Medicine andin Midwifery 
on the third Wednesday and on the Monday and Tharsday of 
thesame week. The conrse of medical study for candidates 
registered previous to January, 1892, must extend over four 
years, aud not less than three winter and two summer 
sessions must be passed at a recognised hospital and school 
of medicine. Candidates intending to present themselves 
for examination must give fourteen days’ notice. A form 
for the purpose will be sent on application. The fee must 
be forwarded at the same time, with all required certifi- 
cates, to the secretary. The entire fee for the examinations 
is £10 10s., which in the event of failure is not returned. 
A fee of £3 3s, is required for every re-examination. 

The course of study required to qualify for the Primary 
Examinations is as follows:—Lectures on Chemistry and 
Chemical Physies, nob Jess than six months; Practical 
Chemistry, three months; Materia Medica, three months ; 
Pharmacy and Dispensing, three months, instruction in 
which must be given by a registered medical practitioner ; 
by a member of the Pharmaceutical Society ; or in a public 
hospital, infirmary, or dispensary. Evidence of having re- 
ceived instruction in these subjects before registration as 
medical students will be received. The first of the Primary 
Examinations may be passed at any period after registration. 
The second includes Anatomy, Physiology, and Histology ; 
to qualify for this examination the candidate must have 
received instrnetion in Anatomy, not Jess than six months ; 
Practical Anatemy with Demonstrations, twelve months ; 

Physiology, six months; Histology with Demonstrations, 


three months. Candidates will be excused any or all of the 
subjects of the Primary on producing evidence that they 
have passed equivalent examinations before an examining 
body recognised by the Medical Council. Both examina- 
tions of the Primary may be taken together. 

To qualify for the Final Examinations the following course 
of study must be observed : Hospital Practice, Surgical and 
Medicai, with Post-mortem Examinations, not less than 
three winter and two summer sessions. No hospital is 
recognised for this purpose which is nob in connexion 
with an established medical school. Lectures en the 
Principles and Practice of Surgery, six months; Practical 
Surgery, three months; Clinical Surgical Lectures, nine 
months ; Surgical Dresser, three months; Lectures on the 
Principles and Practice of Medicine, six months; Patho- 
Jogy, three months ; Clinical Medica! Lectures, nine months ; 
Medical Clinical Clerk, three months; Forensic Medicine, 
Hygiene, and Insanity, three months; Lectures on Ob- 
stetric Medicine, including Gynecology, three months ; 
Clinical Instruction in the same, three months ; a Course of 
Practical Midwifery ; attendance on Twenty Midwifery 
Cases. The offices of Dresser and Clinical Clerk may be 
performed at a hospital, infirmary, or dispensary where 
saflicient opportunities are afforded for the acquirement of 
practical knowledge. 

The following regulations will apply to students who 
were registered on or subsequent to January Ist, 1892 :— 

The examinations are: primary, held quarterly ; inter- 
mediate, held monthly ; and final, held monthly.

Pars [L. includes an Exami- 
nation of Surgical Cases, Operative Manipulation and 
Surgical Anatomy, and Instruments and Appliances. . 
Part IL. includes an Examination of Medical Cases and 
Medical Anatomy. Part III. includes: Midwifery, Gyne- 
cology and Diseases of New-born Children, and Ubstetric 
Instruments and Appliances. This examination cannot be 
passed before the end of the fifth year. 

The examination for a Certificate to act as an Assistant 
in Compounding and Dispensing Medicines is held on the 
fourth Wednesday of the months of January, March, May, 
July, September, and November, and wil! be as follows : 
In Translating and Dispensing Prescriptions ; in the British 
Pharmacopeia; in Materia Medica; io VPaarmacy and 
Pharmaceutic Chemistry. A week’s notice must be given, 
with the fee of 2 guineas. 

Prizes.—A Gold Medal and a Silver Medal are given 
annually by the Society for proficiency in Materia Medica 
and Pharmaceutic Chemistry. 

A Gold and a Silver Meda! are also given for proficiency in 
Botany. The examination will take place in the month of 
June. Female candidates can compete. 

Due notice of these examinations will be given in the 
medical journals.

British and other practitioners holding proper medical and 
surgical qualifications are admissible for the Doctorate of 
the University of Brusse!s, without any farther curriculum. 
Ib is necessary, however, that all candidates should leave 
their diplomas with the Registrar of the University prior to 
the examination, and no one will be admitted until this 
condition has been complied with. The fees are—For in- 
scription of name, £8 12s.; for examination, £13 ; for legati- 
sation of diploma, ¥s.—£22. The unsuccessful candidates 
may present themselves again three months after rejection, 
on paying one-half of the examination fees. Candidates 
who have paid in advance the fees for the three tests, and 
are unsucces:fal in the first, recover the fees paid for the 
second and third examinations; th se who failin the second 
recover the fees paid for the third examination. The exs- 
mination consists of three tests, viz —lst Doctorate: Medi- 
cine; Special and General Pathology and Pathological 
Anatomy with the Microscope; General Toerapeutics; 
Mental Diseases; Diseases of Women and Caoildren. 2ad 
Doctorate: Sargery ; Sargical Pathology; Ophthalmology ; 
Midwifery: Hygiene; Medical Jarisprndence (oot ine!nding 
Toxicology). 3rd Doctorate: Clinica! Examination in Medi- 
cine at the Hospital; Clinical Surgical Examination ; Exa- 
mination in Midwifery, consisting in obstetrical operations 
on the manuikin (model of pelvis) ; Examination in Opera- 
tive Surgery, consisting in some ot the usual operations on 
the dead subject, sach as Amputation, Ligature of aa 
Artery, &c.; Kegional Anatomy on the Dead Body, with 
Dissections. Great importance ts attached to practical know- 
ledge, but candidates must also prove that they pcssess 
positive theoretical science. The examinations which are 
rivd voce take place on the firs) Tuesday in November, 
December, February, May, and Jone. The three ¢xamina- 
tions may be gob through in abouds a week. Saturday, 
before 2 P.M., is the most eligible day for arriving, for candi- 
dates for whom time is an object. The examinations are 
conducted in Eoglish. There are in England at present 
about 60° graduates holding this degree.

THE ARMY, NAVY, AND INDIAN MEDICAL 
SERVICES. 

Consequent upon the issue of the Royal Warrant of August, 
1891, alterations have taken place in the designations of 
the deparimenta! rank of the officers of the Army Medical 
Staff, and redieal oflicers are also now placed, as regards 


sick leave «f absence on full pay, on the same footing as 
those laid down for regimental officers. By a subsequent 
Royal Warrant, dated Nov. 10th, 1891, Art. 1208 of the 
Pay Warrant was revised by insertirg the words 


officer of our Medical Staff” after the words com- 
batant ctlicer,” thus giving medical oflicers an equal title 
with combatant ofticers to reckon time on half-pay towards 
retirement, when the half-pay has been due to ill-health 
contracted in the performance of military duty. The 
substantive rauks of officers of the Medic Staff 
carry precedence and other advantages attaching to the 
rank indicated by the military portion of it, with such 
exceptions and within such limits as are laid down in the 
earlier Warrant. 

In the Gurce(te of Aug 28th, 1891, itwas announced that the 


Queen had been pleased, by Roya] Warrant, dated Aug. 7th, 
1891, to approve of the following alterations of the designa- 
tions of the departmental rank of the officers of the Medical 
Staff now serving as follows :—Surgeons- General, ranking as 
Majors General, to be Surgeons- Major-General; Deputy sur- 
geons General, ranking as Colonels, to be Surgeons-Colonel; 
Brigade-Suargeons, ranking as Lieutenant-Colonels, to be 
Brigade: Sargeons- Lieutenant-Colonel ; Surgeons- Major, 
ranking as Lieutenant-Colonels, to be Surgeons-Lieutenant- 
Colonel ; Surgeons-Major, ranking as Majors, to be Surgeons- 
Major; Sargeons, ranking as Captains, to be Surgeons- 
Captain. The rank of the Director-General of the Army 
Medical Department is that of Sargeon-Major-General.

Admission into the Army and Iadian Medical Services 
is gained as the result of competitive examination. 
Under special conditions, the admission may take place 
by nomination of the Secretary of State for War. Can- 
didates for both services must, before being admitted to 
examination, possess the double qualification to practise 
Medicine and Surgery, and be registered under the Medical 
Act. They are also now required to produce certificates 
of having acted as a medical clinical clerk for six mouths, 
as surgical dresser for another six months, and of 
having had not less than three months’ instruction 
atan hospital or the ophthalm'c department of a 
general hospital, including a course on errors of refraction. 
They must also furnish satisfactory certificates of moral 
character. <A candidate for the Army must be between tie 
ages of twenty-one and twenty-eight, in good mental and 
bodily heaith, and it should be stated whether he be of pure 
European desceat ; for the Indian Service, a candidate must 
be between twenty-one and twenty-eight, of sound bodily 
health, and a natural-born subject of Her Majesty. 
Both are examize’d as to physical fitness by a Board of 
Medical Officers. These conditions being satisfied, the can- 
didate is admitted to the competitive examination, which 
is nsually held in Londen twice a year, in the months 
of February and August. An entrance fee of £1 is payable 
at the conclusion of the candidat’s physical examina- 
tion, if pronounced to be fit. No candidate for either 
Service will be allowed to compete on more than two 
occasions. The subjects of examination are divided into 
compulsory and voluntary. The former comprise Anatomy 
and Physiology, Surgery, Medicine, including ‘Thera- 
pentics and the Diseases of Women and Children, 
Chemistry and Pharmacy, and a practical knowledge of 
Drugs. The eligibility of the candidate for admission into 
the service is determined by the result of this part of the 
examivation. The voluntary subjects are French, German, 
Comparative Anatomy, Zoology, Natural Philosophy, 
Physical Geography, and Botany, with especial reference to 
Materia Medica, and for the Indian service Hindustani. 
Although the results of the examination in voluntary 
subjects do not affect the question of the eligibility of the 
candidate for a commission, they influence his position on 
the list, which is determined by the numbers obtained 
under the two heads conjointly. After having passed this 
examination. the successiul candidates for both services are 
sent to the Army Medical School at Netley as ‘‘ surgeons 
on probation,” receiving a daily pay of 8s. and certain 
allowances, to go through a four months’ course of instruc- 
tion in the special duties required of them in the service. 
The staff of the school consists of four professors, all of 
them men of high standing in their special departments. 
The Professorship of Military Medicine is held by Deputy 
Surgeon-General Henry Cayley, I.M.S. Brigade-Surgeon- 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. F. Stevexson, M.S, is Professor of 
Military Surgery; Brigade Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel J. L. 
Notter, M.D., of Military Hygiene; and Dr A. E. Wright, 
of Pathology. To each of thesean Army Medical Officer is 
attached as Assistant Professor. The lectures on Milita 
Surgery include gunshot and other wounds, transport of sick 
and wounded, duties of army medical oflicers in the field, on 
board troopships and transports, recruiting, and other duties 
incident to military service. Those on Military Medicine 
treat of tropical and other diseases to which soldiers are 
exposed in the course of their service, the mortality and in- 
validing by disease, in peace and war, at home and abroad, 
the management of lunatics under the conditions of military 


service, &c. The course of six lectures on Lunecy ard 
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Military Asylum work is delivered ab the Netley Lunatic 
Asylam by Surgeoa-Lieutenant Colonel Irving. The 
course of Hygiene comprises the examination of water 
and air, the general principles of diet, with the quality 
and adulterations of food and beverages, the sanitary 
requirements of barracks, hospitals, and camps, the 
clothing, duties, and exercises of the soldier, and the cir- 
vumstances affecting his health, with the best means of 
preventing disease, and instruction in the mode of preparing 
the various statistical and other returns required of the 
medical officer. The surgeons on probation are detailed for 
duty in the wards of the hospital, under the Professors and 
Assistant Professors of Medicine and Surgery. They spend 
two months in the medical and two months in the surgical 
division of the hozpital, and there they are taught 
ractically the details of the management of patients 
in a military hospital, the registration of their } cover 
the duties of invaliding, the modes of filling up the 
regulation statistical returns and other service docu- 
ments. ‘The surgeons on probation are provided with 
uarters and are extra members of the mess at Netley. 
After having passed through the course of instruction they 
are examined on the subjects taught in the school, and their 
ition on the list of those recommended for commissions 
is determined by the combined results of the competitive 
and finai examinations, At the close of each session eight 
prizes are awarded : the Herbert Prize of £20 to the surgeon 
on probation who has obtained the highest number of marks 
at the Netley examination; the Parkes Memorial Bronze 
Medal to the one who gains the highest number of marks 
‘in the examination in Hygiene ; the De Chaumont priza of 
books to the one who takes second place in Hygiene; the 
Martin Memorial Gold Medal for the highest number of 
marks in the examination on Military Medicine; the 
Montefiore Medal and £21, awarded for Military Sargery ; 
the Montefiore Second Prize, consisting of works on Military 
Surgery, to the surgeon on probation who obtains the 
second highest) number of marks in this branch; the 
Maclean prize of books for Clinical Medicine and Surgery 
and for Ward Work ; and the Fayrer prize of books for the 
highest number of marks gained in Pathology. 

At the close of the Netley Session those surgeons on 
probation who have obtained one-third of the possible total 
-of marks in each subject are recommended for commissions 
-as Surgeon-Lieutenants. The Surgeon-Lieutenants of the 
British Medical Service pass on from Netley to Aldershot, 
where they go through a systematic course of instruction 
in ambulance drill and equitation. The surgeons of the 
Indian Medical Service do not go to Aldershot, but 
andergo, whilst at Netley, a course of instruction in 
company and ambulance drill and in other military duties. 

The Army Medical Staff.—Surgeon- Lieutenants, if recom- 
mended by the Director-General, Army Medical Depart- 
ment, are promoted to be Surgeon-Captains on completing 
three years’ ful!-pay service. 

Surgeon-Captains, if -recommended by the Director- 
‘General, are promoted to be Surgeon- Majors on completing 
twelve years full-pay service, of which three must have 
been passed abroad. Before being promoted they will be 
required to pass an examination. This examination 
may be taken at any time after their seventh year 
of service. It will embrace the following subjects : 
e. Surgery aud Surgical Anatomy. 6. Medicine and Patho- 
logy. c. Hygiene, within the limits treated of in 
“* Parkes’ Practical Hygiene”; also the regulations regard- 
ing the sanitation of garrisons, quarters, hospitals &c., 
as well as of camps and hospitals in the field, and of trans- 
ports, troop and hospital ships. d. Duties of medical 
officers at home and abroad and at sea, as defined in 
regulations ; also hospital organisation and administration 
in peace and war, including the transport of sick and 
wounded by land and sea. e. The administration, interior 
economy, command, and discipline of the Medical Staff 
Corps, together with a knowledge of the principles of 
military law and their practical application (a certificate 
-of proficiency in military law obtained at a garrison class 
‘will exempt the holder from examination in the latter). 

A certificate will be required from a recognised teacher 
of surgery in any medical school, at home or abroad, in 
which operative surgery is taught, showing that the medical 
officer has gone satisfactorily through a complete course of 
operative surgery during the period within which the 
examination must be taken, and that he is a competent 
operator. 


A report on any subject of a practical professional 
character, to be selected by the oflicer bimself, and 
certified to be his own composition and in his own hand- 
writing, will also be required. Considerable importance 
will be attached to the literary and scientilic merits of this 
report. 

The examinations will be conducted by printed perigee 
which will enter so far into the subject matter of each b 
selected for examination as to show that the oflicer’s know- 
ledge has been fully tested. 

The questions and answers will be forwarded, under a 
sealed confidential cover, to the Direetor-(‘eneral for 
transmission to the examiners, who will report to the 
Director-General as to the competence of the officer 
examined. 

The examination in Medicine and Surgery will be held by 
two gentlemen appointed by the Secretary of State; that 
in Hygiene by the l’rofessor of Hygiene, Army Medical 
School, Netley ; and that in Regulations, Duties, Milita’ 
Law c. by an administrative medical officer, nomina 
for the purpose by the Director-General. 

Any higher qualification, such as M 1), F.R.C.S. &e., or 
any diploma in Hygiene and State Medicine, taken after 
May lst, 1890, will not exempt Surgeon Captains from 
this examination. 

Surgeon-Majors are, if recommended by the Director- 
General, Army Medical Department, promoted to be 
Surgeon. Lieutenant-Colonels on completing twenty years’ 
full-pay service. 

The selection of Surgeon- Lieutenant-C olonels for advanes- 
ment to the grade of Brigade-Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel 
is made on the grounds of ability and merit, in determining 
which the following points will be considered :—The otlicer 
to be so selected must have been favourably reported on by 
the several military and departmental oflicers under whom 
he may have served, as set forth in their Annual Confiden- 
tial Reports. He must be physically fit for general service, 
and have the necessary qualifying foreign and Indian 
service under existing rules. ; 

A Brigade-Surgeon-Lieutenant Colonel, to be eligible for 
selection as Surgeon-Colonel, must have served abroad at 
least ten years, of which three must have been in India. 
All officers under the rank of Surgeon-Colonel are placed on 
the retired list at the age of fifty-five, and those of that 
rank and of the rank of Surgeon-Major-General at the age 
of sixty, except that in any particular case in which it may 
be considered necessary for the interest of the public service 
the age of retirementof a Surgeon-Major-General may be 
extended to sixty-two. 

Indian Medical Service.—The alteration of titles of 
medical officers in the Indian Service, so as to assimilate 
them to those of the Army Medical Soaff, was promulgated 
in a Royal Warrant dated Dec. 7ch, i891. The articles of 
this Warrant were ordered to take effect from Aug. 7h, 1891, 
the date of the Medical Svaff Warrant. By this Warraad 
the ranks of the medical officers in the Indian military 
forces were declared to be substantive ranks, and to carry 
with them the same precedence and other advantages as the 
corresponding ranks in the Army Medical Staff, including 
command over the medical officers and subordinates, native 
and European, engaged in hospital service. The function 
of military command is subject to the same restrictions as in 
the British service. An important provision of this Warrant 
is that Surgeon-Lieutenants ‘‘shall be promoted” to the 
rank of Surgeon-Captain on completing three years’ fuil- 
pay service, Sargeon-Captains to the rank of Surgeon-Major 
after twelve years’ service, and Surgeon-Majors to the rank 
of Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel after twenty years’ service. 
No examination to qualify for promotion is required, All 
promotions to higher grades are to be given by selection tor 
ability and merit. In case of distinguished service in the 
field a medical officer may be at once promoted from any 
rank to the one next above it. The ages for com- 
pulsory retirement are the same as those for the Medical 
Staff. 

Naval Medical Service.— Surgeons are promoted to be 
Staff Surgeons after twelve years from date of entry, 
provided they pass the requisite examination; and Staff 
Surgeons to Fleet Surgeons after twenty years’ service 
if recommended by the Director-General. Deputy In- 
spectors- General are promoted by selection from the 
Fleet Surgeons, and Inspectors-General from the Depur . 
Inspectors-General having three years’ foreign, four years 
mixed, of which not less than two must have been 
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abroad, or five years’ home service in such appointments as 
preclude foreign service, provided they have not refused to 
go abroad when called upon to do so. Inspectors and 
Deputy Inspectors-General are retired compulsorily at 
sixty, and other grades at fifty-five years of age, and 
all ranks at any time if they have not served for five 
years. In calculating service for retired pay time on 
half-pay will be taken as equivalent to one-third service 
on full-pay. 

The following tables, showing the rates of pay and 
half-pay of the three branches, will probably be acceptable 
to students who entertain any intention of entering the

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METROPOLITAN MEDICAL SCHOOLS HAVING 
A COMPLETE CURRICULUM. 


Sr. BARTHOLOMEW’s HOsPITAL AND COLLEGE.—The 
clinical practice of the hospital comprises a service of 750 
beds, of which 676 are in the hospital at Smithfield and 75 
are for convalescent patients at Swanley. 

Eight house physicians and ten house surgeons are ap- 
pointed annually, each of them holding office for one year, 
and provided with rooms by the hospital authorities. The 
ophthalmic house surgeon is appointed for six months, and 
is eligible for re-election for a second term of six months. 
A midwifery assistant is appointed every six months and 
an extern midwifery assistant every three months. The 
senior assistant chloroformist and junior assistant chloro- 
formist are ——— annually, and are provided with rooms. 
Two qualified assistant electricians are appointed every three 
months. No fee is paid for any of these appointments, and 
each receives a salary of £25. The clinical clerks, the ob- 
stetric clerks, the clerks to the medical out-patients, the 
dressers to the surgical in-patients and to the out-patients, 
and the dressers in the special departments are chosen from 
the students. All the are now free. 

A college is attached to the hospital, in which students 
ean reside, subject to the college regulations.

£25; 4th, £15. 

A prize of £15 for Pathological Anatomy has been founded 
‘by the late Mr. Henry Skynner, in memory of his brother ; 
@ Scholarship of £50 contined to Cambridge graduates in 
Arts, by Miss Shuter, in memory of her brother, formerly 
assistant surgeon to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital; and a 
prize of £10 10s. by Sir F. A. Barrows, Bart., in memory of 
his father, Sir George Burrows. 

Research Studentship in Pathology.—In order to encourage 
‘young qualified men to engage in research work the 
treasurer of the hospital appoints annually a student to 
engage in pathological research. Ib is of the value of £100 
& year. 

The Medical School Buildings inelade three large lecture 
theatres, a large dissectiag room, a spacious library (con- 
taining 13,000 volumes),a well-appointed museum of anatomy, 
physiology, comparative anatomy, materia medica, botany 
and pathological anatomy. The Pathological Museum is 
che largest and most complete of any in the kingdom. 
There are laboratories for chemistry, physiology, pathology, 
pharmacology, public health and biology, giving ample 
accommodation in every department. 

A large recreation ground of ten acres has been purchased 
by the school committee at Winchmore Hill for the use of 
the Students’ Amalgamated Clubs, and will be formally 
opened in the coming year. 

Znstruction in Preliminary Science is given to University 
of London students in chemistry, biology and physics 
throughout the year. 

Laboratory Instruction for the D.P.H. is provided during 
the second half of the winter and in the summer sessions, 
and elementary instruction in Bacteriology is given all the 
year. 


CHARING-CROSS HosPITAL AND COoLLEGE,—Total fees, 
110 guiseas if paid in a singlesam on entry, or 121 guineas if 


paid in five instalments; the sons of Registered Medical 
Practitioners pay 100 guineas in one sum or 110 guineas 
in five sums; for Dental students, 54 guineas, or 60 
guineas in two equal instalments. General students pay 
proportionately lower fees, and are admitted without 
additional fee to the courses of Clinical Medicine and 
Surgery and to the practice of the Royal Westminster 
Ophthalmic Hospital. They alone are entitled to compete 
for the Gold Medal and Pereira Prize. 

Two Entrance Scholarships, of the value of 120 guineas 
and 60 guineas respectively, are awarded annually at 
the commencement of each winter session after a com- 
petitive examination in the following groups of subjects :— 
(1) English, including Language, History and Geography ; 
(2) Latin and Greek ; (3) French and German; (4) Mathe- 
matics, including Arithmetic, Algebra and Geometry ; and 
Mechanics, including Statics and Dynamics ; (5) Chemistry 
(Inorganic) and Physics, including Acoustics, Heat and 
Electricity; and (6) Animal and Vegetable Biology. The 
value attached to each group of subjects is 1000 marks. 
No candidate may offer himself for examination in more 
than three of the above groups of subjects, the selection 
of the groups being left entirely to the candidate. 
The Scholarships will be awarded by the School Com- 
mittee to the two candidates who, on the report of the 
examiners, have shown the highest degree of excellence ; 
but no Scholarship will be awarded unless, in the 
cpinion of the examiners, a satisfactory standard has 
been attained. In the first four groups the subjects (as 
regards extent and the authors selected) will be the same 
as those chosen for the Matriculation Examination of the 
University of London in the June immediately preceding ; 
in the fifth and sixth the same as those for the Preliminary 
Scientific Examination of the same University. Candi- 
dates must give notice to the Librarian of their intention 
to compete, and of the groups in which they offer them- 
selves for examination, on or before Saturday, Sept. 15th, 
1894. The examination will commence at the School on 
Monday, Sept. 17th, at 10 A.M. The successful candidates 
will be required to enter forthwith for their complete 
medical education at Charing-cross Hospital. 

A Scholarship of the value of 60 guineas is open to 
students from the University of Oxford who have passed 
the First M.B. Examination, and to students of the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge who have passed the Second M.B. Exa- 
mination, and who have not entered at any London medical 
school. Subjects: Anatomy and Physiology, including 
Histology. The examination for this Scholarship. which 
will be partly practical, will be held on Sept. 17th and 
18th. Notice to compete must be sent in on or before 
Saturday, Sept. 15th, 1894. The successful candidate wil! 
be required to enter forthwith at Charing-cross Hospital 
for the completion of his curriculum, The Llewellyn 
Scholarship of £25, for students who have just completed 
their attendance on lectures; and the Golding Scholarship 
of £15, for students who have just completed their second 
year, The Pereira Prize of £5 is open to all general 
students, and is awarded annually for the best clinical 
reports. The Governors’ Gold Medal is given for excellence 
in clinical work. Silver or Bronze Medals, or an equivalent 
in Books, are awarded to the most distinguished students 
in all classes; and special prizes in the classes of Dental 
Surgery, Physiology and Practical Histology. 

Ciasses for the Preliminary Scientific Examination of the 
University of London are held at this Medical School. The 
fee for the whole course, which begins in October, is 
15 guineas. There are also special classes for the practical 
work for the Department of Public Health. 

Post-graduate Class and Lectures. —Special series of clinical 
lectures and practical demonstrations, exclusively arranged 
for the convenience of practitioners and post-graduate 
students, are given at the hospital by members of the staff 
throughout the year. Practitioners wishing to join the 
class can receive_any farther information as to the dates 
and subjects by cOmmunicating with the Honorary Secre- 
tary, Dr. Willcocks, at the Hospital. 


Sr. GEORGE’s HospIraL.—Students may become Perpetual 
Pupils by payment of £145, or of £150 in four annual instal- 
ments. Perpetual pupils are entitled to perpstual admission 
to lectures and demonstrations as well as to the entire 
medical and surgical practice of the hospital; they may

Four house-surgeoncies and four house- 
pysiciancies, and the salaried oflices of obstetric assistant, 
senior and junior anesthetists, medical and surgical regis- 
trar, curator and assistant curator of the Museum, besides 
demonstratorships and a number of junior hospital appoint- 
ments, are open to perpetual pupils. Students not being 
perpetual pupils are almitted to lectures, demonstrations 
and hospital practice oa payment of £15 annually for two 
years and £20 annual’y for succeeding years.

Guy's HosriraL. — Appointments: House physicians, 
house surgeons, assistant house physicians and assistant 
house surgeons, obstetric residents, clinical assistants, 
surgeons’ and assistant surgeons’ dressers, surgical ward 
clerks, clinical clerks, post-mortem clerks, extern obstetric 
attendants and dressers and clerks in the special depart- 
ments are appointed from among the students upon the 
recommendation of the medical staff, according to merit 
and without extra payment. The house physicians, of 
whom there are four, hold office for six months each. The 
assistant house physicians, who hold oflice for three months, 
attend in the Ont-patient Department four afternoons in 
the week, and see all the cases not seen by the assistant 
physician of the day. The house physicians have the care 
of the patients in the medical wards, and attend to all 
emergencies arisiog in the absence of the physicians. They 
are provided with board and lodging in the college free of 
expense. The house surgeons, of whom there are four, hold 
oflice for six months each, and are provided with board and 
lodging in the college free of expense. The Surgical 
Camealty Department is in charge of two assistant house 
surgeons. The surgeons’ dressers are selected from those 
students who have completed their third winter session, and 
have been most diligent in the junior appointments. They 
hold oflice for three or six months. Six are attached 
to each surgeon, and during their weeks of special duty 
they are provided with board and lodging in the hospital 
free of expense. The obstetric residents, two in number, 
are provided with board and lodging in the college free of 
expense.

Emeritus Professor of Clinical Surgery. 


St. Mary's HospiraL.—There are three house phy- 
sicians and three house surgeons, each appointed for six 
months, and two obstetric officers, each appointed for six 
months. They board free of expense in the hospital, except 
that the obstetric officer resides outside the hospital for the 
first three months. These appointments are awarded after 
competition, without additional fee. Two demonstrators 
of anatomy are appointed annually, with a salary of £70 
each; and a demonstrator of physiology, at £100 a year. 
All these officers are eligible for re-election. Two pro- 
sectors of anatomy, assistant demonstrators of anatomy, 
physiology, chemistry, biology and pathology are appointed 
annually, and receive a certificate and £5 each. All 
students are requirel to perform the duties of clinical 
clerk and dresser during the last two years of their 
curriculum, Students of the third year and of sub- 
sequent years are also appointed as clerks and dressers 
to assist the - and surgeons in charge of 
the out-patients. The hospital contains 281 beds. Two 
wards are appropriated to the Diseases of Children, and 
one to those of Women ; beds are also provided for Ophthal- 
mic, Aural, and Cutaneous cases. There is an out-patient 
department for diseases of children. Special assistance is 
given to intending candidates for the fioal examinations of 
the Medical, Surgical, and Obstetric tutors. The most 
important event during the past year was the Festival 
Dinner, with H R.H. the Dake of York in the chair, in 
aid of the Clarence Memorial Wing and general hospital 
purposes. This new wing will present features of the 
greatest interest in the bearing they must necessarily have 
upon the future efliciency of the Medical School. The 
Lyiog-in Wards will ba more especially noteworthy as the 
first-established within a metropolitan geaeral hospital. 
They will of course ba shut off from any direct communi- 
cation wlth the other portions of So. Mary’s Hospital. 
This wing will contain (1) a new Ont-patients’ Deparb- 
ment, (2) Lying-in Wards, (3) a Residential College for 
Medical Officers and S' udents, (4) additional Special Wards, 
(5) @ Narses’ Home. Tahis will add 100 beds to the Hospital, 
making 381 in all, at an estimated cost of £100,000. The 
prospectus may be had on application to Mr, F. H. Madden, 
the School Secretary, or to Mr. G. P. Field, Dean. 

Scholarships, Prizes, and Appointments: Scholarships

The admission of students rests exclusively with the 
Executive Council. 

Scholarships and Prizes.—The Executive Council offers 
annually a Scholarship of £30 to women preparing for the 
medical profession. The following scholarships will be offered 
for competition on Sept. 20th and 21st, 1894 :—1. The School 
Scholarship, value £30, open to all candidates who have 
passed a ae examination in Arts recognised by the 
General Medical Council. 2. The Stuart Mull Scholar- 
ship, value £30 a year for four years, open only to 
candidates willing to practise in India under the Coun- 
tess of Dafferin's Fund. ‘The Gilchrist Trustees offer 
occasionally a Scholarship of £50 a year for five years 
to the student of the School who takes the highest 
position in the Preliminary Scientific M.B, Examination of 
the University of London. The Sc. Dunstan’s Trustees 
offer yearly a Medical Scholarship tenable at the London 
School of Medicine for Women of the value of £100 a year 
for three years to girls under nineteen years of age 
on the first day of the examination, whose parents reside 
within the metropolitan area as defined in the EJe 
mentary Education Act by the trustees of the St. Dupstan’s 
charities. The John Byron Barsary of £29 a year is open 
to stacents requiring aid for the prosecution of their studies ; 
the next award will probsbly be made in 1896. The Fanny 
Batlec Scholarship of £20 a year for four years is open

HOsPITAL FOR WOMEN, Soho-square, W.—In connexion 
with this institution there has been for some years a well- 
organised Clinical Department, which has lately been en- 
larged under the title of the London School of Gynecology. 
To meet the want increasingly felt by medical men of an 
accurate knowledge of the ordinary diseases of women, 
gentlemen are appointed every three months to act as 
clinical assistants to the physicians and surgeons seeing 
out- and in-door patients. The appointments are nominally 
‘‘open to qualified medical men and to students of medicine 
after their fourth year,” but in the selection of candidates 
preference is naturally given to gentlemen already engaged 
in practice. The large numbers of out-patients afford quite 
unrivalled opportunities for practical instruction ia the use 
of gynecological instruments and for the study of diseases 
peculiar to women. A course of lectures on the Anatomy 
and ae of the Female Pelvic Organs is given during 
each quarter by a member of the Staff. Clinical Lectures 
are given in the Operating Theatre on alteroate Thursdays 
throughout the winter and summer sessions.

The 
accommodation for students, in the shape of a common-room, 
a refectory, &c., has also been made a feature of the school.

ANDERSON’S COLLEGE MEDICAL SCHOOL, Glasgow.— 
This medical school dates back to the year 1790 [5 has 
given twelve professors to the University of Glasgow, 
of whom four at present hold office.

Barclay Ness, M.A., M.B; Ophthalmi: Medicine and 
Sargery, T. Spence Meighan, M.D ; Aural Sargery, Thomas 
Barr, M.D.; Diseases of Throat and Nose, John Macistyre, 
M.B. Io summer: Anatomy, Practical Anatomy and 
Osteology, Practical Chemistry, Physics, Zoology, Practical

Downs, M.B., D.P.H. Camb. The Chemical Laboratory is 
open daily from 10 to 6 The Dissecting-room is open in 
winter from 9 A.M. to 6 P.M., and in summer from 6 A M. 
to6rM_ The students are assisted in their dissections by 
the Professor and Demonstrators, by whom frequent 
examinations and demonstrations on the parts dissected are 
conducted. The supply of subjects for dissection is ample, 
and students are consequently provided with parts as soon 
as they may be ready for them. The Dissecting-room is 
provided with a complete series of dissected specimens, 
mounted in plaster-of-Paris, illustrating the anatomy of the 
human body. There is a full dental curriculum also 
provided. 

The new buildings are situated in Dumbarton-road, im- 
mediately to the west of the entrance to the Western 
Infirmary, within two minutes’ walk of it, and four minutes’ 
walk of the University. Extensive accommodation is pro- 
vided for Practical Anatomy, Practical Chemistry, Practical 
Physiology, Practical Pharmacy, and Operative Surgery. 
There are also provided a large library and reading-room, 
and a students’ recreation-room.

Ab Anderson's College Medical School Professorships of 
Physies and Z ology and a Lectureship on Mental Diseases 
have been recently instituted. Lectures on Physics and on 
Zoology are delivered in winter and summer, and lectures 
on Mental Diseases in summer. 

Sr. MunGo’s COLLEGE AND GLASGOW ROYAL INFIR- 
MARY.—This College was incorporated in 1889. The 
Glasgow Royal Infirmary was founded in 1791. The 
Facuity of Medicine of the College occupies new buildings 
erected for the purposes of a medical school, adjoining and 
communicating with the Royal Infirmary. The Labora- 
tories, Museums, and Lecture-rooms are equipped and 
adapted to modern scientific requirements. Kecent addi- 
tions consist of Public Health, Practical Zoology, and 
Bacteriological Laboratories, The Royal Infirmary, which 
is at the service of the College for the purpose of 
clinical and practical instruction, is one of the largest 
general and special hospitals in the kingdom. It has 
nearly 600 beds, and will almost immediately have 
considerably over 600. It has special wards for Dis- 
eases peculiar to Women, for Venereal Diseases, Ery- 
sipelas, Burns, and Diseases of the Throat and Nose. 
At the Dispensary special advice and treatment are given 
in Diseases of the Eye, Ear, Teeth, and Skin, Women, 
Throat and Nose, in addition to the large and varied number 
of ordinary medical and —- cases—over 37,000 per 
annum—which in a great industrial centre daily require 
attention. Students of the College and Hospital geb 
the benefit of dispensary experience free of charge. All 
appointments are open. There are five Physicians and 
seven Surgeons’ Assistants, who board in the hospital free 
of charge and act in the capacity of House Physicians and 
House Surgeons. These appointments are made for six 
months, and are open to gentlemen who have a legal 
qualification in Medicine or Surgery, and preference is 
given to the students of this College and Hospital. Clerks 
and Dressers are appointed by the Physicians and Surgeons. 
From the large number of cases of acute disease and 
accidents of varied character received into this hospital, 
these appointments are very valuable. In the Pathological 
Department assistants are also appointed. The session 
will open with an address by Professor Marshall on Wednes- 
day, Oct. 17th, at the College buildings. 

Ophthalmic Department.—The Ophthalmic Institution in 
West Regent-street having been amalgamated with the 
Royal Infirmary, the usefulness of this department is very 
much increased, and greater opportunities are afforded to 
students for the practical study of Diseases of the Eye. 
Dr. Napier, the ophthalmic surgeon, attends the Royal 
Infirmary every Tuesday and Friday at 12 noon, and daily 
at the Institution in West Regent-street from 1 to 2 o'clock. 
Students can attend both without payment of any additional 
fee. Lectures are delivered twice a week during the winter 
and summer sessions. Fee for the course, £2 2s. 

The fee for each class is £2 2s., except for Anatomy, 
which is £4 4s., and for Physics, which is £2 4s. 6d., 
and certain extra classes, for which the fee is £1 ls. 
The governors have arranged a sessional fee, payment 
of which entitles the student to attendance not only 
on the curriculum classes, but all the classes—nearly as 
many more as the curriculum classes,—and this sessional 
fee is only slightly greater than the sum total of the fees 
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required for the curriculum classes. Students are strongly 
recommended to begin their course on the sessional fee plan. 
This fee, exclusive of hospital practice, is £17 19s. 6d. for the 
first year, £15 15s. for the second, £10 10s. for the third, 
and £5 5s. for the fourth. The hospital fee (including 
clinical lectures) is £21 for a perpetual ticket. The classes 
in St. Mango’s College and in the Glasgow Royal Infirmary 
are for male students exclusively. Further particulars can 
be obtained in the Calendar of the College, which 
will be sent free of charge on application to the Dean, 
Prof. R. T. Kent, 86, Castle-street, Glasgow. 

GLASGOW WESTERN MEDICAL ScHooL.—This School is 
situated in University-avenue, close to the University and 
Western Infirmary, in which latter students obtain their 
Hospital Practice and Clinical Lectures. Lectures and 
Demonstrations are given on Anatomy, on Surgery, on 
pin on Midwifery and Gynecology, on the Eye, 
and on Diseases of the Throat and Nose. 

Class Fees.—-For each course of Lectures the fee is £2 2s., 
except for Diseases of the Throat and Nose, the fee for 
which class is £1 ls. Thera is no matriculation fee. 

QUEEN MARGARET COLLEGE, University of Glasgow.— 
Queen Margaret College was founded in 1883 by the 
Glasgow Association for the Higher Education of Women 
<instituted in 1877), and handsome buildings and grounds 
near the University were presented to the College in 1884 
by Mrs. John Elder. In 1890 a school of medicine for 
women was added to its Arts Faculty. Ia 1892, when the 
Universities Commisioners issued an ordinance empower- 
ing the Scottish University Courts to make provision for 
the instruction of women, the Council of the College and 
Mrs. Elder transferred to the University the College, its 
buildings, grounds, and endowments, on condition that 
these should be devoted to the maintenance of university 
classes for women only. The College then became the 
women’s department of the University of Glasgow; its 
classes are taught by professors of the University and other 
Jecturers appointed by the University Court, and it is 
governed by the University Court and Senate. The curri- 
culum, regulations, and fees are the same as those of the 
male students, and the University degrees are open to 
women on the same conditions as to men. They have 
access to the University Museum and can borrow books 
from the University Library, besides having a library of 
reference in Qaeen Margaret College. The School of 
Medicine is a special feature of the College and gives full 
preparation for the medical degrees. In July of this year, 
for the first time in the history of any Scottish university, 
women students graduated in medicine at the ‘‘ capping ” 
in Glasgow University. Excellent facilities for clinical 
work are given in the Royal Infirmary and other hospitals. 
By a gift of £5000 lately granted for the purpose by the 
Bellahouston Trust the University Court is enabled to add 
to the College a large new building for the study of 
Anatomy, which it is expected will be opened next spring. 
The Arthur Scholarship will be open in 1895 to students of 
the first year entering in October, 1894; and the Universities 
Commissioners have prepared a draft ordinance to make 
regulations for the admission of women to certain Univer- 
sity bursaries, scholarships, and fellowships. A house of 
residence for students of the College coming from a distance 
is to be opened by the Queen Margaret Hall Co., Limited, 
in October of this year. 

DUNDEE. 


UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, Dundee.—This College now 
forms an integral part of St. Andrews University. The 
medical classes qualify for the degrees of this and the 
other Scottish Universities, for the University of London, 
and the Royal University of Ireland, as well as the Licences 
of the Royal Colleges. Equipment is at present provided 
for the first three years of the curriculum. Recently con- 
siderable additions have been made to the temporary 
Anatomical buildings; and new buildiogs bave been con- 
structed for the departments of Zoology and Botany, 
and the Physiological department has also obtained greatly 
increased accommodation. These premises were opened ab 
the commencement of last winter session. The Zoological 
Museum has been largely increased by numerous recent 
donations ; there have been great additions to the equip- 
ment of the Physiological department by the acquisition of 
new apparatus; and the growth of the Anatomical and 
Pathological collections is increasing rapidly.

not requiring a special sanitary diploma. The provisions (}), 
(ce), (2), (e) are not to apply to (a) candidates whose names 
shall have been placed on the Medical Register on or before 
Jan. 1st, 1890, or who have obtained a registrable qualifica- 
tion on or before that date ; (8) candidates who have fora 
period of three years held the position of medical officer of 
health to any county, or to any urban district of more than 
20,000 inhabitants, or to any entire rural sanitary district. 
The examination will be in two parts. The first part will 
comprise Physics and Chemistry ; the principles of chemistry 
and methods of analysis, with especial reference to analyses 
of air, water, and food; application of the microscope, 
including the investigation of micro-organisms ; the laws of 
heat and the principles of pneumatics, hydrostatics, and 
hydraulics, with especial reference to ventilation, water- 
supply, drainage, construction of dwellings, disposal of 
sewage and refuse, and sanitary engineering in general; 
meteorology in relation to health ; sources of water-supply ; 
and statistical methods in their application to public health. 
The second part will comprise Laws and Statutes relating 
to public health ; origin, propagation, pathology, and pre- 
vention of epidemic and infectious diseases, including those 
diseases of animals that are transmissible to man; effects 
of overcrowding, vitiated air, impure water, and bad or 
insufficient food ; unhealthy occupations and the diseases 
to which they give rise; water-supply and drainage in 
reference to health ; nuisances injurious to health ; distribu- 
tion of diseases within the United Kingdom, and effects of 
soil, season, and climate. ‘The following is a list of Colleges 
and Schools of Medicine at which the courses of laboratory 
instruction have, for the purposes of this examination, been 
already approved by the Syndicate : The Chemical Labora- 
tory, Cambridge; the London Hospital Medical College; 
St. Bartholomew’s Hospital Medical College ; King’s College, 
London; University College, London; the Army Medical 
School, Netley; the Owens College, Manchester ; the Uni- 
versity of Durham Medical School, Newcastle-on-Tyne ; the 
Mason College, Birmingham ; the University College, Liver- 
pool; St. Mary’s Hospital Medical College; Charing-cross 
Hospital College ; University College, Bristol ; and Yorkshire 
College, Leeds. The examination in both parts will be oral 
and practical, as well as in writing. One day at least will be 
devoted to practical laboratory work, and one day to oral and 
practical examination in, and reporting on, subjects connected 
with out-door sanitary work. Every candidate will be 
required to pay a fee of £5 5s. before admission or readmis- 
sion to either part of the examination. Every candidate 
who has passed both parts of the examination to the satisfac- 
tion of the examiners will receive a diploma testifying to his 
competent knowledge of what i: required for the duties of a 
medical officer of health. All applications for information 
respecting this examination should be addressed to Dr. 
Anningson, Walt-ham-sal, Cambridge, Secretary to the 
Syndicate. Candidates who desire to present themselves for 
the examination in October next must send in their applica- 
tions on forms supplied for the purpose and transmit the fees 
to J. W. Clark, M.A., Registrary, University of Cambridge, 
on or before Sept. 18th. Cheques should be crossed ‘* Mort- 
lock and Co., Ltd.’”’ The fee for either part of the examina- 
tion cannot be returned to any candidate who fails to present 
himself ; but he will be entitled, without an additional fee, to 
be a candidate on one subsequent occasion. The applica- 
tions of candidates whose names have not been on the 
Medical Register for three years should be accompanied by 
a certificate of birth or other proof of age. 


University of Oxford.—An examination in two divisions, 
conducted partly in writing, partly viva voce, and in each sub- 
ject partly practical, is held in Michaelmas Term.' The first 
division comprises the application of chemistry and physics 
to general hygiene ; the second division comprises the follow- 
ing subjects :—General Pathology, with special relation to 
Infectious Diseases, the Laws relating to Public Health, 
Sanitary Engineering, Vital Statistics. Both divisions may 
be taken together at the same examination, or they may be 
taken at separate examinations ; but no one is deemed to 
have satisfied the examiners in Division II. unless he has 
satisfied the examiners in the subjects of Division I. ‘The fee 
for admission to each division is £5. A diploma is issued to 
every candidate who has passed in both divisions of the 
examination, but no diploma or certificate is given under any 
other circumstances. Candidates (a2) must have their names 
on the Medical Register of the United Kingdom ; () must 
have spent after registration a period of at least six months 
studying in a public health laboratory approved by the Board 
of the Faculty of Medicine. Candidates in Division II, 
must also (c) have had their names on the Medical iter 
of the United Kingdom for a period of at least twelve 
months ; (d) have spent after registration a period of study, 
of not less than six months in all, under the medical officer 
of health of a county or of a city or town containing at least 
50,000 inhabitants, or under two or more such medical officers 
of health. 

University of Durham.—¥ or the licence in Sanitary Science 
candidates must be registered medical practitioners, and 
shall have spent one year of professional study subsequently 
to the attainment of a first registrable qualification in 
Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery, in attendance at the 
University of Durham College of Medicine, Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. Medical practitioners registered, or entitled to be 
registered, on or before Jan. 1st, 1890, are exempt from this 
year’s attendance. For the D.P.H. see Calendar, page 76. 
For the degree of Bachelor in Hygiene (B. Hy.) the 
candidate must be a registered medical practitioner; he 
must not be less than twenty-two years of age, and 
must have spent one year of professional study subse- 
quently to the attainment of a first registrable qualification 
in Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery, in attendince at the 
University of Durham College of Medicine, Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, in the following manner: In the winter session, a 
course of lectures on Public Health ; three months’ practical 
instruction in a Chemical Laboratory; and three months’ 
practical instruction in a Bacteriological Laboratory ; and 
attendance on the Clinical Practice, Lectures, and Instruction 
at the City Hospital for Infectious Diseases, Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. In the summer session a course of Lectures on 
Sanitary Chemistry and Physics; a course of Practical 
Chemistry of not less than twelve hours per week ; and six 
months’ practical study of out-door sanitary work under the 
Medical Officer of Health, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The regu- 
lations for the degree of Doctor of Hygiene (D.Hy.) are as 
follows : The candidate shall be a Bachelor in Hygiene. He 
shall have been engaged for two years subsequently to the 
date of his acquirement of the degree of Bachelor in Hygiene 
in practice as a Medical Officer of Health, and shall write 
an essay upon some practical hygienic subject, selected by 
himself and approved by the Lecturer on Public Health, and 
shall be examined thereon, and upon questions relative to the 
subject of the essay. Calendars containing full information 
may be had on application to the Secretary. 

Victoria University.—An examination in Sanitary Science 
is held yearly, beginning about the middle of July, under 
the following regulations : The examination is in two parts, 
and is written, oral, and practical. Candidates before 
entering for either part of the examination must have held 
for not less than twelve months a registrable qualification 
in Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery, and must present 
satisfactory certificates of having attended courses of in- 
struction in Public Health and in Chemistry as applied 
to Public Health in a college of the University, or in a 
college or medical school recognised for this purpose by the 
University ; of having attended, after obtaining a registrable 
qualification, during at least six months, practical instruc- 
tion in a laboratory approved by the University ; of having 
practically studied the duties of out-door sanitary work for 
not less than six months under the Medical Officer of Health 
of a county or of a large urban district. Candidates may 
present themselves for Parts I. and II. separately or at the 
same time, provided that no candidate be admitted to 
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Part II. unless he has already presented himself for Part I. 
No candidate’s name will be published until he has satis- 
fied the examiners in both parts of the examination. 
Notice in writing must be given by each candidate to 
the registrar of the University on or before July Ist in 
each year. The fee for each part is £4 4s., and must be 
paid on or before July 5th in each year. For any subsequent 
examination in the same part the fee will be £2 2s. Every 
candidate who has passed both parts of the examination to 
the satisfaction of the examiners, and who is legally regis- 
tered, will receive a diploma in Sanitary Science. The 
examinations will begin on the third Monday in July each 


ear. 
5 Royal College of Physicians of London and the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England.—The following are the 
regulations for obtaining the diploma in Public Health : 
Section 1: Candidates must be registered under the Medical 
Act. The examination consists of two parts. The fee for 
each part is £5 5s. A candidate intending to present him- 
self must give fourteen days’ written notice to the Secretary, 
at the Examination Hall, Thames Embankment, W.C. A 
candidate registered under the Medical Act on or before 
Jan. 1st, 1890, will be admissible to Part I. of the examina- 
tion on producing evidence of being at least twenty-three 
years of age, and to Part II. on producing evidence of being 
at least twenty-four years of age. A candidate registered 
under the Medical Act after Jan. 1st, 1890, will be admissible 
to examination in Part I. on producing evidence (1) of having 
been in possession of a registrable qualification in Medicine, 
Surgery, and Midwifery for at least twelve months ; (2) of 
having attended, after obtaining such registrable qualifica- 
tion, practical instruction in a laboratory recognised by the 
Examining Board in England during a period of six months ; 
(3) of being at least twenty-three years of age. A candidate 
will be admitted to Part II. of the examination on producing 
evidence (1) of having, during a period of six months after 
obtaining a registrable qualification, either practically 
studied the duties of out-door Sanitary Work under the 
medical officer of health of a county or large urban district 
or else held appointment as medical officer of health under 
conditions not requiring the possession of a special Sanitary 
diploma ; (2) of having attended the clinical practice of a 
hospital for infectious diseases recognised by the Examining 
Board in England, either before or after obtaining his regis- 
trable qualification in Medicine. Surgery, and Midwifery 
(this certificate is not required in the case of a candidate 
who produces evidence that he has commenced special 
study of Sanitary Science before Jan Ist, 1894) ; (3) of being 
at least twenty-four years of age. 

King’s College, London.—A course of lectures will be given 
in the summer session by Professor Charles Kelly, M.D., 
F.R.C.P. Practical instruction will be given in the uses of 
Sanitary Appliances at the Parkes’ Museum, Margaret-street, 
Regent-street, W. ‘The lectures will be given during the summer 
session on Thursdays at 12.30 P.M. Fee for the course, £2 2s., 
payable in advance in the College Office. Medical students at 
King’s College, free. ‘The necessary Laboratory Instruction 
to comply with the regulations of the various Universities and 
other Medical Licensing Bodies will be given by Professor 
William R. Smith, M.D., D.Se., and Professor Edgar M. 
Crookshank, M.B. Lond. The syllabus includes Physics, 
Chemistry, Microscopy ; Parasites and other Organisms 
Infesting Food-stuff or the Human Body; Bacteriology, 
including the Cultivation and Recognition of Micro-organisms. 
The course will last six months, four months of which will 
be spent in the Laboratories of Public Health, and two 
months in the Bacteriological Laboratory. Fee 20 guineas, 
payable in advance in the College Office. Under the direction 
of Professor William R. Smith, M.D., D.Se., and Demon- 
strator, G. N. Huntly, Assoc. R.C.Sc. Lond., practical 
instruction will be given in the laboratories in the methods 
of Analysis of Air, Water, Foods &c. ; Detection of Poisons. 
Fees, one month, £4 4s.; three months, £10 10s. The 
laboratories are also available for original investigations and 
practical work in Public Health, and are open daily from 
9 A.M. to 4 P.M. and on Saturdays to 1 p.m. In Public 
Health special classes will be held during the winter session 
by Professor W. R. Smith; fee £12 12s. The Bacteriological 
Laboratory is open daily for original research under the direc- 
tion of the professor and demonstrator (Dr. Hewlett) of Com- 
parative Pathology and Bacteriology. For one month for 
original research, 3 guineas. For a longer period by arrange- 
ment. For one month for private study, with supervision, 
4 guineas. For a longer period by arrangement. Practical 


course for a month. with attendance on lectures, 5 guineas. 
For a year, 30 guineas. Professor H. G. Seeley, F.R.S., 
will deliver a course of six lectures on Physiography. For 
further particulars connected with any of the foregoing classes 
apply to Professor W. R. Smith, King’s College, London. 
University College, Bristol.—A course of lectures on the 
Principles and Practice of Hygiene is given at the Medical 
School, Bristol, by D. 8. Davies, M.B.Lond., D.P.H. Cantab., 
on Mondays and Fridays, 10-11 A.M., commencing on the 
first Monday in October. A six months’ course of Prac- 
tical Laboratory Instruction is given at the Western Counties’ 
Laboratory, Park-street, by Mr. F. Wallis Stoddart, com- 
mencing on the first Wednesday in October, and including 
the subjects of Chemistry, Physics, Bacteriology, and Para- 
sites. Demonstrations on the provisions and practical work- 
ing of the various Acts relating to Public Health and on the 
Orders, Circulars, and By-laws of the Local Government 
Board are delivered by Mr. J. C. Heaven on Mondays and 
Fridays, commencing on the first Monday in October. Gen- 
tlemen taking out the course are admitted to practical 
out-door sanitary work during the session, under the super- 
vision of the Medical Officer of Health for the city and port 
of Bristol. They are considered as pupil assistants, and 
are required to carry out diligently such of the duties of 
medical officers of health as they may be directed to under- 
take. Facilities are afforded during the course for the 
study of those diseases of the lower animals which are com- 
municable to man. Fee for the entire course, 20 guineas. 


SCOTLAND. 


Edinburgh University.—Two degrees in Science in the 
Department of Public Health are conferred by the University 
of Edinburgh—viz., Bachelor of Science (B.Sc.) and Doctor 
of Science (D.Sc.). Every candidate who desires to proceed 
to the first examination for the degree of B.Sc. must produce 
evidence that he has taken a degree in Medicine in the 
University of Edinburgh or in a University recognised under 
Section 1 hereof; and that he has worked for at least six 
months, or the usual winter session, in a laboratory where 
practical instruction is given in the methods of investigating 
subjects pertaining to Public Health. Laboratories are not 
recognised in which provision is not made for the teaching of 
Public Health laboratory in accordance with the schedule of 
laboratory work issued by the Senatus, nor will they be reco- 
gnised if such work is not taught by a specially recognised 
teacher. Candidates will not be admitted to the Second 
Examination for the said degree until one year after taking a 
degree in Medicine, nor until an interval of at least three 
months has elapsed after passing the First Examination. 
Two laboratories are entirely devoted to Public Health work, 
and the demonstrator teaches in them from 10 A.M. to 4 P.M. 
daily. The teaching is both individual and by lectures to 
groups of students. The latter are given twice a week, and 
deal with the rationale of the methods employed in the prac- 
tical work. 

Bachelors of Science in the department of Public Health 
may, after the lapse of one year, proceed to the degree of 
Doctor in the same department, on producing evidence that 
they have been engaged in Practical Sanitation since they 
took the said degree of Bachelor of Science, and on present- 
ing a Thesis on some subject in the department of Public 
Health. For the First Examination for the degree of Bachelor 
the fee is £5 5s., and for the Second Examination £5 5s.; 
for the degree of Doctor, £5 5s.; fee for registration asa 
member of the University Council (unless previously regis- 
tered), £1. New regulations, however, are in course of 
preparation. 

Glasgow University.—The University provides instruction 
in Public Health by laboratory training and otherwise. The 
subjects of instruction are :—Duties of health officer, air 
and ventilation, food and its adulterations, water and water- 
supply, sewerage and drainage ; construction of hospitals, 
public buildings, and dwellings ; overcrowding, manufac- 
tories, insalubrious trades, cemeteries, nuisances, quarantine, 
disinfectants and deodorisers, outbreaks of zymotic diseases ; 
climate, topographical and seasonal ; its influences in rela- 
tion to health and disease ; geographical distribution of 
diseases ; knowledge of leading Sanitary Acts of Parliament ; 
vital statistics. The laboratory training is provided in a 
special department of the Chemical Laboratory. Practical 
instruction is given in the subjects of water, air, soils, anti- 
septics, and disinfectants, foods, diseases of animals trans- 
missibie to man. ‘The diploma in Public Health may 
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be obtained by any Bachelor of Medicine of the Uni- 
versity on his passing the required examination not less 
than twelve months after he has taken the degree of 
M.B. Every candidate for a diploma in Public Health shall 
give sufficient evidence by certificates : that after obtaining 
the degree of M.B. he has undergone the practical training 
prescribed above, and that he has, after obtaining such degree, 
practically studied for six months the duties of out-door 
sanitary work under the Medical Ofticer of Health of a county 
or large urban district, or else has himself held an appoint- 
ment as Medical Officer of Health under conditions not 
requiring the possession of a special sanitary diploma; and 
that he has attended the clinical practice of a hospital for 
infectious diseases recognised by the University, provided 
that such a course of instruction may have been taken as 
part of the curriculum for his degree of M.B. The examina- 
tion is written, practical, and oral. The fee for the course of 
instruction is £10 10s., and for the examination £5 £s. 
University of Aberdeen.—The diploma in Public Health 
(D.P.H.) is conferred only on graduates in Medicine of a 
University in the United Kingdom ; and a period of not less 
than twelve months must elapse between medical graduation 
and entrance to the examination for the diploma. Every 
candidate must produce evidence of having attended, after 
graduation in Medicine, during a period of six months, 
practical instruction in Hygiene in a laboratory approved of 
by the University, together with having for a like period 
after graduation practically and daily studied the duties of 
out-door sanitary work under the Medical Officer of Health 
of a county or large urban district, or also of having himself 
held appointment as Medical Officer of Health. He must 
also have regularly attended for six months the wards of a 
general fever hospital containing not less than fifty beds. 
Every candidate who is not a graduate in Medicine of this 
University must have attended a course of instruction in the 
University in one or more of the subjects embraced in the 
examination for the diploma. The diploma is conferred after 
an examination in Public Health held in March and July of 
each year. Candidates desiring to appear for examination 
at either of these periods must send in their names, with the 
necessary fee, to the Secretary of the Medical Faculty before 
the first day of the month in which the examination takes 


place. The fee for the examination is £5 5s. The examination is 
conducted by specially qualified examiners appointed by the 


University. Candidates may enter for the whole examina- 
tion at one period, or they may enter for Parts I. and II. at 
one period and for Parts III. and IV. at another and 
subsequent period. 

The Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons of Edin- 
burgh and the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Glasqow.—All candidates for the diploma in Public Health 
must have been qualified for at least one year. Those 
qualified before 1890 and also those who have held the 
position of Medical Officer of Health to a county or to an 
urban district of more than 20,000 inhabitants, or an entire 
rural sanitary district, do not require to produce evidence of 
attendance on any special courses. All other candidates must 
have attended, after qualifying, six months’ practical in- 
struction in a recognised public health laboratory, and must 
have studied for six months the duties of out-door sanitary 
work under the Medical Officer of Health of a county 
or large urban district, or must themselves have held an 
appointment as Medical Officer of Health under conditions 
not requiring the possession of a sanitary diploma. It is 
also recommended where possible to take out a course of 
instruction in the diseases of animals transmissible to man. 

There are two examinations, and candidates may enter for 
both at one period or for either separately. The First 
Examination includes Chemistry, with laboratory work, 
physics, and meteorology ; the Second Examination embraces 
epidemiology and endemiology, vital statistics, practical 
sanitation, and sanitary law. The fee is 10 guineas for 
both examinations, or 5 guineas for either of them. The 
examination is held twice yearly in May and October. The 
published regulations provide detailed synopses of the sub- 
jects of examination and give lists of books from which to 
select. The Registrar for Edinburgh is Mr. James Robertson, 
1, George-square ; and that for Glasgow Mr. Alexander 
Duncan, 242, St. Vincent-street. 


IRELAND. 


Royal Wniversity of Ireland.—This University grants a 
diploma in Sanitary Science. It is conferred only on graduates 
in Medicine of the University. Candidates are not admitted 


to this examination until the lapse of twelve months from 
the time of obtaining the first registrable qualification ; they 
must give notice in writing to the Secretaries of their inten- 
tion to present themselves and must pay the fee, £2, at least 
one month previously to the examination. Candidates are 
required to produce a certificate of having, after obtaining a 
registrable qualification, attended six months’ practical 
instruction in a laboratory approved by the University, and 
also of having for six months practically studied the duties 
of out-door sanitary work under the medical officer of health 
of a county or large urban district. 

University of Dublin.—The diploma in State Medicine is 
conferred, after examination, on the following conditions :— 
The candidate must be a Doctor in Medicine, a graduate in 
Medicine and Surgery of Dublin, Oxford, or Cambridge. The 
name of the candidate must have been on the Medical 
Register at least twelve months before the examination. The 
candidate must have completed, subsequently to registration, 
six months’ practical instruction in a laboratory approved by 
the University and also have studied practically out-door 
sanitary work for six months, under an approved officer of 
health. The subjects of examination will be—(a) State 
Medicine and Hygiene, including causation and prevention of 
disease, contagion in different diseases, morbid diathesis, 
congenital diseases and malformations, diseases of animals 
in relation to the health of man, diseases of the vegetable 
kingdom, famine diseases, causes of origin and spread of 
epidemics, principles of bacteriology, quarantine, disinfection 
&c.; (b) Chemistry, including air, water, and articles of food 
and drink, and their chemical and microscopical examination 
and analysis, the detection of common poisons and recogni- 
tion of injurious pigments &c.; (¢) Physics and Meteorology ; 
(d) Engineering ; (¢) Morbid Anatomy ; (/) Vital Statistics ; 
(g) Medical Jurisprudence. 

Royal College of Physicians and Royal College of Surgeons 
in Ireland. — Stated examinations for the diploma in 
State Medicine are held on the first Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday of the months of February, May, and 
November. A special examination for the diploma can be 
obtained on payment of £5 5s., in addition to the ordinary 
fees mentioned below, and on giving notice at least one 
fortnight before the date of the proposed examination. 
Every candidate for the diploma in State Medicine must be 
a registered medical practitioner. He must return his name 
to the secretary of the committee of management under the 
conjoint scheme three weeks before the examination, and 
lodge with him a testimonial of character from a Fellow of 
either of the Colleges, or of the Royal Colleges of Physicians or 
Surgeons of London or Edinburgh. The fee for the examina- 
tion is £10 10s. The examination for the diploma in State 
Medicine comprises the following subjects :—State Medicine 
and Hygiene, Chemistry, Meteorology and Climatology, 
Engineering, Morbid Anatomy, Vital Statistics, Medical 
Jurisprudence, Law. For further pariiculars apply to the 
Secretary, Committee of Management Office, Royal College 
of Physicians, Dublin. 


DENTAL SURGERY. 


ANYONE who is onthe Medical Register is entitled to 
practise as a dentist, although he cannot register as such 
without the special licence ; but it is of eminent advantage 
to take the L.D.S., otherwise few dental appointments at 
general or special hospitals or dispensaries are available, and, 
what is still more important, the manual dexterity and 
knowledge of mechanics requisite for the successful practice 
of dentistry can only be gained by long and careful training 
at the dental operating chair and in the dental laboratory ; 
and, this having been attained, it costs but little trouble to 
pass the special examination. The subjects beyond those 
included in the general qualification are—Dental Anatomy 
and Physiology (Human and Comparative), two courses ; 
Dental Surgery, two courses ; Dental Mechanics, two courses ; 
Metallurgy, one course ; Practice of Dental Surgery at a 
recognised school, two years, and an apprenticeship in 
Dental Mechanics to a competent practitioner for three years, 
but in the case of qualified surgeons two will suffice. The 
Dental Schools in London are the Dental Hospital of London, 
the National Dental Hospital and College, and Guy’s Hospital 
Dental School, and most of the large provincial towns have 
now dental hospitals. A convenient arrangement by which 
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the M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., and L.D.S. can be taken is as 
follows :— The Preliminary Examination in General Education 
having been passed, the student should become apprenticed 
to a qualified dentist and register as a dental and medical 
student. (This instruction, however, may be taken prior to 
the date of registration as a dental student.) During his 
apprenticeship the student should receive instruction in 
Chemistry, including Chemical Physics, Practical Chemistry, 
Pharmacy, and Materia Medica, and pass in these subjects 
before entering the hospital. Having entered the hospital, 
the student should attend the dental and general courses con- 
temporaneously, and pass the Elementary Anatomy Examina- 
tion at the end of the first winter session, and at the end of 
the second winter the Second Conjoint Examination in 
Anatomy and Physiology. When time permits it is advis- 
able to attend the general hospital only until after the First and 
Second Conjoint Examinations have been passed. At this point 
a break may be made to admit of the completion of the dental 
curriculum and the passing of the final examination for the 
L.D.8. diploma. The student should now devote the rest of his 
time to the requirements of the Conjoint Board. The regula- 
tions for the Dental Licence of the Royal Colleges of Ireland 
and Edinburgh and of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Glasgow are very similar to those of the English College. 
The L.D.S. can also be obtained alone. 


REGISTRATION OF DENTAL STUDENTS. 


The registration of dental students is carried on at the 
Medical Council Office in London in the same manner as 
the existing registration of medical students, and subject to 
the same regulations as regards Preliminary Examinations. 
Students who commenced their professional education by 
apprenticeship to dentists entitled to be registered, or by 
attendance upon professional lectures before July 22nd, 1878 
(when dental education became compulsory), are not required 
to produce evidence of having passed a Preliminary Examina- 
tion. Candidates for a diploma in Dental Surgery must pro- 
duce certificates of having been engaged during four years 
in professional studies, and of having received three years’ 
instruction in Mechanical Dentistry from a registered prac- 
titioner. One year’s bond-fide apprenticeship with a registered 
dental practitioner, after being registered as a dental student, 
may be counted as of the four years of professional study. 
The three years of instruction in Mechanical Dentistry, or 
any part of them, may be taken by the dental student either 
before or after his registration as a student ; but no year of 
such mechanical instruction will be counted as one of the four 
years of professional study unless taken after registration. 

It is now necessary for anyone practising Dental Surgery in 
this country to register, and no foreign qualifications are ad- 
mitted. Formerly exception was made with regard to the 
Universities of Harvard and Michigan. 


The Loyal College of Surgeons of England grants a 
diploma in Dental Surgery under the following regulations : 
A candidate must produce certificates : 1. Of registration asa 
dental student by the General Medical Council, 299, Oxford- 
street, London, W. 2. Of having been engaged during four 
years in the acquirement of professional knowledge subse- 
quently to the date of such registration. 3. Of having received 
instruction in Chemistry, including Chemical Physics, Practical 
Chemistry, and Materia Medica. 4. Of having attended a 
recognised medical school where he followed (a) a course 
of lectures on Anatomy during not less than six months, or 
one winter session ; (4) a course of lectures on Physiology 
during not less than six months, or one winter session ; 
(c) a separate practical course of Physiology during not less 
than three months; (d) a course of lectures on Surgery 
during not less than six months, or one winter session ; 
(e) a course of lectures on Medicine during not less than six 
months, or one winter session. (Students are required to 
attend examinations, which are held in the several classes.) 
5. Of having performed dissections at a recognised school 
during not less than twelve months. 6. Of having attended 
at a recognised hospital or at hospitalsin the United Kingdom 
the practice of Surgery and clinical lectures on Surgery 
during two winter sessions. 7. Of having attended at a 
recognised school two courses of lectures upon each of the 
following subjects: Dental Anatomy and Physiology (Human 
and Comparative), Dental Surgery, Dental Mechanics, and 
one course of lectures on Metallurgy, by lecturers recognised 
by this College. Students are required to attend examina- 
tions which are held in the several classes. 8. Of having 
deen engaged during a period of not less than three years 


in acquiring a practical familiarity with the details of 
Mechanical Dentistry under the instruction of a competent 
practitioner. In the cases of qualified surgeons evidence of 
a period of not less than two instead of three years of such 
instruction will be sufficient. This instruction may be taken 
prior to the date of registration as a dental student. °9. Of 
having attended at a recognised dertal hospital, or in the 
dental department of a recognised general hospital, the 
practice of Dental Surgery during the period of two years. 
10. Of being twenty-one years of age. (Professional study 
prior to the date of registration as a dental student is 
not recognised except in the case of Chemistry, Practical 
Chemistry, and Materia Medica, and of instruction in the 
details of Mechanical Dentistry—see Clauses 3 and 8). 
Candidates who are members of the College, or who have 
passed the examination in Surgery of the Examining 
Board in England, or who shall produce evidence of 
having passed the examination in Surgery for the licence 
of the Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Ireland, or the Faculty of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Glasgow, or an examination in Surgery for 
a degree in Medicine or Surgery at a University in the United 
Kingdom, will be exempt from re-examination in General 
Surgery and Pathology. A candidate whose qualifications 
are found insufficient will be referred back to his studies, 
and will not be admitted to re-examination within the period 
of six months unless the Board shall otherwise determine. 
The fee for the diploma is £10 10s., not inclusive of any 
stamp duty. 

Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburgh. Incorporated 1505.— 
For the licence in Dental Surgery all candidates must pass a 
preliminary examination in general knowledge and have their 
names inscribed in the Register of Dental Students of the 
General Medical Council. A copy of regulations, giving 
a list of preliminary examinations recognised for obtain- 
ing this licence, as well as of the subjects of the pro- 
fessional examinations, may be obtained from Mr. James 
Robertson, Clerk to the Royal College of Surgeons, at 
1, George-square, Edinburgh. Students who commenced 
their professional education by apprenticeship or attendance 
on lectures before July 22nd, 1878, are exempt from the pre- 
liminary examinations. Candidates must produce certificates 
of having, subsequently to the date of registration, been 
engaged for four years in professional studies, and of three 
years’ instruction in Mechanical Dentistry from a regis- 
tered dental practitioner, except in the case of previously 
registered medical practitioners, when two years will be 
considered sufficient. 1. Candidates who have commenced 
their studies prior to Oct. 1st, 1890, must have attended 
the following curriculum: Anatomy, one winter course ; 
Practical Anatomy and Demonstrations, nine months, or 
Practical Anatomy, nine months ; and Anatomy of Head and 
Neck, one course of twenty lectures ; Physiology, one course 
of not less than fifty lectures ; Chemistry, one winter course ; 
Surgery, one winter course ; Medicine, one winter course ; 
Materia Medica, one course of three months; Practical 
Chemistry and Metallurgy, one course of three months; 
attendance on the practice of Surgery and Clinical Lectures 
on Surgery, at a recognised hospital, one course of six months, 
or two courses of three months. 2. Candidates commencing 
their studies after Oct. 1st, 1890, must have attended the 
following curriculum : Anatomy, one course of six months ; 
Practical Anatomy, twelve months ; Chemistry, one course of 
six months ; Practical Chemistry, one course of three months ; 
Physiology, one course of six months ; Materia Medica, one 
course of three months ; Surgery, one course of six months : 
Medicine, one course of six months; attendance on the 
practice of Surgery, and Clinical Lectures on Surgery, at a 
recognised hospital, six months. These courses must have 
been attended at a University, or in an established school of 
medicine, or in a provincial school specially recognised by the 
College as qualifying for the diploma in Surgery. In addition 
to these courses candidates will be required to have attended 
in a recognised dental hospital, or with teachers recognised by 
the College, the following special courses of lectures and in- 
struction: Dental Anatomy and Physiology (Human and 
Comparative), Dental Surgery and Pathology, Dental 
Mechanics—one course each; two years’ attendance at a 
dental hospital or the dental department of a general hospital, 
recognised by the College. Certificates of attendance on such 
of these courses of the new curriculum as may be respectively 
required will entitle candidates to appear either for the first 
dental examination or for the first and second examinations 
under the four years’ course for the triple qualification as 
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they may select, and subject to the existing regulations for 
-each qualification. Candidates who have passed the first and 
second examinations for the triple qualification under the 
four years’ course will be exempt from the first dental exami- 
nation, and will have the advantage of being admissible either 
to the Final Dental Examination or to the Final Examination 
forthe Triple Qualification, or to both. But the First Dental Exa- 
mination will not be held as equivalent to the first and second 
Triple Examinations, and will admit to the Final Dental Exami- 
nation only. Candidates who are Licentiates of this College, or 
who may be registered medical practitioners, will be required 
to produce certificates of attendance on the special subjects 
only, and will be examined in these only for the Dental 
‘diploma. First Professional Examination: The candidate 
must have attended the courses on Anatomy, Chemistry, and 
Physiology. The examination embraces Anatomy, Chemistry, 
and Physiology. The fee is £4 4s. Second Examination : 
The candidate must have attended the remaining courses of 
the curriculum, must be twenty-one years of age, and must 
pay a fee of £6 6s. The examination embraces Surgery, 
Medicine, Therapeutics, and the special subjects of Dental 
Anatomy and Physiology, Dental Surgery and Pathology, and 
Dental Mechanics. Unsuccessful candidates will be repaid 
£2 2s. in the First and £3 3s. in the Second Examinations. 
‘Candidates who claim exemption from the First Dental 
Examination, on the ground of having passed the First and 
Second Triple Qualification Examinations, will, before being 
admitted to the Second Dental Examination, be required to 
pay the total fee of £10 10s., payable for the Dental diploma, 
of which £3 3s. will be returned in case of rejection. 

Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow.—The 
regulations as to certificates, curriculum, number, and sub- 
jects of examinations, fees &c. are in effect similar tc those 
of the Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh. Special 
provision is made for candidates who intend to qualify both 
in Medicine and in Dentistry. There is an examination in 
Practical Dentistry conducted in a dental hospital. 

Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland.—Al\ information 
concerning the licence in Deutistry may be obtained from the 
Registrar of the College, who will receive the applications of 
candidates for permission to be examined. The bank receipt 
for fees, together with all certificates &c., are to be lodged 
with him at least seven days prior to the day fixed for the 
‘commencement of the examination. The Primary Dental 
Examinations commence on the second Monday in the 
months of February, May, and November. The Final Dental 
Examinations commence on the Thursdays immediately 
following the Primary Dental Examinations. Candidates are 
required to pass three examinations—viz., Preliminary (in 
General Education), Primary Dental, and Final Dental. Pre- 
jiminary Examination.—All examinations in general educa- 
tion recognised by the General Medical Council are accepted 
by the College. Preliminary Examinations are held con- 
jointly by the Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons on 
the third Wednesdays in March and September. Primary 
Dental Examination, £10 10s. ; re-examination, if rejected, 
£5 5s. Every candidate’ is required, before admission 
to the Primary Dental Examination, to produce evidence : 
<1) of having passed a recognised preliminary examination 
and of having been registered as a medical or dental student 
by the General Medical Council ; (2) of having, subsequently 
‘to registration as a dental or medical student, attended at a 
recognised medical school the following winter courses : one 
course, Lectures on Practical Anatomy ; two courses, 
Demonstrations and Dissections ; one course, Lectures on 
‘Theoretical Chemistry ; one course, Lectures on Physiology ; 
Practical Histology; and a summer or winter course of 
Practical Chemistry, including Metallurgy; (3) of having 
attended a Medico-Chirurgical Hospital for two sessions of 
nine months each. The subjects of this examination are: 
(1) Physics ;? (2) Chemistry, including Metallurgy; (3) 
Anatomy ; (4) Physiology and Histology ; and (5) Surgery. 
Final Examination. — Candidates holding L.R.C.S.I. or 
students who have passed Primary Dental or Third Pro- 
fessional Examination of the College, £10 10s.; re-exami- 
mation, £5 5s. Fees for Final Examination of all other 


1 Candidates educated in England or Scotland are admitted to the 
Primary Dental Examination on the production of the certificates that 
would be necessary for both Primary and Final {Examinations in their 
own countries. 

2 Candidates who have passed in Chemistry and Physics at a First

candidates, £26 5s. ; re-examination, £10 10s. Extra fee 
for Special Examination, £5 5s. Candidates must produce 
evidence of having passed the l’rimary Dental Examina- 
tion of this College, or the Third Professional Examination 
under the Conjoint Board with the Royal College of I’hy- 
sicians in Ireland, or with the Apothecaries’ Hall, or an 
equivalent examination recognised by the College, and are 
required to produce certificates of having attended : (1) the 
following courses of lectures recognised by the College: Dental 
Surgery and Pathology (two courses), Dental Mechanics (two 
courses), Dental Anatomy and Dental Physiology (one 
course) ; (2) for two years the practice of a dental hospital 
recognised by the College, or of the dental department of a 
general hospital so recognised ; (3) of having been engaged 
in acquiring a knowledge of Dentistry for at least forty-five 
months (four academic years) subsequent to registration ; 
(4) of having been engaged during a period of not less 
than three years in acquiring a practical familiarity 
with the details of Mechanical Dentistry under the in- 
struction of a competent registered dentist. Candidates 
holding a diploma in Surgery shall be admissible to 
the Final Dental Examination on producing certificates of 
having attended : (1) One course of Lectures on Dental 
Sargery and Pathology; (2) One course of Lectures on 
Dental Mechanics ; (3) For one year the practice of a Dental 
Hospital recognised by the College, or of the Dental Depart- 
ment of a General Hospital so recognised, where such 
attendance has been subsequent to the date of diploma. 
This remission (3) has been made on the understanding 
that the surgeon devotes his whole time to dental work; 
(4) of having been engaged during a period of not less than 
two years in acquiring a practical familiarity with the details 
of Mechanical Dentistry under the instruction of a com- 
petent registered dentist. ‘The following are the subjects of 
examination: Dental Surgery, Theoretical (including Dental 
Pathology), Clinical, and Operative; Dental Mechanics, 
Theoretical, Clinical, and Practical (including the Metallurgy 
of the workshop), and Dental Anatomy and Physiology. 
Examinations for the Licence in Dentistry sine curricula : 
The Council has power to admit to examination, sine curriculo, 
candidates whose names are on the Dental Register, pub- 
lished under the direction of the General Medical Council, 
and who are unable to furnish the certificates required by 
the foregoing regulations, on presentation of a special 
schedule of application. 


TEACHING INSTITUTIONS. 
ENGLAND. 

Dental Hospital of London and School of Dental Surgery, 
Leicester-square.—The school was founded to provide the 
special dental education required by the Royal College of 
Surgeons for the licence in Dental Surgery. The general 

rt of the curriculum may be taken at any general hospital. 
The hospital is open from 9 A.M. to4P.M., there being one 
staff for the morning and another for the afternoon of each 
day. There is a good mechanical laboratory, under Mr. A. J. 
Watts, and opportunity is afforded students of gaining 
practical experience in taking models and fitting dentures 
into the mouth. The demonstrators at the commencement 
of each session give a course of lectures on Operative Dental 
Surgery. The five house surgeoncies are held for six months 
each, and are open to all qualified students. The lecturers 
in addition to their lectures, give special demonstrations on 
the Microscopy of Dental Anatomy and Dental Surgery. The 
lecturer on Dental Mechanics also gives practical demonstra- 
tions in the mechanical laboratory. A scholarship of the 
value of £20 has been founded by Sir Edwin Saunders and 
will be awarded to the student who has obtained the highest 
aggregate number of marks in the five class examinations— 
viz., the four Lecturers’ Prizes, the Operating Prize—and in 
additional special vivd-voce examinations in Practical 
Dentistry. Prizes and certificates are awarded by the 
lecturers for the best examinations in the subjects of their 
respective courses, at the end of the summer and winter 
sessions. Arrangements have been made for a prize in 
Operative Dentistry. A prize of the value of 5 guineas is 
given by Messrs. Ash and Sons for the best essay on some 
surgical subject connected with Dental Surgery. The con- 
ditions under which this prize is to be competed for are the 
same as those for the Saunders Scholarship, with this excep- 
tion, that the papers are to be written in the hospital during 
the summer session.

The Rymer Medal for General Proficiency, 
value £5, is awarded annually to the most meritorious 
student ; and the Ash Prize, value £3 3s., for a Thesis 
on a subject in Dental Surgery. General fee for special 
lectures required by the curriculum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England, £15 15s. For the Two Years’ Hospital 
Practice required, £15 15s. Total fee for the Special 
Lectures and Hospital Practice required, £31 10s. Single 
Courses : Dental Anatomy and Physiology, Dental Surgery 
and Pathology, Operative Dental Surgery, and Dental 
Mechanics, each, one course, £2 12s. 6d.; two courses, £4 4s. ; 
Dental Metallurgy, one course, £3 3s.; two courses, £5 5s.;

Committee, twelve months, £9 9s. Information respecting 
the Hospital Practice and the College may be obtained from 
the Dean, Mr. Sidney Spokes, who attends at the Hospital, 
Great Portland-street, on Tuesday mornings. 

Guy's Hospital.—The work of the Dental Department 
begins daily at 9 A.M. both in the extraction rooms and 
in the conservation room. The Extraction Rooms: Patients 
are admitted between 9 and 10.30 A.M., and are seen by the 
assistant dental surgeon for the day, the dental house sur- 
geon, the assistant dental house surgeon, and the dressers. 
Such cases as are suitable for conservative treatment are 
transferred to the conservation room, taking with them a 
dental chart to indicate the treatment required. The Con- 
servation Room: This room is under the charge of one of the 
assistant dental house surgeons from 9 A.M. till the com- 
pletion of the extractions, and he receives patients transferred 
from the extraction rooms and allots the cases to the dressers. 
The assistant dental surgeons of the day demonstrate a 
filling or one of the operations of dental surgery every day 
at 11 A M. and 1 P.M. respectively. 

Admission to the General and Special Lectures and 
Demonstrations, and to the Hospital and Dental Practice, 
requisite for the diploma in Dental Surgery of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England, may be obtained : (1) 
by a ticket which gives admission to the Special Lectures 
and Demonstrations and Dental Practice only on payment 
of 50 guineas on entrance ; (2) by a ticket which gives ad- 
mission to the General Lectures, Demonstrations, and Hospital 
Practice required for the L.D.8.Eng. on payment of £60 
paid on entrance, or 60 guineas paid in instalments of 30 
guineas at the beginning of the first year and 30 guineas 
at the beginning of the second year; (8) a ticket which 
gives admission to the General and Special Lectures and 
Demonstrations, and to the Hospital and Dental Practice 
required for the L.D.S.Eng., may be obtained by payment of 
£110 on entrance, or of 60 guineas at the beginning of the 
first year and 50 guineas at the beginning of the second year. 
From these fees the reduction mentioned in No. 2 will be 
made ; (4) the inclusive fee for students entering for the 
course of instruction for the M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., and L.D.S. 
Eng. is £190 paid in one sum, or 190 guineas paid by instal- 
ments at the commencement of each academical year. 
Students who pay this inclusive fee are allowed to pursue 
their study of Dentistry during any period of their medical 
course most convenient to themselves, without further 
charge. 

London Hospital.—Mr. Barrett gives practical instruction 
during the winter session on Tuesdays at 9 A.M., and during 
the summer session on Tuesdays and Thursdays at the same 
hour. Theattention ofdental students is particularly directed 
to the fact that the Council of the Royal College of Surgeons 
recognises the dental department of the London Hospital as a 
school at which may be obtained the dental practice neces- 
sary to qualify a student for the examination for the Denta} 
diploma. Dental students may also obtain the general 
medical education (apart from certain lectures to be attended 
at the dental school) and the dental practice necessary for 
the diploma at the London Hospital School. In selecting 
from candidates for the office of Dental Assistant 
priority will be given to those who have attended the 
greatest number of lectures on Dental Pathology and 
Surgery, and have also been the most punctual in attendance 
in the dental department on the Tuesday mornings. During 
the summer a class for special instruction in filling teeth will 
be formed by Mr. Barrett. 

Mason College, Birmingham.—Ti 2 teaching of Dentistry is 
undertaken by the Mason College, acting in association with 
the Birmingham Dental Hospital and the Birmingham Clinical 
Board, sothat the students may fully qualify themselves for 
the Dental diploma of the Royal Colleges. There is a special 
and well-equipped Dental Museum and Laboratory. Special 
courses of lectures are delivered on Medical and Surgical 
Diseases of the Mouth, &c., and there is a special course of 
Practical Dental Histology. An Entrance Exhibition, value 
£15, is awarded annually at the commencement of the winter 
session. Medals and honour certificates are awarded annually 
in the various classes. 

Liverpool Dental Hospital, Mount Pleasant.—The Liverpool 
Dental Hospital, founded in the year 1864, combines the work 
of a most useful charity with all the advantages of a dental 
school recognised by all the licensing bodies of Great Britain 
and Ireland. During the past winter the whole of the top 
storey has been converted into one large operating room 
capable of accommodating fifty chairs. In its construction 
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special attention has been paid to the ventilation and 
lighting ; the electric light alone is employed for operating 
during the evening. Each chair has been provided with a 
specially constructed canting pendant which can be fixed at 
any angle. ‘The chairs are of the well-known Morrison 
pattern, which, together with other fittings and fixtures, 
render this room one of the finest in the kingdom. ‘There 
is an abundant daily supply of patients. Over 23,000 
cases were treated during last year. The hospital staff 
consists of twelve honorary dental surgeons, one of whom 
is present each morning and evening. In addition to 
these there are one cr more house surgeons to superintend 
all the hospital werk and devote themselves to clinical 
teaching, advising and helping the students in their studies. 
Every facility is afforded to students who are anxious to 
acquire proficiency in Dental Surgery and to prepare them- 
selves for the Dental diploma of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons. The fee for the two years’ Dental Hospital Practice re- 
quired by the Royal College of Surgeons is £12 12s., which must 
be paid on entrance. Fee as a perpetual student, £15 15s. 
Composition fee for all Lectures: a payment of £50 on 
entrance, or in two equal instalments (one half on entrance 
and the remainder within twelve months). Fee for General 
Hospital Practice, £10 10s. All communications relating to 
the medical department should be addressed to Professor 
Gotch, Dean of the Medical Faculty, University College ; 
and all communications relating to the Dental Hospital 
should be addressed to R. Edwards, 50, Mount Pleasant.

THE COST OF MEDICAL EDUCATION. 


THE cost of passing a candidate for medical qualifications 
through his student career involves much beyond the mere 
payment of school fees ; and in order that those interested in 
arriving at the whole amount of this expense may have some 
trustworthy materials for forming an opinion, the Editors of 
THE LANCET have brought together such information as they 
have been able to obtain by personal communications 
addressed to a considerable number of medical students. 
These communications passed some thre years ago and the 
result has already been made public; but as we are to day 
repeating for the benefit of new readers much that has pre- 
viously appeared in our columns, our statement would hardly 
be complete unless this part of the case were also put forward 
in the present connexion. 

It may be useful to explain precisely the source from which 
our information has been derived. A schedule of questions 
having been drawn up, it was, by the aid of the deans and 
registrars of the various medical schools, placed in the hands 
of a certain number of selected students, who were asked to 
furnish in the form of replies the data from which our own 


statement could be prepared. ‘ 
It will be readily supposed that the record so compiled 
exhibits a great many varieties and inequalities, since 
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personal habits necessarily have a great, even a pre- 
ponderating, effect upon the result. Still the returns are 
sufliciently numerous to yield averages, and it is easy to 
see that the average man spends more money in the metro- 
politan centres than in the provinces, and that the standard 
of living and the cost of maintaining a given standard both 
vary from place to place. ‘The most complete statement that 
we have received comes from a student at the Leeds school, 
where great economy in the matter of personal expenses 
appears to prevail. ‘This return slightly generalised may 
serve asatype. ‘The student in question finds it necessary 
to occupy the one room which serves his parposes during ten 
months of the year, for which the—

This case is exceptional in more respects than one, although 
it is by no means unique save in respect of the fulness with 
which details are given. It is not, however, in many instances 
that such a high standard of economy can be attained. A 
- words upon the various items enumerated will make this 


ear. 

The cost of rent is here exceptionally light, and this 
naturally enough is a charge which varies greatly with the 
locality. One student who occupies rooms in a very desirable 
suburb of London pays £2 a week on this account alone, but 
his case is more exceptional in the opposite direction than 
that of the Leeds man quoted above. In the matter of rent 
private lodgings in London are not on an average more costly 
than in most provincial towns, and rule—as the merchants 
say—at about 15s. a week. Our returns show that they vary 
from 9s. to the maximum of 40s. already mentioned. It 
is very usual in London for two or three students to live 
together, messing as a party and having a common sitting- 
room. 

Referring to other centres, the rent of lodgings in Edin- 
burgh is probably slightly less than in London ; in Dublin 
about the same asin the English metropolis. In Edinburgh 
there is a sort of residential club known as University Hall, 
which affords facilities of social intercourse and mutual 
aid, as, for example, in the lending of books, which is 
practised systematically amongst the resident students. In 
addition to these amenities, the institution secures them 
lodgings at a very moderate monthly rent. Glasgow lodgings 
again run at about the same level, whilst in Birmingham the 
average of our returns is cheaper still, not exceeding lls. a 
week. ‘The cheapest district of which we have any full 
information is Aberdeen, where both in the matter of rent 
and of food our correspondents speak of an economy that is 
altogether exceptional, and indeed in one instance reaches the 
extreme limit for rent of 3s. 6d. a week in summer and 4s. 6d. 
in winter, the additional shilling representing the cost of 
fuel to cope with the Scottish winter. It should, however, be 
added that in this case our correspondent shares rooms with 
another student, thus minimising their cost. One of our cor- 
respondents from this town confesses to living in better style 
and more expensively than the majority of the students at a 
cost for rent not exceeding 14s. a week ; and another, who 
illustrates in his own case the system of sharing rooms, 
says that under that system ‘‘a student can live in Aberdeen 
well and comfortably for the small sum of 12s. a week’’; and 
he proceeds to avouch cases in which men have lived and 
fared well at an inclusive charge for board, lodging, coals, 
and gas of 10s. aweek. In towns like Cork and Leeds the 
average rises above this limit, but probably 15s. a week is 
here almost a maximum charge. In the Irish provincial 
towns particularly the rent of rooms is very low, 5s. and 6s. 
being by no means below the average. A somewhat higher 
rent is asked, but still ranging about 10s. a week, in English 
provincial towns, such as Stockton, or Rugby, or Devonport ; 
but residence in these involves constant railway travelling, 
and would hardly be adapted for the purposes of a student’s 
career, unless some special considerations influenced the 


decision with which fine questions of comparative expense 
would not come into competition. ; 

There remains to be mentioned the lodging accommodation 
afforded by residential colleges, hospitals, and the like insti- 
tutions. But concerning these a word may suffice. The 
advantages of residence in a college are manifold, but they 
are chietly of the intellectual and social kind. The cost is 
not less than that of private lodgings thriftily selected. 
There may also be in some instances impatience on the 
part of the student of the control imposed by the regula- 
tions, which are necessarily devised for the orderly conduct 
of such institutions. Nevertheless, the select society, and 
even the inevitable restraint, of such institutions are of great 
service, especially to young students who have reason to 
dread nothing more than solitude and an irresponsible control 
of any considerable proportion of their own time. On the 
other hand, the cost of board and lodging in such institu- 
tions is not greater than the average cost of the same accom- 
modation in private lodgings in their neighbourhood. The 
following is a list of London schools for medical students, 
complete so far as the editors have been able to make it, 
which have residential colleges attached :—St. Bartholo-. 
mew’s Hospital, Guy’s Hospital, King’s College, St. Mary’s. 
Hospital, and Middlesex Hospital. 

At many schools a register is kept of suitable lodgings. 
which can be recommended to students. It is known that 
such registers are kept at the following schools, but it is 
feared that the list is imperfect:—London Hospital, 
St. Thomas’s Hospital, Westminster Hospital, Aberdeen 
University, Anderson’s College, Glasgow, and the Catholic 
University, Dublin. 

A very excellent plan, and one that involves no inordinate 
expense, is to place a student in the honse of a medical 
practitioner in the neighbourhood of the school which he is 
attending. It will be found that when the educational 
facilities thus placed in his way are taken into account, in 
addition to the mere commercial value of his board and 
lodging, the arrangement is usually a very economical 
one. The opportunities for doing this are, of course, not 
unlimited, but they are sufficiently numerous to merit men- 
tion here. 

Passing to the next item in our typical account, that of 
food, we may observe that here again our Leeds correspondent 
has set a standard which will be rarely attainable. It can be 
paralleled in a very few instances only from our returns. 
The cost of board is generally not less than that of lodging, 
and may fairly be taken at about the same figure. As a 
matter of fact, the similarity is closer than would be at first 
supposed, and, speaking broadly, it may be said that where 
the one item is low the other is low also. It would seem as 
if the prevalence of high prices or of low prices, as the case 
may be, affects both items, and affects them equally. It 
would then be more proper in an ordinary case to put this. 
item down at £30 a year than at £15. The remaining items 
in the statement may be accepted without much comment, 
except perhaps that which is entered under the head of 
clothes. This is an item of expenditure not properly charge- 
able to the education account, since the student would in any 
case be clothed, and the amount expended upon his ward- 
robe will be determined by his personal habits, and in no 
sense by his professional studies. 

It is very undersirable, and a matter to which more than 
one of our correspondents has referred in a tone of irritation, 
that the incidental expenses should be overlooked. We have 
already alluded to them above, but it seems not unimportant, 
for the purpose of preventing misunderstanding, to refer 
more pointedly and specifically to them here. The com- 
position fee which is published by the various schools, and 
is in a sense a comprehensive charge, may easily be sup- 
posed to be more comprehensive than it is. A glance at 
our tables will show exactly how it is arrived at and 
what it covers. Broadly it may be said to include all the 
professorial fees; but it does not include books—this is a 
matter of course. Equally it does not include instruments, 
and these two items together cannot be fairly written down 
at less than £8 a year in an ordinary case. Many circum- 
stances may occur to falsify this estimate. A successful 
student may largely supply himself with books by prize 
winning, or access to a suitable library may minimise his 
personal reqirements in this respect. With instruments, 
bones, parts for dissection, and the like, the case is some- 
what different, and the expenditure under these heads can 


only be avoided at the expense of the student’s education. A 
niggard hand in such matters makes therefore a grievous 
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mistake, and this should be clearly appreciated at first, 
otherwise the temptation to undue parsimony will be 
supported by a grudging mind. Another item which is for 
very good reason omitted from the composition payment 
is the charge for examination fees. The reason of this 
will be at once apparent if it is only considered that 
the teaching bodies and the examining bodies are dis- 
tinct, and that whereas the composition fee represents a 
sum payable to institutions of the former class, the ex- 
amination fees are receivable by institutions exercising the 
examining function. It will be hard to quarrel with an 
arrangement which is justified by the importance of paying the 
fee to the right person. Less obvious, but of the same kind, 
is the explanation of the circumstance that tutorial fees 
are not included in the composition. Many students pass 
through their curriculum by the aid of lectures and profes- 
sorial instruction only. ‘his is very possible when only 
crucial examinations are attempted ; but for competitive 
examinations additional instruction is generally an indispen- 
sable preparatory. Sach additional instruction must of 
course be paid for, but its occasional character prohibits 
its inclusion with the indispensable items in the com- 
prehensive payment. From what has last been said it 
will be perceived that the cost of the professional course, 
especially in these latter items, will be largely affected by 
the nature of the qualification upon which the student 
sets his mind.

UNITED HOSPITALS ATHLETICS. 


AMONGST the many difficulties which beset the student 
on his first joining a London hospital is the question—and 
it is one concerning which there is often considerable lack of 
information whether at the outset he will be able to devote 
any of his time to the various branches of athletics, and, if 
so, what pariicular branch will occupy his attention. The 
answer to this will, of course, depend largely on the character 
of the individual himself, and many men, fresh from school 
or university—where facilities for sport are plentifal 
and grounds are close at hand—finding all the conditions 
under which hospital athletics are carried on so different 
from what they have been accustomed to, lack sufficient 
energy to make the railway journey or to inconvenience them- 
selves in the hundred and one different ways necessary in 
London before a game of cricket or football can be enjoyed ; 
bat, if only the effort is made and persevered in, the result 


will amply repay the trouble taken. Very few men can be 
always at work, and spare time is apt to fall heavily upon one’s 
hands unless some occupation be found ; and, to quote high 
authority, we find in the new edition of Quain’s Dictionary 
of Medicine, in an article on Mental Fatigue, the statement 
that the best antidote to that disorder is free bodily exercise 
in the open air. Moreover, not to take so selfish a view of 
the question, each student should bring to bear on the pro- 
gress of his hospital the same esprit de corps which every 
public schoolboy feels in the welfare of his school. It must 
be admitted that, unfortunately, at the hospital, as else- 
where, sport is often permitted to supplant work ; but there 
should be little difficulty in finding the happy mean, and 
a glance at the names of the staffs of some of the leading 
hospitals will reveal men who have been well known in the 
athletic world, showing that it is possible to combine both 
with advantage. 

Under the present system of the five years curriculum it is 
easier now than formerly to devote two afternoons, or one at 
least, a week to sport, and a great choice of pursuits is open 
to the student. Those who lack the requisite skill, or who 
feel indisposed for the greater exertion entailed by cricket. 
and football, can find recreation in runs with the newly 
formed cycling club or on the hospital tennis courts, or may 
suit themselves in one of the volunteer corps, whilst at one or 
two of the hospitals rowing and swimming receive their share 
of patronage, and we believe that a golf club is in process of 
formation. 

The question of expense need not seriously deter the 
would-be athlete, as, under the ‘‘amalgamated clubs ’’ system, 
which is now adopted by nearly all the hospitals, a sum of 
three guineas will admit the student to all the various socia) 
and athletic branches of the club for the whole of the curri- 
culum, und the secretaries of students’ clubs in any of the 
medical schools will be only too glad to give any infor- 
mation. 

Looking back on the past year, it will be noticed that, 
individually, athletics at the hospitals have been of a higb 
order ; the amount of enthusiasm evinced in the progress of 
each hospital—particularly in some of the smaller medica} 
schools which have to struggle against greas odds—is worthy 
of all commendation ; but there is a lamentable lack of 
enterprise in the doings of the United Hospitals as a whole. 
Eight or ten years ago the United Hospitals could, in either 
of the national games, place a very formidable team in the 
field, but now a different order holds good. Last year the 
United Hospitals cricket team played only one match, and 
the Rugby football team none at all. This state of affairs is 
no doubt largely due to the fact that many of the best 
athletes at the hospitals are fond of playing for outside 
clubs, a practice which cannot be too strongly deprecated. 
Each member, until ‘‘ out of his year,’’ should play, as far as 
possible, for his hospital, or the United Hospitals, alone. 

With regard to the various competitions, the greatest 
amount of interest usually centres in the Rugby Football 
Challenge Cup, which again fell to St. Thomas’s, who also 
retained possession of the cups for lawn tennis and rifle 
shooting. Guy’s proved their supremacy in cricket and 
Association footbali, St. Bartholomew’s obtained the much- 
coveted Athletics’ Challenge Shield after an exciting com- 
petition, and the rowing cup fell to St. George’s. 

The FoorspALL CHALLENGE Cup fell, as above 
stated, to St. Thomas’s, who possessed a very powerfu) 

forward team. After defeating Guy’s in the ante-final round 
by the narrow majority of one dropped goal, they were suc- 
cessful over University College in the final by no less than 
ten tries to one. ‘Their team was made up as follows -

J. Ogilvie (three-quarter backs), A. Montague, A. Rotherham

The AssocIATION FooTBALL Cup fell to Guy’s, who 
defeated the holders, St. Bartholomew’s, in the second 
round, and, meeting Middlesex in the final, won a hard and 
fast game by four goals to one.

Only two hospitals entered for the Rowing Cup— 
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St. Thomas’s and St. George's. The latter being the only one 
to go into any strict training for the event, proved an easy 
winner by five lengths. Their crew was made up as follows: 

Ransome, W. Thomas, I. T. Fison (stroke), 
and A. Thomas (cox). 

A race for Junior Fours fell to St. Thomas’s. 

In the competition for the ATHLETIC SHIELD St. Bartholo- 
mew’s gained the day by the narrow majority of six points 
over Guy’s, who were second. S§. V. Cornish was of great 
use to St. Bartholomew’s, whilst the well-known athletes, 
A. T. Bell and H. A. Munro, were conspicuous for Guy’s, 
though Bell was unfortunate in having a bad ankle. ‘Three 
previous hospital records were lowered. A detailed account 
was given in THE LANCET of July 21st. It was a matter of 
great regret that the matches arranged with Edinburgh and 
Yale Universities fell through. 

The Volunteer movement has always received considerable 
support from the hospitals, the 21st Middlesex (the Artists) 
being the favourite corps. For the last eight years an 
INTER-HOSPITAL CHALLENGE CUP bas been an annual 
event in the Bisley week, ard has each time been won by 
St. Thomas’s, who have, however, narrowly escaped defeat 
on two occasions—once in 1890, when they were only four 
points ahead of Guy's, and again this year, when Charing- 
cross came within six of their total of 286. Three other 
hospitals competed—St. Mary’s, Guy’s, and St. George's. 

In view of the great success which attended the BoxING 
CoMPETITIONS held in the spring of last year, it seems a 
pity that sufficient support was not forthcoming to enable 
them to be held this year; but this is a matter which can 
easily be remedied. 

Of the newly formed CycLInG CLUB or the proposed GOLF 
CLUB the time has hardly yet arrived to speak, but there 
seems to be little doubt that they will fill a long-felt want. 

The CRICKET CUP was again, for the fifth time, won by 
Guy’s, who possess a team considerably above the average, 
including as it does several county players. Joyce was very 
useful both as a bowler and batsman. ‘The fielding of the 
team, though subject to considerable variations, was at times 
brilliant. ‘fhe eleven consisted of A. Perks, C. A. Trouncer, 
W. Hancock, C. J. Francis, E. 'T. Sporland, F. 8. Nichclls, 
J. H. Joyce, R. B. Stamford, K. B. Alexander, N. H. Pike, 
and P. C. Prince.

ENGLISH QUARANTINE AND IMPERIAL 
SUBVENTIONS. 

DuRING one of the closing sittings of the House of 
Commons, when supply was under consideration, Sir F. S. 
Powell moved to reduce the vote for the Privy Council by 
£1414, the cost of carrying on our last vestige of the old 
quarantine system—namely, the maintenance of two hulks 
and a staff of men at the Motherbank, in the Solent. The 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Treasury then announced that 
this was the last year that the amount should appear in the 
votes, since a Bill was in preparation for doing away with 
this final remnant of an antiquated system of sanitary 
defence. ‘The quarantine establishment at the Motherbank 
probably owes its long-sustained existence solely out of 
consideration for commercial purposes, and especially in 
order to meet the views of South American States. Being 
situated at one point of the coast only, it could not pretend to 
deal with any arrivals except those in our southern ports ; 
and although there is much doubt as to the limitation 
of the powers of quarantine officers under our Quaran- 
tine Act, and the Orders in Council made under it, it 
was generally admitted that only yellow fever and possibly 
plague would be subjected to quarantine restrictions by the 
Privy Council. But on the only occasion in modern times 
when we really had yellow fever imported the ship went to 
Swansea instead of to Southampton, and the disease was 
dealt with by the local sanitary authority in an ordinary 
«common-sense manner, and the mischief soon abated. Yellow 
fever needs less, rather than more, restrictions than are called 
for in the case of cholera by reason of the conditions of 
climate under which alone it can spread ; and if we find it 
advantageous and proper to do without quarantine in the 
ease of cholera we can certainly abandon the system for the 
other two exotic diseases for which it has hitherto been 
professedly maintained. ‘The Government will probably be 
glad to be quit of the Motherbank expenses because so long 
as they were maintained to deal with a danger which hardly 
exists it was difficult to maintain that Imperial subventions 
to keep out a much greater danger--namely, cholera—were 
contrary to the principles of English sanitary legislation. 


DR. BEAVEN RAKE OF TRINIDAD. 


WITH great regret we learn that a telegram has been 
received at the Colonial Office announcing the death 
from fever, at the early age of thirty-six, of Dr. Beaven 
Rake, Government surgeon and Director of the Leper Hos- 
pital in Trinidad. No particulars are as yet to band, except 
that the sad event cccurred on Aug. 24th Dr. Beaven 
Rake had made for himself a very high reputation as one 
of the greatest living authorities on leprosy ; and it was a 


matter of general satisfaction when « few years ago he was 
nominated by the Royal College of Physicians to be one of 
the Commissioners sent out to India by the ‘‘ National 
Leprosy Fund.’’ He has been a prolific and able contri- 
butor to THE LANCET and other journals, and his valuable 
observations will always be a mine of wealth to other 
investigators in the domain of leprosy. His amiable dis- 
position and sterling qualities attracted around him an 
army of sincere friends, and his loss will be widely felt 
within and without the profession. He leaves a widow 
and three little sons. 


INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF HYGIENE, 
BUDAPEST. 


THE SEMMELWEIS MONUMENT. 


THE first Act of the Congress once duly declared open 
by His Imperial and Royal Highness the Archduke Charles 
Louis, will be a gracious act of homage to the greatest of 
Hungarian sanitary reformers. The whole Congress will 
proceed in a body to the cemetery to assist at the unveiling 
of a monumental tombstone placed over the grave of the late 
Professor Semmelweis. We are able to give a sketch of this 
monument. A funeral oration will be delivered by Dr. 
Ferdinand Hiippe, Professer at Prague.

Ignatius Phillipps Semmelweis, born in 1818 at Buda, was 
one of the many children of a shopkeeper, who gave his son a 
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good preliminary education in the city of his birth, and at 
the age of nineteen sent him to the University of Vienna, 
which he entered as a law student in 1837; but having 
been once taken by a friend to an anatomy lecture he 
abandoned law for medicine, which he studied under 
Professors Rokitansky and Skoda, whose friendship and help 
he was fortunate enough to win by his diligence, intelligence, 
and energy. Eventually in 1844 he graduated as M.D., and 
decided to take up midwifery and its allied sciences as his 
speciality. He applied for the post of assistant to Dr. Klein, 
the then director of the Maternity Department of the All- 
gemeine Krankenhaus, to which he was appointed in 1846. 
Puerperal fever was at that time very rife in this department, 
the mortality being seldom under 5 per cent., while during 
one period of twenty months (1841-43) it had been 16 per 
cent. Many expedients were tried to alter this state of 
things, among them the division of the department into two 
clinics, one under Dr. Klein where students alone were 
taught, the other in which midwives were trained. The 
mortality was found to be much greater in the former than 
in the latter—9 27 to 3:38 per cent. Dr. Klein’s clinic was 
also removed to another building, but without avail. The 
high rate of mortality had a very deep effect on Semmelweis 
and caused him to set to work to discover the ‘‘ mysterious 
cause.’’ He noticed that the seasons of the year had no 
very appreciable effect on the mortality and that women 
delivered outside the clinic in Vienna and the neighbour- 
hood had a much lower percentage. Semmelweis, therefore, 
came to the conclusion that the cause must be local ; but 
before he could make further investigations he was called 
upon to resign his post in favour of a senior, being, however, 
soon re-elected for a term of two years. About this time his 
friend Koletschka died from pyemia following a dissection 
wound. Semmelweis compared the symptoms which led to 
this death with those of puerperal fever, and came to the 
conclusion that the latter, like the former, were caused by 
decomposing animal matter, which he traced to the hands of 
professors and students, who were often summoned from the 
dissecting-rooms to do duty in the clinic and merely washed 
their hands hastily with soap and water, thus conveying 
particles of decomposing animal matter on the skin and 
under the nails directly to the genitals of parturient women 
during examination. 

Convinced of the correctness of his views, in May, 1847, 
Semmelweis ordered that the hands of all those making 
examinations should first be washed in chlorine water, and 
the death-rate fell in six months from 12°24 per cent. to 3:04 
percent. He also noticed a series of eleven fatal cases of 
puerperal fever occurring in twelve women who had been 
examined directly after a case of cancer of the uterus, which 
confirmed him in the correctness of the conclusion that ‘‘not 
only do particles from dead bodies set up septic fever, but 
also any material in a state of decomposition proceeding 
from a living organism.”’ 

Semmelweis, aided by the encouragement and codperation 
of many eminent men—such as Rokitansky, Skoda, Hebra, 
and Helm in Vienna, Michaelis in Kiel, Tilanus in Amsterdam, 
and Arnett in Paris,—roused the interest of the profession all 
over Europe ; while in this country Dr. Routh communicated 
a paper to the Royal Medical and Chirurgical Society in 
1849. As long as Semmelweis was content to work in a 
subordinate position as an assistant he was left undisturbed 
in his efforts at improvement, but when his views became a 
topic of public attention not only he, but his friends, especi- 
ally Skoda, became objects of malevolent attacks, particu- 
larly in Vienna. 

In 1850 Semmelweis returned to Pest after having vainly 
sought re-election to the post which he had held, and per- 
mission to become a regular privat-docent at Vienna. He 
was appointed obstetric physician to the Rokus Hospital in 
Pest, and during his tenure of office (1851-56) the death-rate 
was 0°85 per cent. He wrote on the Treatment of Fibroid 
Tumours and Uterine Hemorrhages, and performed ovario- 
tomy; but the great work of his life was ‘‘ Die Aetiologie,’’ in 
which he fully explains his views on puerperal fever and ex- 
presses himself with much bitterness at the constant opposi- 
tion to, and misrepresentation of, his discoveries. He also 
wished that ‘‘all Governments would enact laws having 
for their object the saving of the lives of women who are 
being decimated at present’’; to prevent this he taught 
that ‘‘the fatal virus must not be brought in contact 
with the genital organs, a calamity which is unhappily 
effected by the very hands whose duty it is to do all 
in their power to preserve life.'’ The opposition to his 


doctrines, of the trath of which he was himself thoroughly 
convinced, seemed to him to be nothing but vindictiveness; and 
on every opportunity, even when lecturing on other subjects, 
he would recur to his grievances. ‘It is my duty,’’ he would 
say, ‘‘to consider only the lives of patients who are now 
being sacrificed by thousands’’; and again: ‘“‘In a large 
number of Jecture-rooms philippics are being delivered 
against my views, teaching the purely epidemic nature of 
puerperal fever, from which it follows that successive crowds 
of septic inoculators are sent out on the public.’’ He became 
morose and desponding. ‘The peculiarity of his conduct 
occasioned great misgivings to his friends. ‘The final crash 
came in July, 1865. While at a meeting of professors at 
Pest he got up to make a report about an appointment, but 
instead read out a solemn oath, which he proposed that every 
practitioner and midwife should be obliged to take to

use antiseptics. There could be no longer any doubt as to 
the real state of his mind. He was removed on July 20th to 
an asylum at Vienna, where he spent the few remaining 
weeks of his life. He died in the Allgemeine Krankenhaue. 
on Aug. 17th, 1865. ‘The proximate cause of his death was 
not cerebral affection but pyzmia, the very disease to the 
study of which he had given the best years of his life. He 
had performed an operation on an infant and wounded his 
right hand, which was followed by a whitlow ; pyemia and 
death ensued. In 1890, at the instance of his relatives, the 
remains of Semmelweis were removed to Budapest and re- 
interred there amid manifestations of universal sympathy and 
respect. 

After this event the idea of a permanent public memorial 
was mooted by the professors of the University, and a com- 
mittee was formed to erect an international monument to. 
Semmelweis, with Professor Kézsmirszky as its president. 
Sir Spencer Wells, in accordance with a request from 
Budapest, kindly undertook to organise a British committee, 
and a meeting was held at the Royal College of Physicians of 
London on Oct. 24th, 1892, at which the late Sir Andrew 
Clark took the chair. Subscriptions were limited to one 
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guinea. ‘The committee held several meetings and remitted 
to Badapest nearly 1100 florins. On Sept. 2nd next an 
oration on Semmelweis will be given in the Academy of 
Sciences at Budapest by l’rofessor Hiippe of Prague, after 
which the memorial will be unveiled by Professor Kézs- 
miarszky. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Innsbruck, Aug. 26th. 

While it may still be in time for those Dritish delegates 
who are starting late for the Congress, I would send a word of 
warning as to the difficulty of finding sleeping accommoda- 
tion at Innsbruck. This delightful station, situated in the 
midst of gorgeous Tyrolean mountains and scenery, is now 
overstocked with visitors. By far the most beautiful route to 
lbudapest is by the 8.35 p.m. train from Paris, Eastern Rail- 
way Station. The train passes from Bile through the north of 
Switzerland, and skirts the lake of Zurich and the romantic 
banks of the Wallen See. The luggage is examined at Buch, on 
the Austrian frontier, and then the line makes for the upper 
valleys of the Tyrolean Alps, reaching Innsbruck at 6.10 P.M. 
After leaving Varis the daylight dawns just as the fine 
scenery of the Jura Mountains is approached, and the whole 
<lay passes pleasantly in the contemplation of the far-famed 
lakes and mountains of Switzerland and the Tyrol. But, once 
arrived at Innsbruck, it is no easy matter to find rooms, and 
therefore these should be, if possible, secured in advance, un- 
less the traveller has the courage to continue his journey to 
Vienna without balt or rest ; but in that case it would be better 
to take a shorter route. 

One more word with regard to the journey to Budapest. 
It has been announced that the French Eastern Railway 
Company would make a reduction of 50 per cent. on the 
railway fares over the French line. ‘This may be so, if 
notice is sent many days in advance, but the functionaries 
at the railway station have no knowledge whatever of the 
proposed reduction, and though I gave them two days’ notice 
no such reduction was made in my favour. It seems that all 
applications should be made a week in advance by the Inter- 
national Sleeping-Car Company. As is often the case, these 
proposed favours are hedged in with so much red-tapeism 
that they become of very little practical avail. 


CHOLERA. 


CHOLERA continues to prevail in Russia, in Galicia, and 
in Bukovina, and to some slight extent in Holland and in 
russian Germany. 

Since our chronicle of last week the returns from St. Peters- 
burg show that from the 21st to the 24th ult. there were 123 
cases and 41 deaths in that city, and 236 cases and 88 deaths 
in Warsaw from the 11th to the 18th ult.; in the government 
of St. Petersburg 208 cases and 73 deaths, in Siedlec 336 
cases and 154 deaths, and in l’etrikov 747 cases and 370 deaths ; 
from the 5th to the 10th ult., in Kielce 946 cases and 469 
deaths, and in Radom 1285 cases and 612 deaths ; and from 
July 29th to Aug. 18th, in Grodno 1520 cases and 629 deaths. 

The ofticial returns from Vienna of Aug. 26th gave 146 
cases and 79 deaths in Galicia, and 16 cases and 15 deaths 
in Bukovina; and according to intelligence received on 
Aug. 27th there had occurred 644 fresh cases and 332 deaths 
in the previous four days in Galicia, and 75 cases and 65 
deaths in Bukovina during the same time. ‘The disease is 
evidently of a severe and fatal type. 

From Flushing we learn that four of the crew of a German 
vessel which had put in there on her way from Antwerp to 
Dantzig had been attacked by cholera, and one of them had 
died. The <isease still prevails in Amsterdam, at Maastricht, 
and at Nieuwerkerk, on the Yssel, although to no great 
«©xtent and in sporadic form. At Amsterdam there were 
three fresh cases and one death lately reported in twenty-four 
hours.

THE TEACHING OF ANATOMY: THE 
SITUATION REVIEWED. 
To the Editors of THE LANCET. 


Srrs,—An academical year has elapsed since I published 
my pamphlet ‘‘A Plea for Practical Work in Anatomy.”’ 
The pamphlet has been the subject of leading articles in 
Tue LANcgr and other medical journals speaking out strongly 
in support of the views expressed. It may be well to review 
the situation before another academical year begins. The 
medical student of to-day is well-behaved, intelligent, and 
hard-working. He is gentlemanly, and possesses a wide range 
of information. He follows conversation on the most abstruse 
subjects; he talks well on almost everything ; and writes 
good papers at examinations. He is a vast improvement, 
some say, on his less favoured predecessor. In a sense this 
is so; but only ask him to do a thing, and he is out of it 
altogether. He is the polished product of the reading and 
talking tendencies of the day; but he is the very antithesis of 
the practical apprenticed pupil of former years. The above 
remarks are somewhat general. I can follow them out best 
in connexion with my own subjects, anatomy and surgery. 

One of my most attentive pupils, an intelligent second 
year’s man, who has now done good practical work, quite 
innocently remarked to mea short time ago that before he 
came to me he had never even seen either the spleen or the 
pancreas. But a few days ago, in my dissecting-room, the 
internal carotid artery was exposed within the petrous por- 
tion of the temporal bone in connexion with the dissection of 
the tympanum. ‘The part happened to be left on the table 
and became an object of curiosity and speculation. The 
artery was taken by some for the cavernous sinus, by others 
for the Gasserian ganglion, by others for the facial nerve, 
by others for the tensor tympani muscle, and so forth. Iam 
told that the ganglion of Ribes was mentioned. One man 
only took it for an artery at all. These were the views of 
some twenty gentlemen from various parts of the kingdom, all 
on the point of going up for their Second Conjoint Examina- 
tion. I was lately watching a final examination in surgery. 
The candidate was shown the dorsum of a strongly mus- 
cular and quite normal foot in the living, and the toes were 
ordered to be moved. ‘‘ What is that bluish mass ?’’ he was 
asked (the skin was thin and translucent) ‘‘ which alter- 
nately heaves and subsides with the movements of the tces?’’ 
—‘ A collection of blood, an aneurysm, an abscess caused 
by a loose piece of dead bone, &c.’’ ‘The candidate knew 
nothing of the extensor brevis digitorum muscle. Another 
candidate was asked to fix a dressing on the perineum--a 
double spica tying the two thighs together was the ingenious 
device. But I would rest my case on the weighty words of 
a member of the General Medical Council, Dr. William Bruce, 
the direct representative for Scotland: ‘‘I unhesitatingly 
affirm,’’ writes that gentleman,! ‘‘that men are now being 
turned out as qualified who are not safe to be trusted with the 
lives of their patients. Men pass and pose as doctors who 
are not, in the true sense, fit to appear on the register of duly 
qualified medical practitioners, and who, as such, are nothing 
more nor less than frauds upon the public.’’ The italicising 
is mine. The explanation is simple ; but I must illustrate 
(facetiously, alas!) rather than simply state. There is now 
a new way apparently of increasing the profits on the pound 
of grocer’s tea. It may just be mentioned confidentially. 
Collect your old washed-out tea-leaves ; dry, roll, and face 
them, and mix in the canisters fresh from China and Japan. 
It is tea, pure tea; no analyst can say it is not. You can 
vend it in all conscience, and net a good income—till it is 
found that the brewings are poor. 

Yoo much is required of the poor student by the task- 
master of modern specialism. Educational bricks, no straw 
being given, are demanded—‘ best outsides and glazed ’’— 
biology, embryology, morphology, frozen section, tickling 
nerves to find out where they go to (thus subordimating dis- 
section to supposed function). But we are clever now. We 
don't say No; weact No. We ‘‘cram.’’ We adulterate the 
mental food. While straining after every gnat of fancied

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precision we forsake the most fundamental principles of true 
learning. Crumbling jerry buildings, lettiog in wet and 
sewer gas, are admittedly upon us. Not less the ‘‘ cheap 
doctor’? (Dr. William Bruce in letter above quoted). ‘‘ Open 
aun abscess? Pass a catheter? Give a hypo?’’ ‘No, I 
think I had rather not ; tell them I am too busy and to call 
jn someone else.’’ ‘* Placenta previa and flooding fariously ! 
Will you deliver?’’ ‘*Not for a thousand pounds! Send 
her straight to the hospital.’’ ‘‘ But she may die before she 
gets there.’”’ ‘*Sosorry! Really no fault of mine. Might 
make a mess of it; never done it. Say I am called to 
another case.’? This is not limited to the ‘‘ co-operative 
dispensary ’’ or ‘‘medical aid association.’’ I would call on 
the medical profession to pause. ‘The evil should be nipped in 
the bud. Present pressure is too great. The best of us are 
breaking down. ‘There are two sides to the remedial aspect 
of the question—that of the examining bodies and that of 
the teachers. With the best possible goodwill, the examining 
bodies can move bat slowly. Once embodied in bylaws and 
regulations, errors must of a necessity have sway for a time ; 
but teachers and individual examiners can put on the brake 
with less hesitation—they can discountenance bookism. 
Bookism is the fatal error of the day, especially in its 
intensified form—last-editionism. [ut what is this much- 
vaunted up-to-datism in regard to anything really useful— 
in regard, say, to any muscie, artery, vein, or nerve in 
the body?. It was an axiom in my student days that 
it was practically settled at the end of the first winter 
session what the nature of a man’s practice would be in 
after-life. This meant that a man’s professional career 
depends in the main on his early work in practical anatomy. 
I submit that this is as true now as it was then. Practical 
anatomy is a man’s start in professional life. My unvarying 
experience—and my range of observation is a wide one—is 
that the great majority of students will from the very first 
take an interest—indeed, an intense interest—in anatomy as 
taught on the dead body, and as giving tangible response to 
their questioning cogitations as to ‘‘how the thing works.”’ 
The young man fresh from school, taught, perhaps, in the 
noble words of the Psalmist, ‘‘how wonderfully and fear- 
fally’? we are made, invariably approaches practical 
anatomy with a wholesome and spirited curiosity, which, 
indeed, grows year by year instead of waning. The 
mainspring of all success, whether present or future—the 
interest one takes in one’s work—is here, to a certainty, 
in action. But the whole outlook—the outlook, be it 
borne in mind, which embraces the entire professional career— 
darkens the very moment the early teaching goes to any 
extent or in any way beyond what the student can see 
with his own eyes and handle with his own hands -- the 
moment, that is, plates and diagrams are introduced. Illus- 
trations of what one can well see for oneself tempt one to 
idleness ; illustrations of what one cannot well see tempt one 
to what is even worse—to trusting to what is called ‘‘ under- 
standing anatomy.’’ I must here repeat my apothegm, ‘‘In 
anatomy, seeing and doing are understanding, and nothing 
else is.’’ We shall never make headway in regard to the 
anatomy that is needful, we shall never again attain to our 
former standards in regard to practical medicine or surgery, 
till we discard the anatomy that is needless, during at least 
the early period of the student’s education. ‘‘ Scientific ’’ 
anatomy should be relegated to the end of the curriculum, 
and pressed only in regard to those who have obtained the 
ordinary qualifications and wish to go in for honours.

UNIVERSITY HALL, EDINBURGH. 
To the Editors of THE LANCET. 


Srrs,—If in your Students’ number you can find space for 
a letter from an old resident of University Hall, Edinburgh, 
I think that some of the men entering Edinburgh University 
this year may benefit thereby. Until of late years the stranger 
matriculating here had no choice but to live in lodgings. ‘To 
these he went, and in these he stayed, changing only from 
one to another place as fancy or the vagaries of his landladies 
dictated, and the social intercourse of many, and their 
opportunities for developing social qualities, were limited 
practically to their discussion of the weekly bill with their 
landlady or flirtation with their landlady’s daughter. It has 
been argued that in this way self-reliance was fostered, and, 
truly, that there was no great temptation to shirk one’s 


classes and reading ; that a man’s books became his com- 
panions and his friends, and that studious habits were 
encouraged. This may be, but your older readers will agree 
that the medical man must know men as well as books, 
or his book-learning may never be applied, and that to 
know men one must mix with them ; also that eternal asso- 
ciation with men of one’s own line of study, and with no 
others—the eternal presence of ‘‘shop’’—-and is wearying and 
antagonistic to true education. ‘T'ois was the opinion of an 
Edinburgh teacher, Professor Patrick Geddes, expressed in 
the organisation of University Hall, a residence for students 
and others connected with the University. Seven years ago- 
this started with seven rooms and four residents. It 
prospered until all the seven flats of the building were used. 
It spread to other houses under the same rules and with the 
same object, and its latest extension, formally opened by 
Professor Blackie last April, is now one of the most con- 
spicuous features of the old town as seen from Princes-street. 
Of University Hall, therefore, I trust that you will allow 
students and the parents of students to know through your 
columns. Each house is self-governed through a committee 
consisting of a rent-treasurer, acting for Professor Geddes, and 
a house-treasurer and secretary with assistants, elected by 
the residents, holding oflice for a month, eligible for re-elec- 
tion, and liable in their official capacity to criticism from any 
resident at the fortnightly house-mectings. The names of 
intending residents with their two references are submitted 
to, and voted upon, by the residents, who have also the 
power of expelling any unruly member. ‘he rents of single 
rooms (with the use of common rooms) vary from 7s. 6d. to 
16s. aweek. The board bill in one house through last summer 
session averaged lls. Q9d¢., being merely the weekly bills 
equaily divided among the residents. University Hall is open 
to students and graduates of all Faculties, and in this way 
we believe that our interests are usefully widened and our 
experience increased, and that the younger students profit by 
the experience, always at their service, of their seniors, 
whether students or graduates. The secretaries of any one 
of the houses of University Hall will, I know, be ready to 
answer any question put by those wishing for further infor-
